Public  Schools  Bulletin  has  carried 
comprehensive  lists  of  courses  of- 
fered by  the  leading  Bay  Region 
institutions  of  higher  learning; 
even  these,  however,  were  always 
incomplete  because  of  the  District's 
inability  to  publish  all  those  offer- 
ed. Now,  the  catalogues  of  each 
university  and  college  will  be  a- 
vailable,  for  all  certificated  per- 
sonnel, on  request  at  the  office  of 
the  principal  in  every  school  in  the 
District. 
In  service  courses  offered 

Seventeen  School  Department 
sponsored  courses  will  be  offered  on 
an  "in-service"  basis  this  fall.  Al- 
though college  credit  is  not  given 
for  these  courses,  they  do  satisfy 
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IBM  to  be  tested  f of  teachers' 
chores  in  two  SFUSD  schools 


The  Board  of  Education  has  ap- 
proved the  trial  use  of  the  IBM 
card  -  punch  equipment  in  two 
schools  to  record  and  post  perma- 
nent record  card  grades  and  to  pro- 
gram students. 

This  fall  semester,  Lincoln  High 
School  and  Giannini  Junior  High 
will  operate  a  pilot  program  of 
IBM  usage.  In  a  couple  of  hours  a 
day,  this  mechanical  aid  will  save 
teachers,  counselors,  and  adminis- 
trators of  the  two  schools  work  in 
keeping  Report  of  Grade  Books, 
report  cards,  and  class  lists.  At  the 
end  of  the  semester,  permanent 
record  cards  will  be  posted  by  IBM 
and  many  of  the  important  corre- 
lations so  laboriously  derived  will 
be  done  by  the  electro-mechanical 
devices. 

City  College  has  used  IBM  for 
some  time,  and  now  the  individual 
schools   will   test   usage   with   the 

increment  and  classification  re- 
quirements, and  give  those  enrolled 
benefit  of  the  newest  techniques 
and  information  about  specific 
teaching  fields;  and,  in  some  cases, 
a  broader  world  perspective.

The  principal  of  each  school  will 
send  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance 
not  later  than  September  30,  1959, 
the  complete  enrollment  by  classes 
as  of  September  24,  1959  on  the 
class  list  forms  (Stock  No.  13-100- 
40  on  the  Printed  Forms  Supplies 
Term  Requisition). 

Arrange  list  alphabetically,  and 
type  or  write  plainly  in  ink.  Do  not 
use  nicknames.  If  a  teacher  has 
more  than  one  grade,  list  separ- 
ately. 

In  listing  the  addresses  of  Chi- 
nese pupils  give  the  floor  and 
room  number  in  addition  to  the 
street  address;  also  both  American 
and  Chinese  names.  List  complete 
addresses  for  children  living  in  pro- 
jects— building,  section,  and  apart- 
ment numbers.  For  children  living 
in  apartment  houses,  rooming 
houses,  and  hotels,  list  apartment 
or  room  number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils 
who  actually  have  been  in  attend- 
ance at  any  time  since  September 
10,  and  star  the  names  of  those 
who  have  transferred  or  who  have 
left  without  transfer  before  Sep- 
tember 24.  Add  to  the  list  and 
DOUBLE  STAR  the  names  of  any 
pupils  who  have  not  been  in  attend- 
ance during  this  period  but  who 
had  registered  previously  and 
whose  absence  because  of  sickness 
you  have  verified.  In  order  to  keep 
records  correct,  any  child  who  re- 
turns to  school  after  September 
24th,  or  enters  after  that  date, 
should  be  reported  to  the  Bureau 
of  Attendance  at  once  either  by 
a  transfer,  if  he  has  one,  or  by  an 
Entered  Without  Transfer  slip. 

Data  requested 

So  that  birthdates  may  be  check- 
ed immediately,  principals  are  re- 
quested to  send  at  once  to  Bureau 
of  Attendance  Registration  of  Mi- 
nor blanks  for  all  new  pupils  enter- 
ing SF  schools  for  the  first  time, 
and  for  those  entering  kindergar- 
ten. If  parent  does  not  fill  out  one 
of  these,  the  teacher  should  pre- 
pare the  blank  from  data  on  per- 
manent record  cards. 


Registration  of  Minor  blanks 
should  contain  the  following  infor- 
mation: number  of  birth  certifi- 
cate; place  and  date  of  birth  as 
stated  thereon;  and  a  signed  state- 
ment that  the  teacher  has  seen 
birth  certificate.  If  birth  certificate 
is  not  available,  a  baptismal  cer- 
tificate, passport,  affidavit  of  par- 
ent or  guardian,  or  an  official  noti- 
fication or  certification  of  birth 
registration  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  may  be  used. 
A  hospital  certificate  is  not  accept- 
able verification.  The  method  of 
verification  should  be  indicated. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  kindergarten  his  birthdate  must 
be  not  later  than  December  2,  1954 
(4  years,  9  months).  All  entrants 
into  the  first  grade  must  be  born 
not  later  than  December  3,  1953 
(5  years,  9  months). 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code,  the  parent  or  guard- 
ian of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to 
the  kindergarten  or  first  grade  of 
a  school.  No  child  may  be  admitted 
to  the  kindergarten  or  first  grade 
of  a  school  without  acceptable 
verification  as  noted  above. 

Left  Without  Transfers 

So  that  an  immediate  check-up 
of  all  pupils  who  have  left  school 
may  be  made,  principals  are  asked 
to  give  to  their  Supervisor  of  At- 
tendance, not  later  than  September 
30,  a  Left  Without  Transfer  slip 
for  every  child  on  the  school  roll 
on  June  12  but  who  has  not  regis- 
tered this  term. 

Throughout  this  term  all  pupils 
who  leave  school  for  any  reason 
without  taking  a  transfer  to  an- 
other school  should  be  immediately 
reported  to  the  Supervisor  of  At- 
tendance as  Left  Without  Trans- 
fer. Date  of  leaving  should  be  indi- 
cated on  the  slip.  Before  reporting 
these  pupils  as  LWT  they  should 
be  checked  as  carefully  as  possible 
by  the  school,  and  when  reported, 
the  Left  Without  Transfer  should 
have  as  much  information  as  possi- 
ble for  the  Supervisor  of  Attend- 
ance.

Schools  join  SF's 
Pacific  Festival 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Schools 
will  participate  in  the  second  an- 
nual Pacific  Festival,  a  civic  fete 
honoring  the  states  and  nations  of 
the  Pacific,  with  an  exhibit  of  pu- 
pils' regular  classroom  work  at 
Commodore  Stockton  School,  950 
Clay  Street. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs. 
Lawrence  Draper,  Jr.,  SF  school 
board  president  and  chairman  of 
the  Schools  Participation  Commit- 
tee of  the  Pacific  Festival,  elemen- 
tary school  classrooms  all  over  the 
city  have  contributed  exhibit  ma- 
terial. 

Students  in  grades  ranging  from 
kindergarten  through  the  sixth 
year  have  contributed  projects 
from  their  daily  school  work  which 
depict  geographic,  language,  trans- 
portation, and  economic  concepts 
learned  about  the  Pacific  Basin 
Area.  The  display  has  been  ar- 
ranged by  Mr.  Archie  Wedemeyer, 
SFUSD  Art  Director,  and  his  staff; 
it  will  be  open  to  the  public  during 
school  hours. 

The  exhibit  wDl  be  available  for 
teachers'  visits,  especially  during 
the  Association  for  Childhood  Edu- 
cation meeting  to  be  held  at  Com- 
modore Stockton  School  on  Mon- 
day, September  21. 

Highlights  of  the  10-day  San 
Francisco  sponsored  festival  will 
include  outdoor  shows  in  Union 
Square  and  special  displays  in  the 
city's  museums,  art  galleries,  and 
libraries.  Sport  events,  parades, 
a  film  festival,  and  a  trade  fair  will 
also  be  part  of  the  city-wide  cele- 
bration. 

According  to  Mayor  Christopher, 
the  festival  "will  focus  the  atten- 
tion of  the  world  on  the  growth 
and  development  of  the  Pacific 
Ocean  Area,  and  foster  mutual  un- 
derstanding and  cordial  relation- 
ships between  those  peoples  whose 
shores  are  washed  by  the  mighty 
Pacific." 


Institute 

A  "year  of  fulfillment"  was  the 
keynote  of  the  annual  Teachers' 
Institute  of  the  San  Francisco  Uni- 
fied School  District  as  over  3000 
teachers  gathered  at  the  Fox 
Theater  last  Tuesday,  as  the  109th 
year  began. 

Mrs.  Lawrence  Draper,  Jr.,  pres- 
ident of  the  San  Francisco  Board 
of  Education,  received  a  great  ova- 
tion from  the  large  group  as  she 
spoke  of  the  SFUSD  "as  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  nation"  and  cited  the 
District's  dedication  to  "growth, 
safety,  and  welfare."  Mrs.  Draper, 
who  has  just  recovered  from  an 
illness,  extended  the  greetings  of 
the  Board  to  all,  and  gave  a  special 
welcome  to  some  300  new  teachers 
joining  the  District  this  year. 

Dr.  Harold  Spears,  superintend- 
ent of  schools,  made  a  comprehen- 
sive estimate  of  the  city's  educa- 
tional system.  Dr.  Spears  had 
just  returned  from  Europe  where 
he  served  a  vital  part  in  the  United 
Nations  work  on  curriculum.  He 
gave  world  context  to  the  SFUSD's 
plans,  achievements,  and  innova- 
tions. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools 
told  of  the  new  Bio-Chemistry  Lab- 
oratory at  Galileo  High  School, 
opening  this  fall.  He  described 
other  recent  developments  in  the 
Department's  curriculum,  bent  on 
better  service  to  education's  "two 
masters,"  the  student  and  the  com- 
munity. 

Dr.  Spears  gave  note  of  new 
methods  in  the  use  of  television 
and  sound  equipment  as  instruc- 
tional   aids.    Other   techniques    in 


teaching  science  and  mathematics 
also  were  mentioned  by  him. 

On  the  high  school  level,  the 
Superintendent  said  that  college 
preparatory  work  now  includes 
use  of  college  instructional  meth- 
ods and  material,  bringing  the  high 
school  closer  to  higher  education. 

The  school  leader  emphasized 
the  fulfillment  of  demands  for 
closer  correlation  with  the  present 
and  foreseen  future  needs  of  the 
world  in  which  we  live.  He  called 
for  early  identification  of  the  cap- 
abilities of  students  through  able 
teaching,  testing,  and  counseling 
methods.  He  requested  such  in- 
structional emphases  and  course 
placement  which  would  match  the 
pupil  to  the  subjects  he  needed 
most  and  keep  the  level  of  instruc- 
tion up  to  the  student's  capabili- 
ties. Certain  non-essential  activi- 
ties are  to  be  minimized  in  order 
that  new  demands  arising  from 
the  current  developments  of  society 
may  be  better  served. 

Dr.  Spears  gave  a  resume  of  the 
development  of  the  SFUSD  from 
the  educational  situation  in  1910. 
He  ennumerated  six  reasons  for 
the  city's  advancement  as  being: 
(1)  smaller  class  size;  (2)  better 
grouping  and  special  classes;  (3) 
skillful  teaching;  (4)  attraction  of 
better  teachers;  (5)  use  of  im- 
proved instructional  texts,  aids, 
and  materials;  and  (6)  better  co- 
operation between  parents  and 
teachers. 

Mr.  Dierke,  assistant  superin- 
tendent in  charge  of  junior  high 
schools,  presided  at  the  morning 
See  .  .  .

Bio-Chem  lab  to  open  at  Galileo  this  month 


The  new  Lux  Bio-Chem  Labora- 
tory at  Galileo  High  School  will 
offer  an  after-school  program  to 
especially  capable  and  interested 
students  12  through  18  years  of 
age.  This  is  a  unique  opportunity 
to  secure  through  individual  study 
under  expert  guidance  an  expand- 
ed understanding  of  and  interest 
in  scientific  endeavor  and  the  prin- 
ciples basic  to  study  in  biology, 
chemistry,  bio-chemistry,  astrono- 
my and  mathematics.  Attendance 
at  these  sessions  is  voluntary  and 
carries  no  school  credit. 

The  fall  semester  after-school 
program  is  tentatively  scheduled 
for  Mondays  through  Fridays  for 
the  fourteen  school  weeks  between 
September  28,  1959,  and  January 
15,  1960. 


A  general  sign-up  meeting  of  all 
students  will  be  held  Thursday, 
September  24,  1959,  at  4  p.m.  in 
the  Galileo  High  School  Auditor- 
ium at  Bay  Street  and  Van  Ness 
Avenue.  At  that  time,  the  nature 
of  the  program  will  be  explained, 
opportunities  for  study  in  the  vari- 
ous fields  pointed  out;  and  appli- 
cation forms  to  be  completed  by 
the  parents,  home,  school,  and  the 
pupil  will  be  distributed. 

Students  who  have  a  real  inter- 
est and  talent  in  the  above  fields 
may  attend  this  preliminary  meet- 
ing. Further  information  may  be 
obtained  from  principals  or  the 
Lux  Bio-Chem  Lab  Office  at  Galileo 
High  School.

Rule  on  professional 
organizations  listed 

In  regard  to  the  solicitation  of 
membership  in  professional  or- 
ganizations, Superintendent  Har- 
old Spears  calls  attention  to  the 
following  regulation  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Education  some  years 
ago. 

Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in 
Professional  Organizations : 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  em- 
ployees of  the  Board  of  Education 
shall  have  complete  freedom  in 
selecting  the  professional  organi- 
zations which  they  may  wish  to 
join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind 
from  any  administrative  officer  or 
other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  ex- 
tended to  any  teacher  organiza- 
tion in  the  schools  shall  be  fully 
and  unreservedly  extended  to  all 
teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or 
pressure  by  any  principal  or  other 
administrative  officer  or  other 
school  employee  to  influence  any 
teacher  to  join  or  refrain  from 
joining  any  organization  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  unprofessional  con- 
duct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools 
shall  call  attention  to  this  rule  at 
the  beginning  of  each  school  term 
by  means  of  a  notice  in  the  Super- 
intendent's Bulletin. 

The  Bulletin  publishes  this,  and 
other  similar  information,  as  a 
service  to  all  members  of  the  SF- 
USD.

SF  social  services

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Banner  swimming  enrollment  seen 


Mr.  George  R.  Canrinus,  Coordin- 
ator of  Health,  Physical  Education, 
Athletics  and  Recreation,  announc- 
ed that  11,013  junior  and  senior 
high  school  boys  and  girls  received 
instruction  in  swimming  during 
the  1958-59  school  year. 

Some  4,816  non-swimmers  were 
taught  the  aquatic  art,  and  2,345 
of  this  beginning  group  learned 
sufficiently  well  to  pass  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross  Beginners'  Swim- 
ming Test. 

Current  figures  indicate  that  last 
year's  program  was  the  greatest 
in  enrollment  ever  sponsored  by 
the  SFUSD.  During  the  1954-55 
school  year,  the  District  was  able 
to   offer   instruction   to    only    966 


pupils,  a  contrast  to  the  present 
number. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of 
students  served  by  the  program  is 
largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
new  swimming  pools  constructed 
by  the  Recreation-Park  Depart- 
ment have  been  made  available  for 
use  by  the  District. 

Mr.  Canrinus  stated  that  those 
who  carried  out  the  program  "are 
most  appreciative  of  the  fine  co- 
operation "received  from  the  Rec- 
reation-Park Department." 

The  Coordinator  has  also  given 
his  commendation  to  the  men  and 
women  physical  education  teachers 
who  have  "worked  so  enthusiastic- 
ally in  expanding  the  program."

javik,  Iceland.  State  superintend- 
ents came  from  Iran  and  Australia. 
Directors  of  Education  came  from 
Bolivia,  Rhodesia,  The  Hague,  and 
Belgium  to  see  the  San  Francisco 
schools. 

Mayors,  political  party  leaders, 
and  members  of  legislative  assem- 
blies from  Liberia,  Indonesia,  and 
Chile  were  among  the  guests. 

The  visitors  also  came  to  see 
various  things  in  the  SFUSD  rang- 
ing from  the  Child  Care  Centers 
to  the  City  College  of  San  Fran- 
cisco; and  from  curriculum  to 
school  furniture.  Mr.  Johann  Man- 
dl  of  Austria  actually  sketched 
some  of  the  primary  tables. 

Some  of  the  guests  brought  their 
countries  and  their  personalities 
to  the  classroom.  Mr.  Jonathon 
Adeniyi,  principal  of  a  high  school 
in  Abeokuta,  Nigeria,  dressed  in 
his  native  robes,  impressed  a  sec- 
ond grader  at  Gough  School  for 
the  Deaf  with  his  statement  that 
he  saw  his  first  lion  in  the  Bronx 
Zoo.  Mohamed  El  Machrafi,  chief 
of  primary  education  of  Morocco 
conducted  a  lesson  on  his  country 
to  a  social  studies  class  through 
his  interpreter  at  Polytechnic  High 
School  and  was  impressed  by  the 
French  III  class  he  questioned  in 
French  at  the  same  school. 

Mr.  Johnson  of  New  Zealand  and 
Mr.  Moshe  Rinott,  director  of  the 
department  of  education  of  Haifa, 
Israel,  both  spent  two  or  more 
weeks  visiting  the  schools  and  felt 
that  their  visit  was  too  short  to 
take  it  all  in.

Salary  safeguards 
announced  by  Steig 

Dr.  Lester  R.  Steig,  coordinator 
of  salaries  for  the  SFUSD,  has 
called  attention  to  safeguards  of- 
fered by  the  district  which  helps 
to  prevent  course  duplication  and 
engagement  in  unrecognized  work 
or  attendance  at  institutions  giv- 
ing unapproved  work. 

Dr.  Steig  invites  teachers  to  con- 
sult their  school  principals  for 
counseling  and  assistance  in  pro- 
gramming and  long-range  planning 
to  meet  increment,  classification, 
and  educational  advancement  needs. 

The  Coordinator  of  Salaries 
wishes  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
new  teachers  in  the  system  to  the 
fact  that  they  have  120  days  in 
which  to  file  complete  transcript 
and  experience  records  for  place- 
ment on  the  salary  scale.  He  has 
pointed  out  that  many  teachers  are 
hired  on  the  1st  classification  basis 
when  other  factors  could  result  in 
higher  placement  on  the  scale  if 
recorded  within  the  120-day  limit. 

All  such  records  must  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  Coordinator  of 
Salaries  on  or  before  June  30,  in 
order  to  qualify  a  teacher  for 
classification  purposes  or  for  ad- 
vancement to  a  higher  increment 
block  for  the  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

All  teachers  in  the  district  should 
be  familiar  with  the  7.10  section  of 
the  Salary  Schedule,  Fiscal  Year 
1959-60,  which  indicates  an  excep- 
tion to  this  rule  in  stating  that 
"filing  of  such  official  transcript  or 
record  for  work  completed  within 
sixty  days  prior  to  June  30  of  any 
year  may  be  made  at  any  time 
prior  to  August  15  of  the  same 
year  in  order  to  qualify  a  teacher 
for  classification  purposes  or  for 
advancement  to  a  higher  incre- 
ment block  for  the  current  school 
year." 

For  other  questions  concerning 
in-service  and  college-credit  courses 
and  their  effect  in  regard  to  incre- 
ment, salary,  and  classification  con- 
siderations, members  of  the  San 
Francisco  School  District  are  in- 
vited to  secure  and  read  the  newly 
issued  Salary  Schedule. 


Mrs.  Lawrence  Draper,  Jr.,  pres- 
ident of  the  San  Francisco  Board 
of  Education,  and  Dr.  Harold 
Spears,  superintendent  of  schools, 
have  met  to  discuss  and  map  plans 
for  the  participation  of  the  city's 
schools  in  the  1959  United  Crusade. 

Some  263  health,  welfare,  and 
youth  agencies  are  to  be  benefited 
by  this  year's  campaign  goal  of 
$11,000,000  for  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Area  including  Alameda,  Con- 
tra Costa,  Marin,  San  Francisco, 
and  San  Mateo  Counties. 

The  city's  many  youth  and  fam- 
ily programs  derive  great  assist- 
ance from  the  United  Crusade  pro- 
gram. This  year's  budget  has  in- 
creased only  5%  over  that  of  last 
year,  while  the  cost  of  living  has 
gone  up  12%. 

Many  people  connected  with  the 
SFUSD  have  interest  in  some  of 
the  Protestant,  Jewish,  Catholic 
and  non-sectarian  agencies  sup- 
ported by  the  crusade.  Mrs.  Dra- 
per, president  of  the  schools'  policy- 
making body,  is  active  in  support- 
ing Edgewood,  which  provides  a 
home  for  many  youngsters  in  city 
schools.  Other  members  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  school  admin- 
istrators, and  teachers  throughout 
the  system  have  interest  in  similar 
agencies  sponsored  partially  by 
Crusade  funds. 

The  campaign  for  needed  funds 
begins  today.  The  plea  to  all,  in- 
cluding the  SFUSD   and  its  chil- 


dren, is  for  the  benefit  of  many 
students  and  families  in  the  San 
Francisco  area. 

In  the  past,  the  district  and  its 
students  have  given  generously  to 
this  worthy  cause.  Information  con- 
cerning the  procedure  to  be  used 
in  handling  contributions  to  the 
drive  beginning  today  has  been  dis- 
tributed to  the  schools  of  the  Dis- 
trict.

Rule  on  death  leave 
changed  by  Board 

According  to  the  office  of  Irving 
G.  Breyer,  legal  advisor,  section 
240-1  (I)  regarding  leave  for  death 
in  the  family  has  been  amended.  It 
reads  as  follows: 

Certificated  employees  may  ab- 
sent themselves  for  three  consecu- 
tive school  days,  without  loss  of 
salary,  in  the  case  of  death  in  the 
immediate  household.  Immediate 
family  shall  include  husband,  wife, 
children,  parents,  or  any  person 
who  has  actually  served  in  the  ca- 
pacity of  the  parent,  brothers  and 
sisters,  or  other  relative  of  the  im- 
mediate household.  Where  the  funeral 
in  connection  with  the  death  necessitates 
travel,  additional  time,  not  to  exceed 
two  days,  may  be  granted. 

In  the  event  of  attendance  at  the 
funeral  of  a  second  degree  rela- 
tive, one  school  day's  absence  with- 
out loss  of  salary  shall  be  allowed. 
Second  degree  relatives  shall  in- 
clude grandparents,  grandchildren, 
uncles,  aunts,  nephews,  nieces,  par- 
ents-in-law, brothers-in-law,  and  sis- 
ters-in-law; provided,  however,  that 
where  no  substitute  is  required  all 
persons  employed  in  the  adminis- 
trative offices  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation may,  without  loss  of  salary, 
absent  themselves  for  not  more 
than  three  school  days  in  the  event 
of  the  death  of  any  one  of  their 
relatives  or  of  any  member  of  their 
immediate  household.

Sabbatical  leave  applications  due 
Oct.  I—  reports  due  Nov.  I 

Applications  for  Sabbatical  leaves 
commencing  with  the  Spring  se- 
mester, 1960,  must  be  submitted  by 
Oct.  1 -according  to  Dr.  Ward  M. 
Nichols,  director  of  personnel. 


Nichols  pointed  out  that  regula- 
tions regarding  sabbatical  leave 
state: 

"Sabbatical  leave  applications 
must  be  submitted  to  the  principal 
of  the  school  in  which  the  appli- 
cant is  serving,  for  his  recommend- 
ation. When  the  applicant's  serv- 
ices have  been  very  satisfactory, 
principals  will  recommend  approval 
on  prepared  forms,  and  forward 
such  applications  and  recommend- 
ations to  the  assistant  superin- 
tendent in  charge  of  his  division 
for  recommendation  and  forward- 
ing to  the  Personnel  Division  prior 
to  October  1  or  March  1  of  the 
semester  preceding  that  in  which 
the  leave  is  desired.  Sabbatical 
leaves  will  be  granted  only  for  one 
semester  or  one  year.  Sabbatical 
leaves  shall  begin  with  the  begin- 


ning of  the  semester  only,  unless 
otherwise  recommended  by  the  Su- 
perintendent for  the  good  of  the 
school  district." 

Those  teachers  who  have  return- 
ed to  duty  after  sabbatical  leave 
should  be  aware  of  the  section  of 
the  regulations  also  quoted  below. 

"Upon  completion  of  the  leave, 
and  within  60  days  of  the  teach- 
er's return  to  duty,  a  detailed  itin- 
erary, and  a  written  report  of  not 
less  than  2,500  words  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Personnel  Division 
setting  forth  the  teacher's  reac- 
tions to  the  trip  and  a  statement 
of  the  benefits  received  from  it.  A 
description  of  the  trip  will  not 
satisfy  this  requirement.  This  re- 
port shall  be  referred  to  the  assist- 
ant superintendent  of  the  division 
in  which  the  teacher  serves,  the 
Salary  Coordinator,  and  the  Per- 
sonnel Coordinator  for  approval." 

Complete  Sabbatical  leave  regu- 
lations are  appended  to  the  appli- 
cation blank.  Questions  should  be 
referred  to  the  personnel  division. 
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City  teachers  honored;  high  calibre  attested 


One  of  the  many  reasons  cited 
by  Dr.  Spears,  superintendent  of 
schools,  for  the  continued  advance- 
ment of  the  excellence  of  the  SF- 
USD  is  the  talent  and  ability  of 
the  system's  teachers. 

The  records  continue  to  attest  to 
the  high  calibre  of  the  district's 
teachers  and  their  continued  effort 
to  keep  up  with  the  latest  develop- 
ments in  their  fields. 

Aside  from  the  hundreds  of 
teachers  who  privately  financed 
educational  travel  and  study  last 
summer,  twenty-four  San  Fran- 
cisco high  school  faculty  members 
studied  at  universities  and  colleges 
throughout  the  country  on  fellow- 
ships or  other  grants  which  were 
awarded  to  them.  Of  the  24  select- 
ed, 15  are  considered  specialists  in 
the  areas  of  science  and  mathe- 
matics.

Mathematics^stu 

Children  now  entering  elemen- 
tary grades  will  spend  approxi- 
mately one-third  of  their  lives  in 
the  twenty-first  century. 

SFUSD  work  in  mathematics 
has  been  stepped-up  over  the  last 
two  years  in  order  to  meet  new 
technological  developments. 

San  Francisco  is  cooperating 
with  one  of  the  organizations  pro- 
viding leadership  in  the  field  of 
mathematics,  the  School  Mathe- 
matics Study  Group. 

The  SMSG  was  appointed  by  the 
American  Mathematical  Society 
which  worked  in  consultation  with 
the  National  Council  of  Teachers  of 
Mathematics  and  the  Mathematics 
Association  of  America. 

The   Group  is   financed  by   the 
National   Science   Foundation  and 
maintains  its  headquarters  at  Yale 
University. 
Work  of  SMSG 

The  general  objective  of  the  or- 
ganized effort  of  the  SMSG  is  to 
cope  with  the  current  and  fore- 
seen demands  for  mathematical 
knowledge. 

To  achieve  its  objective,  the 
SMSG  seeks  to  satisfy  the  "need 
for  an  improved  curriculum  which 
will  offer  students  not  only  the 
basic  mathematical  skills  but  also 
a  deeper  understanding  of  the  basic 
concepts  and  structure  of  mathe- 
matics." 

Secondly  the  group  feels  that 
"mathematics  programs  must  at- 
tract and  train  more  of  those  stu- 
dents who  are  capable  of  studying 
mathematics  with  profit." 


y  advances  told 

A  third  aim,  given  in  the  Group's 
Newsletter  No.  1,  is  to  see  that 
"all  help  possible  must  be  provided 
for  teachers  who  are  preparing 
themselves  to  teach  these  challeng- 
ing and  interesting  courses." 

Each  project  undertaken  by  the 
School  Mathematics  Study  Group 
is  concerned  with  one  or  more  of 
the  three  needs  it  considers  para- 
mount. 
SFUSD  participation 

Many  San  Francisco  junior  high 
school  teachers  are  using  mater- 
ials, in  grades  seven  and  eight,  as 
enrichment  for  the  basic  course  of 
study.  These  materials  were  pre- 
pared by  members  and  associates 
of  the  SMSG. 

For  the  past  two  summers,  math- 
ematicians in  cooperation  with  a 
group  of  college  and  secondary 
teachers  of  mathematics  have  been 
writing  new  sample  textbooks  in 
order  to  meet  the  objectives  stated. 

At  present,  many  SFUSD  stu- 
dents are  learning  the  differences 
between  inductive  reasoning — the 
method  of  observing  and  experi- 
menting —  and  deductive  reason- 
ing —  the  method  of  employing 
logic,  and  how  each  method  of 
reasoning  is  used  in  the  solution  of 
problems.  Their  studies  carry  them 
through  the  rational  number  sys- 
tem by  considering  the  properties 
of  the  natural  numbers  and  zero, 
and  the  operations  involving  these 
numbers.

Number  of  foreign 
students  increases 

The  number  of  foreign  students 
attending  SF  schools  is  high. 

San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  has  enrolled  for  the  fall 
semester,  1959,  over  164  students 
from  27  countries  throughout  the 
world. 

Dr.  Harold  L.  Weeks,  director  of 
the  Bureau  of  Research  for  the  SF- 
USD  has  tabulated  interesting  in- 
formation concerning  the  student 
guests  attending  the  schools  in  the 
District. 

The  students  entering  the  Dis- 
trict from  other  countries  listed  as 
new  enrollees  have  been  placed  in 
junior  and  senior  high  school  spe- 
cial English  classes. 

Nicaragua  has  26  students  en- 
rolled in  the  San  Francisco  system, 
the  Philippines  has  23,  and  El  Sal- 
vador has  20. 

Seventeen  students  came  from 
Hong  Kong,  13  from  Japan,  and  10 
from  the  countries  of  Brazil  and 
Mexico. 

Other  countries  with  more  than 
one  student  enrolled  in  the  SFUSD 
include:  Colombia,  Germany,  Guat- 
emala, Iran,  Italy,  Lebanon,  Neth- 
erlands, Peru,  Puerto  Rico,  Swe- 
den and  Turkey. 

Countries  with  one  student  in 
district  schools  are  Burma,  Chile, 
Greece,  Hungary,  Korea,  Panama, 
Spain,  Vancouver,  B.C.,  and  Vene- 
zuela. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  largest 
representation  comes  from  South 
America  and  the  Philippines,  fol- 
lowed by  Hong  Kong  and  Japan.

with  numbers,  while  studies  of 
modular  arithmetics  help  to  im- 
prove understanding  of  mathemat- 
ical structure.  Similar  study  is 
made  of  geometric  concepts  and 
applications  of  mathematics. 

Eight  San  Francisco  teachers 
and  the  Mathematics  Curriculum 
Assistant  are  engaged  in  the  initial 
trial  program  using  the  materials 
written  for  grades  nine  through 
eleven:  first-year  algebra,  geome- 
try and  intermediate  mathematics. 

Work  in  SFUSD  schools'  program 
consists  of  careful  trial  and  evalu- 
ation of  the  materials  just  written 
this  past  summer,  and  involves 
San  Francisco  teachers  in  four  of 
the  forty  experimental  centers  set 
up  throughout  the  nation  with  uni- 
versity mathematicians  as  consult- 
ants at  each  center. 

Those  involved  in  these  special 
classes  are  William  Chinn  of  Por- 
tola and  Elizabeth  Wierdsma  of 
A.  P.  Giannini  Junior  High  in 
grade  nine;  Clinton  McGovern  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  and  Peter  Dahl 
of  Lowell  in  grade  ten;  lone 
Mathisen  of  Galileo,  Norma  Klaus 


of  Balboa,  Una  McBean  of  Lowell 
and  Alec  Keratzides  of  George 
Washington  in  grade  eleven;  and 
Lawrence  Hawkinson,  Curriculum 
Assistant  in  Mathematics.  Their 
classes  are  studying  mathematics 
from  an  up  to  date  view  point 
combining  the  present  knowledge 
of  arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry 
and  analysis  rather  than  studying 
unrelated  bodies  of  knowledge  and 
skills. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Mathema- 
tics Study  Group  and  the  teachers 
involved  that  the  experiment  being 
conducted  will  provide  the  leader- 
ship and  impetus  necessary  to 
bring  about  an  improvement  in 
levels  of  achievement  and  under- 
standing in  mathematics. 

San  Francisco  is  not  putting  all 
of  its  mathematical  eggs  in  one 
basket,  however.  Many  exciting 
things  are  happening  in  this  field, 
and  the  district  is  taking  advan- 
tage of  as  many  of  them  as  possi- 
ble through  its  in-service  program 
for  mathematics  teachers,  summer 
institutes,  and  active  participation 
in  various  study  groups.

Brown's  letters  charge

New  testing  plan 

Nationwide  tests  taken  by  San 
Francisco  college  preparatory  stu- 
dents will  hereafter  be  given  on 
Saturdays  as  was  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Education  at  its  meeting 
October  6.  This  program  includes 
the  Preliminary  Scholastic  Apti- 
tude Test  and  the  National  Merit 
Scholarship  Qualification  Test. 

The  Board  approved  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Superintendent, 
Dr.  Harold  Spears,  to  provide  a 
sum  of  $1000  for  the  purpose  of 
proctoring  these  examinations  on 
Saturday.  Teachers  who  aid  in  giv- 
ing the  tests  will  be  paid  at  the 
standard  hourly  rate  of  $5.74  as 
specified  in  the  Salary  Schedule. 

In  requesting  this  change,  the 
Superintendent  pointed  out  that  it 
would  protect  the  classroom  pro- 
gram against  consequent  interrup- 
tions, and  furthermore,  would  pro- 
vide optimum  testing  conditions 
for  the  students. 

Two  tests 

The  Board  adoption  of  the  tests 
took  into  consideration  the  fact 
that  colleges  and  scholarship  spon- 
sors must  rely  more-and-more  on 
such  instruments  due  to  the  "ever 
increasing  number  of  applicants." 

The  Preliminary  Scholastic  Apti- 
tude Test  is  open  to  juniors  in  high 
school  during  the  fall  semester.  It 
measures   the  verbal   and   mathe- 


matical abilities  which  best  predict 
success  in  academic  pursuits. 

The  National  Merit  Scholarship 
Qualification  Test  is  to  be  given  to 
high  eleven  and  low  twelve  appli- 
cants in  the  spring.  This  test  em- 
phasizes intellectual  skills  and  un- 
derstandings. 

Such  subjects  as  English,  mathe- 
matics, social  studies,  natural  sci- 
ences, and  word  knowledge  are  in- 
cluded in  the  scholarship  qualifi- 
cation test. 

Dr.  Spears  also  pointed  out  that 
both  testing  experiences  are  desir- 
able   since    each    serves    different 
scholarship  sponsors. 
Other  board  actions 

The  School  Board  considered 
numerous  other  subjects  during 
the  afternoon  session  and  made  an 
examination  of  recommendations 
made  by  insurance  companies  in 
connection  with  the  Jefferson  Ele- 
mentary School  fire  loss. 

The  question  of  meeting  time 
was  tabled  until  responses  in  writ- 
ing can  be  obtained  from  parent 
and  professional  groups  interested 
in  attendance.

Day  student  enrollment  equals 
last  year's  5,500  students.  "Extend- 
ed Day  Classes  have  an  additional

instruction  began  Monday,  Sep- 
tember 14. 

Future  anticipated  enrollment 
has  established  a  need  for  more 
and  enlarged  facilities. 

Students  of  City  College  of  San 
Francisco  are  noting  skeleton 
frames  of  three  buildings  now  in 
the  course  of  construction  during 
the  Silver  Anniversary  year  of  the 
college.  The  new  construction  pro- 
gram includes  a  classroom  and  arts 
building,  a  stadium,  additions  to 
both  gymnasiums,  and  to  Smith 
Hall. 

No  additions  to  the  faculty  have 
been  announced,  but  older  stu- 
dents will  recognize  two  instruc- 
tors returning  from  sabbatical 
leave:  Dr.  Mary  Golding,  dean  of 
women,  and  Dr.  Dorothy  Mercer, 
noted  English  teacher. 

Miss  Golding  spent  the  greater 
part  of  the  year  completing  the 
thesis  for  her  doctorate  in  philoso- 
phy which  was  awarded  to  her  by 
the  University  of  Ottawa,  Canada, 
in  May,  1959. 

A  pre-registration  requirement 
of  CCSF  is  a  four  point  entrance 
test  which  includes  English,  Arith- 
metic fundamentals,  vocational  in- 
terests, and  aptitude  examinations.

This  loan  plan  is  especially  de- 
signed to  assist  those  with  Mas- 
ter's degrees  who  are  presently 
employed,  and  who  would  com- 
plete their  doctoral  work  if  offered 
financial  assistance  for  approved 
graduate  courses  during  the  fall 
and  winter  terms  as  well  as  for 
summer  sessions. 

Most  institutions  conferring  the 
doctor's  degree  have  certain  resi- 
dence requirements  which  must  be 
met  before  this  degree  can  be  a- 
warded.  The  Special  Loan  plan 
takes  this  into  consideration  by 
enabling  the  candidate  to  save  for 
this  period  of  residence  while  he  is 
still  employed,  and  postponing  the 
start  of  loan  repayments  until  the 
end  of  a  fourth  year. 

The  applicants  for  this  loan 
should  meet  the  following  stan- 
dards: 

1.  Now  have  a  Master's  degree. 

2.  Have  been  accepted  into  the  doctoral 
program  of  Claremont  Graduate  School, 
Stanford,  University  of  California  at  Berke- 
ley, University  of  California  at  Los  Angeles 
or  University  of  Southern  California. 

3.  Be  able  to  complete  the  doctoral  re- 
quirements by  the  end  of  the  four  year 
period. 

4.  State  his  intention  to  continue  in  or  to 
enter  a  career  of  college  teaching  upon  the 
receipt  of  this  degree. 

Loans  will  be  made  without  in- 
terest until  finally  due  and  pay- 
able, upon  the  following  basis: 

"Loans    will    be    given    during    any    three 
years   of   a   stated   four  year  period.    During 
the  fall   and  spring  semesters,   loans   will  be 
made  for  approved  graduate  courses  accord- 
ing to  the  number  of  units  taken: 
$  50  for  2  units  of  credit 
75  for  3  units  of  credit 
100  for  4  units  of  credit 

Repayment  of  the  loan  shall 
start  at  the  close  of  the  stipulated 
four  year  period,  and  shall  be  re- 
paid yearly  on  the  same  basis  the 
loan  was  made.  At  the  end  of  three 
years,  any  unpaid  balance  becomes 
immediately  due  and  payable  and 
will  carry  an  interest  rate  of  4% 
until  final  payment  is  received. 

Each  application  is  considered  by 
the  Student  Loan  Committee,  con- 
sisting of  at  least  ten  members  of 
the  State  Board  of  Managers.  All 
applications  must  meet  the  same 
standards  and  all  are  given  the 
same  consideration.  The  State 
Board  of  Managers  meet  the  sec- 
ond week  of  the  month,  bimonthly, 
beginning  with  July.  Applications 
to  be  considered  at  any  given  meet- 
ing must  be  in  the  State  Office  at 
least  two  days  priod  to  the  meet- 
ing.

SFUSD  teachers  participate 

More  than  50  teachers  of  social 
studies  from  the  15  junior  high 
schools  of  San  Francisco  are  meet- 
ing on  alternate  weeks  with  Pro- 
fessor Richard  E.  Gross  of  Stan- 
ford University  to  consider  the 
sequence  and  content  of  social 
studies  in  Grades  7,  8,  and  9. 

Many  readers  will  remember 
that  for  the  past  five  years  the 
State  Department  of  Education 
has  been  working  with  the  state- 
wide committee  representing  class- 
room teachers,  supervisors,  super- 
intendents, college  professors,  the 
P.T.A.,  and  other  interested  lay 
people  to  rethink  the  offerings 
made  in  the  social  studies  from 
Kindergarten  through  Grade  14. 

The  last  preliminary  report  of 
the  committee  was  issued  on  June 
22,  1959,  and  members  of  the  com- 
mittee indicated  that  no  important 
change  will  be  made  in  the  assign- 
ment of  content  to  the  various 
grades  as  indicated  in  that  report 
of  June  22. 

The  final  report  to  be  offered 
for  adoption  is  now  being  prepared.

Asilomar  meeting 


Language  arts  needs  stressed 


The  ninth  Asilomar  Conference 
in  Language  Arts,  sponsored  by 
the  Curriculum  Study  Commission 
of  Central  California  Council  of 
Teachers  of  English,  met  on  the 
Monterey  Peninsula  recently. 

Two  professors  of  the  University 
of  California  addressed  the  large 
gathering  of  over  400  registrants. 

Dr.  Walter  Loban  reported  on 
his  continuing  13-year  study  on  the 
growth  of  language  power  among 
children.  In  type,  Dr.  Loban's  study 
may  be  compared  with  the  Gesell 
studies  on  the  physical  and  mental 
growth  of  children. 

Dr.  Ian  Watt  compared  the 
teaching  of  English  in  England 
with  that  in  America.  Among  many 
other  points,  Dr.  Watt  noted  that 
the  comprehensive  high  school  was 
growing  in  numbers  in  England. 

Speaker  Watt  indicated  that  the 
teaching  of  English  in  the  British 
Isles  is  more  authoritarian  and 
formal  than  in  the  United  States. 

In  a  series  of  informal  meetings 
held  during  the  conference,  indi- 
viduals attending  selected  and  de- 
veloped topics  on  specific  subjects 
while  participating  in  discussion 
groups  numbering  20  members. 

Discussion  groups  were  design- 


ed to  appeal  to  persons  interested 
in  the  language  arts  on  all  levels — 
elementary,  secondary,  and  colleg- 
iate.

He  is  survived  by  a  daughter, 
his  only  son  being  a  casualty  of 
World  War  II. 


Mosk  cites  California  ban  on  hazing 


The  Attorney  General  of  Cali- 
fornia, Mr.  Stanley  Mosk,  has  call- 
ed the  attention  of  the  school  ad- 
ministrators of  the  State  to  the 
strict  ban  on  hazing  enacted  at  the 
recent  session  of  the  Legislature. 

The  copy  of  the  statute,  Article 
8  ("Hazing")  reads  as  follows: 

"10851.  As  used  in  this  article, 
'hazing'  includes  any  method  of 
initiation  into  a  student  organiza- 
tion or  any  pastime  or  amusement 
engaged  in  with  respect  to  such  an 
organization  which  causes,  or  is 
likely  to  cause,  bodily  danger  or 
physical  harm  to  any  student  or 
other  person  attending  any  school, 
college,  university  or  other  educa- 
tional institution  in  this  State;  but 
the  term  'hazing'  does  not  include 
customary  athletic  events  or  other 
similar  contests  or  competitions. 

"10852.  No  student,  or  other  per- 
son in  attendance  at  any  public, 
private,  •  parochial,  or  military 
school,  college,  or  other  education- 
al institution,  shall  conspire  to  en- 
gage in  hazing,  participate  in  haz- 
ing, or  commit  any  act  that  in- 
jures, degrades,  or  disgraces,  or 
tends  to  injure,  degrade,  or  dis- 
grace any  fellow  student  or  person 
attending  the  institution. 

"The  violation  of  this  section  is 
a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars 
($50),  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500),  or  imprisonment  in 
the  county  jail  for  not  more  than 
six  months  or  both. 

"10853.  Any  person  who  partici- 
pates in  the  hazing  of  another,  or 
any  corporation  or  association 
which  knowingly  permits  hazing  to 
be  conducted  by  its  members  or  by 
others  subject  to  its  funds,  scholar- 
ships or  awards  which  are  enjoyed 
by  him  or  by  it  and  shall  be  de- 
prived of  any  sanction  or  approval 


granted  by  any  public  educational 
institution  or  agency. 

"The  governing  board  of  any 
public  school,  public  college,  public 
university  or  other  public  educa- 
tional institution  or  agency  may 
adopt  rules  and  regulations  to  im- 
plement this  section. 

"If  he  has  reason  to  believe  that 
a  forfeiture  should  be  declared  un- 
der this  section,  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral or  the  district  attorney  of  any 
county  or  city  and  county  may 
institute  a  special  proceeding  in 
the  superior  court  to  establish  such 
forfeiture.  Any  funds  so  forfeited 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  State 
Treasury  and  credited  to  the  State 
School  Fund."

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SFUSD  aids  "potential  leaders" 

Top  20%  of  graduates  take  higher  study 


The  SFUSD  has  sought  to  de- 
termine what  becomes  of  its  top 
students  after  graduation. 

The  study  was  undertaken  to 
check  the  validity  of  some  nation- 
wide fears  that  potential  leaders 
often  fail  to  go  to  college  or  take 
higher  study. 

San  Francisco's  school  district 
selected  for  the  study  those  stu- 
dents whose  intelligence  places 
them  in  the  top  20  per  cent  of 
their  class  —  a  group  rich  in  lead- 
ership potential. 

The  results  of  the  study  indicate 
that  the  SFUSD  is  not  neglecting 
its  "potential  leaders." 

Fully  84  per  cent  of  the  total 
group,  taken  from  the  top  20%  of 
their  class,  indicated  that  they 
had  taken  further  education  be- 
yond high  school  graduation. 

An  example  of  good  educational 
counseling  and  placement  is  found 
in  the  fact  that  93%  of  the  total 
group  studied  reported  that  they 
took  the  proper  high  school  sub- 
jects to  qualify  them  for  sentrance 
to  the  college  of  their  choice. 

One  fifth  of  the  graduates  stud- 
ied —  21  per  cent  —  received 
scholarship  aid  in  college. 

Some  14  per  cent  received  "hon- 
ors at  entrance."  This  distinction 
is  being  used  more  and  more  by 
colleges  as  a  commendation  to  out- 
standing students  who  do  not  re- 
quire financial  assistance.  Thus  the 
honor  equivalent  to  the  scholar- 
ship is  bestowed  upon  the  entrant, 
while  the  financial  assistance  prop- 
er goes  to  those  more  dependent 
upon  it. 

The  study  of  this  top  group  in- 
cluded classes  from  1954,  1955, 
1956  and  1958. 

Out  of  school  5  years 

In  the  case  of  the  1954  gradu- 
ates, out  of  school  five  years,  pre- 
cisely 50  per  cent  were  still  in  col- 
lege. A  majority  has  already  at- 
tained the  baccalaureate  degree. 

Of  the  1954  class,  typical  of  the 
others,  only  8  per  cent  of  the  boys 
and  14  per  cent  of  the  girls  had  not 
undertaken  some  college  training. 

Of  the  group  of  women  out  of 
high  school  five  years,  the  largest 
number,  34  per  cent,  planned  to 
enter  the  teaching  profession, 
whereas  only  13  per  cent  planned 
on  teaching  at  either  the  collegiate 
or  sub-collegiate  level.  Of  the  men 
in  this  class,  two  fields  led  —  20 
per  cent  were  planning  on  an  en- 
gineering career  and  14  per  cent 
were  headed  for  business  careers.

Of  those  students  in  the  group 
studied  who  did  not  go  on  to  col- 
lege, virtually  all  seem  to  be  en- 
gaged in  fairly  skilled  occupations.

been  employed  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education  to  do  the 
final  writing  and  editing  of  the 
committee  report  which  is  expect- 
ed early  in  1960. 

The  participating  junior  and 
senior  high  school  teachers  are 
taking  a  careful  look  at  the  mater- 
ial expected  to  be  taught  in  the 
6th  grade,  so  that  they  can  begin 
building  on  this  foundation  in  the 
7th  grade;  they  are  also  informing 
themselves  of  the  content  assigned 
to  grades  10  through  14. 
Proposed  course  themes 

The  content  they  have  been 
working  with,  including  their  re- 
view of  the  6th  grade,  is  as  follows : 

Grade  Six:  "Life  in  the  World 
Today;  Introduction  to  Global 
Geography  and  Study  of  Latin 
America." 

Grade  Seven:  "Life  in  the  World 
Today  —  Europe,  The  Mediter- 
ranean Area,  Middle  East,  and  the 
United  States." 

Grade  Eight:  "The  United  States 
and  Our  American  Heritage." 

Grades  Nine  and  Ten:  "Conflict- 
ing Forces  in  the  World:  Asia, 
Africa,  and  the  U.S.S.R." 

In  order  not  to  interfere  with 
the  placement  of  U.  S.  history  in 
the  8th  grade,  grades  6,  7,  and  9 
have  been  thought  of  as  a  unit 
with  definite  responsibility  assign- 
ed in  those  three  grades  for  com- 
plete geographic  coverage  of  the 
world. 

The  assignment  of  content  for 
grades  9  and  10  is  left  open  to 
various  school  districts,  since  no 
unanimity  exists  across  the  state 
in  regard  to  required  social  stud- 
ies in  grades  9  and  10.  For  this 
reason  the  state  assigned  an  im- 
portant block  of  content  with  the 
suggestion  that  it  be  covered  in 
either  one  or  the  other  of  these 
grades. 

The  school  district  has  budgeted 
funds  for  the  provision  of  supple- 
mentary textbooks  to  cover  cer- 
tain of  the  changed  emphases  in 
the  sequence,  and  regular  textbook 
committees  will  be  formed  accord- 
ing to  standard  policy  to  provide 
text  material  suitable  for  the 
course  outlines  developed. 
Organizational  support 

The  San  Francisco  Social  Studies 
Council,  chairmaned  by  Ted  Sam- 
uel of  Everett  Junior  High  School, 
is  cooperating  in  the  work  and 
adds  spice  to  study  sessions  by 
providing  occasional  speakers  and 
refreshments,  bi-weekly.

Enrollment  forms  due 

Forms  upon  which  to  record  Ac-

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College-prep  program  rated  high 


The  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  has  sought  to  test  whether 
it  is  properly  preparing  those  stu- 
dents who  seeks  college  entrance. 

The  second  major  study  of  high 
school  graduates  released  by  the 
district  in  the  last  weeks  indicates 
that  its  schools  provide  every 
course  needed  for  proper  college 
or  university  preparation. 

Study  revealed  a  predominance 
of  solid  academic  subjects  strength- 
ened under  the  15-point  program 
undertaken  two  years  ago  at  the 
request  of  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Dr.  Harold  Spears. 
Answers  sought 

The  work  sought  answers  to 
the  following  questions: 

(1)  What  is  the  relationship  be- 
tween mental  ability  of  graduating 
seniors  and  their  ability  to  attend 
college?  (2)  How  many  academic 
subjects  have  graduates  completed 
in  grades  9  through  12?  (3)  How 
do  the  academic  course  back- 
grounds of  the  SFUSD  graduates 
compare  with  the  criteria  suggest- 
ed by  Dr.  James  B.  Conant  in  his 
"report  to  interested  citizens"? 
Good  results  indicated 

It  has  been  found  that  45.2  per 
cent  of  the  City's  public  school 
graduates  are  eligible  for  college 
on  the  basis  of  their  high  school 
records. 

"These  figures  take  on  added 
significance  when  it  is  remembered 
that  ordinarily  only  those  in  the 
top  20  per  cent  have  a  really  good 


chance  of  succeeding  at  the  college 
level,"  according  to  the  report. 

Because  success  in  college  gen- 
erally decreases  as  a  student's 
ability  falls  below  this  level,  those 
in  the  top  20%  received  greatest 
consideration  in  the  study. 

Data  used  was  based  on  group- 
ing in  accordance  to  mental  ability 
indicated  by  group  tests  in  the 
Low  10th  Grade. 

Studies  of  June  graduates  from 
1954  to  1958  indicated  that  SF's 
public  schools  had  16.4  per  cent 
of  its  seniors  eligible  for  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  while  Los 
Angeles  had  only  14.5  per  cent. 

In  1958,  28.8  per  cent  of  those 
who  graduated  who  did  not  qualify 
for  acceptance  at  the  University  of

Governor's  Conference 

Need  for  more  driver  training  told 


Driver  education  was  stressed  at 
the  important  traffic-safety  meet- 
ing held  in  Sacramento  recently. 
SFUSD  people  present 

Mr.  Adolfo  de  Urioste,  member 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  was 
among  those  who  participated  in 
the  recently  held  Tenth  Annual 
Governor's  Traffic  Safety  Confer- 
ence. 

Commissioner  de  Urioste  dis- 
cussed "Education's  Role  in  Pre- 
paring for  15,000,000  Drivers"  at 
the  important  session  called  by 
Governor  Edmund  G.  Brown. 

Mr.  de  Urioste,  who  has  attend- 
ed the  last  four  conferences,  called 
attention  to  several  important  res- 
olutions made  this  year: 

(1)  that  the  State  Director  of 
Finance  take  action  through  the 
legislature  to  obtain  adequate  fi- 
nancing for  the  driver  training 
program. 

(2)  that  the   California  School 


Boards  Association  consider  intro- 
ducing and  supporting  legislation 
to  extend  the  program  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  and  provide  financial 
support  to  local  districts. 

(3)  that  the  governor  take  ac- 
tion to  have  fines  and  forfeitures 
increased  from  $1  to  $2  for  each 
$20.00  of  fine  or  bail  for  traffic 
violations,  and  that  this  money 
should  be  set  aside  for  support  of 
the  program. 

(4)  that  the  California  State 
Department  of  Education  and  the 
California  Council  on  Teacher  Ed- 
ucation re-examine  for  the  purpose 
of  upgrading  the  requirements  for 
certification  of  teachers  responsi- 
ble for  driver  instruction. 

Mr.  de  Urioste  concluded  his  re- 
marks to  the  convention  group 
with  the  statement:  "Driver  edu- 
cation plus  driver  training  holds 
forth  our  best  hope  for  assuring

Fire  Loss 

At  the  regular  meeting  on  Octo- 
ber 20th,  the  San  Francisco  Board 
of  Education  authorized  the  ac- 
ceptance of  $30,483  as  partial  set- 
tlement for  the  Jefferson  Elemen- 
tary School  fire  loss. 

Loss  of  furniture,  fixtures,  and 
other  contents  of  the  school  was 
thus  accounted  for  by  the  Board 
action. 

Settlement  for  the  damage  of 
the  building  itself  is  still  pending. 
However,  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  has  indicated  that  the 
architect's  work  on  plans  for  the 
new  building  is  progressing  nor- 
mally. 
Methods  of  salary  study 

Dr.  Harold  Spears,  superintend- 
ent of  schools,  presented  a  study  on 
"Various  Approaches  in  Making  a 
Salary  Study." 

The  School  Board  set  a  meeting 
as  a  "committee-of-the-whole"  for 


New  study  is  out  on  entrance  requirements 


Dr.  Louis  G.  Conlan,  president  of 
the  City  College  of  San  Francisco, 
has  made  known  interpretations  of 
recent  study  of  "State  College  Ad- 
mission Problems." 

For  nearly  two  years,  the  State 
Colleges  have  been  conducting 
studies  of  the  success  of  transfer 
students,  in  relation  to  their  eli- 
gibility from  high  school. 

The  studies  were  included  in  a 
Report  of  Studies  of  Selected  State 
College  Admission  Problems,  which 
was  presented  to  the  Board  in  May 
1959. 

On  September  17,  1959,  the  State 
Board  of  Education  adopted  a  res- 
olution involving  changes  in  the 
California  Administrative  Code 
which  are  supported  by  their  stud- 
ies. 

Briefly,  students  who  were  in- 
eligible for  state  college  admission 
as  freshmen,  on  the  basis  of  their 
high  school  record,  will  be  required 
to  complete  60  units  of  college 
work  with  a  gradepoint  average  of 
C  or  24  units  with  an  average  of 
B  before  transferring  to  the  state 
college,  in  place  of  the  currently 
required  24  units  with  an  average 
of  C. 

Exceptions  may  be  made  for  an 
applicant  not  meeting  these  stan- 
dards if  the  major  is  such  that  60 
units  of  work  appropriate  to  state 
college  degree  requirements  in  the 
particular  major  are  not  offered  by 
the  institution  from  which  he  seeks 
to  transfer. 


In  addition  to  these  changes,  the 
maximum  number  of  units  which 
may  be  transferred  from  a  junior 
college  will  be  increased  from  64 
to  70.  The  proposed  changes  have 
been  approved  by  the  California 
Junior  College  Association. 

An  effective  date  of  September 
1961  has  been  requested,  in  order 
to  be  able  to  prepare  for  changes 
in  staffing  requirements  in  the 
state  colleges,  counseling  of  stu- 
dents in  high  schools  and  junior 
colleges,  program  planning  in  the 
junior  colleges,  etc. 

Students  entering  the  junior  col- 
leges this  fall  as  freshmen  will  be 
juniors  at  the  time  the  new  re- 
quirements take  effect,  if  normal 
progress  toward  the  degree  is 
made. 


Tuesday,  November  3rd,  4:00  p.m., 
to  consider  the  salary-study  infor- 
mation presented  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

Numerous  other  matters  con- 
cerning financial  problems,  physi- 
cal properties,  non-certificated  em- 
ployees, and  legal  action  were 
studied  and  taken  under  delibera- 
tion. 

The  Curriculum  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Education  met  earlier 
in  the  day  on  October  20th,  and 
heard  presentation  from  teachers 
and  administration  groups  con- 
cerning the  subject  of  discipline 
and  punishment  under  the  new 
State  regulations. 

Meetings  set 

On  October  29th,  the  Curriculum 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion will  pursue  further  the  ques- 
tion of  regulations  concerning  pun- 
ishment and  discipline. 

The  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Education 
will  be  held  at  7:30  p.m.,  170  Fell 
Street,  on  November  3,  1959.  The 
committee  meeting  to  be  held  earl- 
ier that  day  will  consider  curricu- 
lum problems.

Arithmetic  teaching  demonstration  to  be  given 


Emphasis  upon  arithmetic  in- 
struction continues  as  a  major  ob- 
jective in  the  1959-60  in-service 
program  of  the  Elementary  Divi- 
sion. Arithmetic  improvement  as  a 
whole  represents  one  of  the  15 
points  of  the  Superintendent's  cur- 
riculum strengthening  program  in- 
augurated in  the  spring  of  1958. 

A  series  of  demonstration  les- 
sons have  been  arranged,  scattered 
over  the  city,  to  meet  the  conven- 


ience of  elementary  teachers  in  all 
areas. 

Mrs.  Alta  Harris,  superintendent 
in  charge  of  the  Elementary  divi- 
sion has  released  the  following 
schedule: 

October  27,  Tuesday,  Room  5, 
Frank  McCoppin  School;  Miss 
Alice  Hazelwood,  demonstration 
teacher. 

October  21,  Wednesday,  Room  6, 
Candlestick  Cove  School;  Mrs.  El- 
nora  Smith,  demonstration  teacher. 
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that  the  vehicle  operators  of  the 
future  will  be  safer  on  the  high- 
ways than  those  in  the  past." 

The  Commissioner  pointed  out 
that  certain  national  studies  indi- 
cate that  those  who  have  taken 
"behind-the- wheel  driver  training" 
have  accounted  for  50  per  cent  less 
property  damage  than  those  who 
did  not  have  the  advantage  of  such 
traning. 

Another  key  SFUSD  person  in 
attendance  at  the  Governor's  con- 
ference was  Mr.  Joseph  Galvin 
who  heads  the  District's  program 
of  Driver  Education. 

Among  other  observations  made 
by  Mr.  Galvin  was  his  note  of  an 
"interesting  increase  in  interest 
and  participation  by  the  Air  Force 
and  other  armed  services,"  this 
year. 

The  Conference  was  held  in  the 
State  Capital,  beginning  on  Octo- 
ber 7th. 

Driver  training  stressed 

California  Motor  Vehicles  Direc- 
tor Robert  I.  McCarthy  introduced 
Governor  Brown  who  keynoted  the 
session  which  produced  findings 
which  give  promise  of  greater 
state-wide  efforts  in  driver  train- 
ing, qualification,  and  control. 

Some  two-thousand  delegates 
participated  in  11  panels  which 
dealt  with  the  many  problems  con- 
fronting drivers  of  today. 

Two  new  sections  were  added  to 
the  Conference  this  year:  one  on 
"Relationship  Between  Medical 
Conditions  and  Accidental  Injur- 
ies," and  the  other  on  the  question, 
"How  Can  the  Governor's  Traffic 
Safety  Conference  Help  the  Or- 
ganized Citizens'  Traffic  Groups  — 
Statewide  and  Local?" 

A  highlight  of  the  three-day  Con- 
ference was  Governor  Abraham 
Ribicoff's  address  on  Connecticut's 
"get  tough"  policy.  The  leader  of 
the  eastern  state  told  that  strict 
laws  and  driving  requirements 
caused  a  drop  in  annual  death  tolls 
in  his  Connecticut  area  from  324 
to  251  since  1955. 

William  Randolph  Hearst,  editor 
of  the  Hearst  Newspapers  and 
chairman  of  the  President's  Com- 
mittee for  Traffic  Safety,  spoke  of 
the  need  for  "Reasonable  but  strict 
requirements  for  obtaining  and 
retaining  a  driver's  license"  called 
for  more  "High  school  driver  edu- 
cation." 

The  large  attendance  at  the  Sac- 
ramento gathering  was  an  increase 


over  previously  held  annual  events. 
This  was  attributed,  in  part,  to  in- 
creased public  participation. 

The  SFUSD's  program  of  driver 
training  is  one  of  those  courses 
offered  as  a  "service  to  the  com- 
munity" mentioned  by  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  Dr.  Harold 
Spears,  at  this  year's  Teachers' 
Institute. 

Fifty  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the 
city's  driver  training  program  is 
paid  by  state  funds.

California  did  remain  eligible  for 
other  State  colleges. 

City  College  of  San  Francisco 
had  the  highest  proportion  of 
graduates  attending. 

The  total  college  eligibility  of 
SFUSD  graduates  last  year  totaled 
45.2  per  cent,  while  Los  Angeles 
had  40.5  per  cent  and  41  other 
counties  had  43.6  per  cent  of  their 
students  eligible. 

An  example  of  good  educational 
counseling  and  placement  is  found 
in  the  fact  that  93%  of  the  total 
group  studied  reported  that  they 
took  the  proper  high  school  sub- 
jects to  qualify  them  for  entrance 
to  the  college  of  their  choice. 

Fully  84  per  cent  of  the  total 
group,  taken  from  the  top  20%  of 
their  class,  indicated  that  they  had 
taken  further  education  beyond 
high  school  graduation. 

However,  the  report  states  "as 
good  as  the  record  is,  it  will  not 
add  up  to  that  of  the  future  gradu- 
ates of  1960  and  1961,  classes  which 
will  reflect  the  curriculum  strength- 
ening program  of  the  past  two 
years." 

Although  the  regular  class  load 
in  the  California  high  school  pro- 
gram is  four  subjects  plus  physical 
education,  it  is  common  for  the 
San  Francisco  student  of  above 
average  ability  to  take  an  addi- 
tional subject. 

On  viewing  SF's  public  school 
curriculum,  "it  becomes  apparent 
that  the  only  limitation  on  a  stu- 
dent's academic  program  in  high 
school  is  not  one  of  course  offer- 
ings, but  one  of  time  and  his  will- 
ingness to  work." 

In  accounting  for  the  fact  that 
many  whose  intelligence  indicates 
a  college-study  potential  do  not 
-choose  such  an  educational  end, 
we  are  reminded  of  the  fact  that 
each  individual  can  choose  his  ob- 
jective in  a  free  society. 

Also,  we  should  be  reminded  that 
in  San  Francisco,  students  of  high 
ability  get  a  second  chance  to  pre- 
pare for  university  by  doing  suc- 
cessful work  at  the  City  College. 
Comparison  with  Conant  standard 

In  comparison  with  the  course 
criteria  suggested  by  Dr.  James  B. 
Conant  in  his  survey  of  American 
high  schools,  in  general  local  stu- 
dents meet  his  criteria  very  ade- 
quately in  social  studies  and  Eng- 
lish. 

The  number  of  mathematics 
courses  taken  by  the  average 
graduate  is  not  yet  up  to  Conant's 
standard,  nor  is  the  foreign  lan- 
guage. 

However,  in  every  line  of  study, 
many  of  the  San  Francisco  gradu- 
ates exceed  the  Conant  standards.

"Youth  wants  work" 


student  job-placement  record  told 


Some  4403  of  the  4918  students 
employed  under  the  "Youth  Wants 
To  Work"  program  were  from 
schools  and  colleges  in  San  Fran- 
cisco last  summer. 

Mrs.  Anne  Valdez,  supervisor  of 
the  Youth  and  Student  Division  of 
the  California  Department  of  Em- 
ployment, announced  that  this 
year's  program  in  the  SFUSD  was 
a  success. 

While  speaking  at  a  youth-work 
conference  at  Horace  Mann  Junior 
High  School,  Mrs.  Valdez  said  that 
summer  employment  of  youngsters 
under  18  years  of  age  more  than 
doubled  the  previous  year's  total. 

The  meeting  at  which  Mrs.  Val- 
dez presented  her  important  find- 
ings was  held  in  the  new  Horace 
Mann  Junior  High  School  library 
suite,  which  is  part  of  an  extensive 
remodeling  of  the  city's  oldest  jun- 
ior high  school. 

The  program  is  sponsored  by  the 
California  Department  of  Employ- 
ment and  ten  other  organizations, 


including  the  San  Francisco  Uni- 
fied School  District. 

Other  sponsors  of  the  youth- 
employment  operation  include  the 
San  Francisco  Catholic  Schools, 
S.  F.  Youth  Association,  Down 
Town  Association,  S.  F.  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  Junior  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  The  Guardsmen,  San 
Francisco  Youth  Council,  and  the 
city's  Publicity  Club. 

Mrs.  Valdez  said  that  a  signifi- 
cant factor  this  year  was  the  com- 
munity response  of  interested  San 
Franciscans  who  contributed  time, 
imagination,  publicity,  and  jobs  for 
the  city's  youth. 

The  employment  leader  said  that 
special  mention  should  be  made  of 
the  contribution  of  the  City  of  San 
Francisco  in  providing  125  jobs  for 
students  under  18  on  a  "Workrea- 
tion  project." 

Mayor  George  Christopher  has

this  material  for  display  in  class- 
rooms and  in  hallways.  It  has  pre- 
sented lectures  with  colored  slides 
and  loaned  prints  for  classroom 
use. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  semes- 
ter the  Educational  Curator  con- 
fers with  principals,  coordinators 
of  curriculum,  and  teachers,  out- 
lining lecture  subjects  to  relate  to 
the  planned  course  offerings  in  So- 
cial Studies,  Science,  Literature 
and  Art. 

The  teachers  and  students  feel 
that  this  program  is  intensely  mo- 
tivating. 

The  San  Francisco  Museum  be- 
gan its  program  of  placing  original 
contemporary  paintings  and  sculp- 
ture in  the  schools  in  1955.  The 
pilot  school  was  an  elementary 
school  whose  P.T.A.  had  provided 
the  cost  of  Museum  Rental  Gallery 
membership. 

A  pupil  Selection  Committee 
was  elected  from  the  upper  grade 
classes  by  the  children  and  was 
given  the  exciting  experience  of 
choosing  a  piece  of  art  for  the 
school  each  semester.  Assembly 
programs  followed  each  selection 
and  the  members  of  the  Selection 
Committee  interpreted  their  mu- 
seum experiences  to  the  entire 
school. 

Appreciational  growth  was  quite 
evident  and  this  active  participa- 
tion in  art  became  the  process  for 
extended  participation  among  some 
fifteen  elementary  schools. 

In  1956  a  representative  of  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation  saw  the 
pupils  selecting  art  in  the  Rental 
Gallery  and  was  very  much  im- 
pressed with  the  project.  As  an 
outgrowth  of  the  project,  a  $3,000 
grant  was  given  the  Rental  Gallery 
for  an  extension  of  the  program. 
Since  1956,  the  grant  has  been  fur- 
ther increased  and  the  program 
extended  to  include  secondary 
schools. 

Supervisors    of    Art,    with    the

—  how  they  support  a  person. 

The  November  topic  is  the  mus- 
cles. Others  will  be  the  nerves, 
heart,  lungs,  skin,  digestive  sys- 
tem, and  sense  organs. 

"These  articles  describe  the  fas- 
cinating story  of  the  human  body," 
according  to  Kenneth  N.  Ander- 
son, editor  of  Today's  Health.

Conant  to  study 
US  junior  highs 

Dr.  James  Bryant  Conant  has 
begun  a  study  of  the  junior  high 
schools  of  the  United  States,  fol- 
lowing a  similar  work  on  the  sec- 
ondary level  published  in  his  recent 
book,  The  American  High  School  To- 
day. 

The  educator  and  past  U.S.  High 
Commissioner  and  Ambassador  to 
West  Germany  has  set  as  his  aim 
in  his  new  study  to  "strengthen 
the  link"  between  elementary  and 
secondary  schools. 

An  article  describing  the  work 
of  the  once-president  of  Harvard 
University  was  given  in  the  Septem- 
ber 14th  issue  of  Time  Magazine. 
Dr.  Conant  looks  on  schools  as  "a 
continuing  insurance  for  the  pres- 
ervation of  the  vitality  of  a  society 
of  free  men." 

Dr.  Conant  has  alreay  visited 
schools  in  California  and  is  expect- 
ed to  make  other  visits  to  the  state 
in  connection  with  his  study  of  the 
junior  high  school  program. 


Navy  offers  college 
training  opportunity 

High  school  seniors  and  gradu- 
ates have  only  until  November  14 
to  make  application  for  the  na- 
tional competitive  examinations 
for  the  Regular  Naval  Reserve 
Officers  Training  Corps. 

Schools  can  obtain  application 
forms  for  the  December  12  exam- 
ination from  the  Navy  Recruiting 
Station  at  San  Francisco's  Federal 
Office  Building. 

Designed  to  supplement  the  offi- 
cer output  of  the  Naval  Academy, 
the  NROTC  program  makes  it  pos- 
sible for  a  young  man  to  earn  a 
regular  commission  while  studying 
at  the  civilian  college  or  university 
of  his  choice  which  has  an  NROTC 
unit. 

All  tuition,  fees  and  books  are 
furnished  by  the  Navy,  and  the 
student  receives  an  annual  retain- 
er of  $600  for  four  years.  During 
the  summers  the  student  goes  on 
fascinating  training  cruises  to 
many  parts  of  the  world. 

High  school  seniors  and  gradu- 
ates between  the  ages  of  17  and  21 
may  apply  for  the  NROTC  aptitude 
test.  Those  who  make  a  qualifying 
score  will  be  given  a  rigid  physical 
examination  early  in  1960.

ing  by  secret  ballot,  without  coach- 
ing from  adults,  and  evaluate  the 
experience  in  the  school  assembly. 
National  publications  have  carried 
this  story. 

This  program  has  been  reward- 
ing not  only  because  of  the  art 
experiences  but  likewise  in  the  lan- 
guage experiences. 

The  De  Young  Memorial  Mu- 
seum has  been  the  scene  of  "Into 
a  Child's  World"  seven  times  since 
1951.  Co-sponsored  by  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Schools,  the  San 
Francisco  News,  and  the  De  Young 
Musuem  Society,  the  Children's 
Art  Show  is  truly  a  cooperative 
community  production. 

Almost  a  thousand  pieces  of  art 
are  selected  from  some  ten  thou- 
sand pieces  from  both  public  and 
private  schools.  The  selection  is 
made  by  teachers,  supervisors,  ar- 
tists, and  parents  on  the  basis  of 
art  quality  and  original  child  cre- 
ativity. Because  of  the  limitation 
of  space,  the  number  of  pieces 
needs  to  be  limited.  The  work  is 
from  pre-school  through  sixth 
grade. 

Drawings,  paintings,  carvings, 
murals,  paper  constructions,  pup- 
pets, dioramas,  weaving,  clay  pots 
and  sculpture,  and  many  other 
crafts  are  included  in  the  show. 
They  are  dramatically  displayed 
with  as  much  dignity  as  any  major 
adult  show  and  they  create  a  kind 
of  joyful,  happy  expression  asso- 
ciated with  childhood. 

Attendance  has  reached  22,000 
for  one  show,  with  bus  loads  of 
children  brought  from  as  far  south 
as  Fresno  and  from  the  Bay  Area 


cities.  Children  come  again  and 
again  to  admire  their  accomplish- 
ments. Not  only  is  the  show  a  pres- 
entation of  the  creativity  of  chil- 
dren but  it  serves  as  a  statement 
of  achievement  for  teacher  and 
parent. 

Supervisors  and  students  in 
teacher  training  from  San  Fran- 
cisco State  College,  University  of 
California,  and  San  Francisco  Col- 
lege for  Women  study  this  show 
as  live  art  education.  For  our  own 
teachers,  it  acts  as  an  important 
part  of  our  in-service  teacher  edu- 
cation program. 

Other  than  the  Children's  Art 
Show,  teachers  and  children  take 
regular  excursions  to  the  Museum 
for  gallery  tours. 

San  Francisco's  Museum-School 
Programs  are  continuously  evalu- 
ated by  art  staff  members,  princi- 
pals, and  teachers  in  terms  of  what 
they  mean  to  pupils.

SF  recommendations  for  WHC  ready 


The  San  Francisco  Town  Meet- 
ing on  the  White  House  Confer- 
ence which  met  on  September  26, 
1959,  was  composed  of  750  repre- 
sentatives of  the  adults  and  youth 
of  the  city. 

City  recommendations 

The  meeting  was  held  at  the 
University  of  San  Francisco  with 
the  expressed  purpose  of  providing 
recommendations  for  presentation 
at  the  conference  to  be  held  next 
year. 

The  Conference  to  be  held  In 
Washington,  D.C.,  will  provide  ma- 
terial for  use  by  the  nation  in 
many  matters  concerning  the  care, 
education,  and  raising  of  the  young 
of  the  nation. 

Mr.  James  Dierke,  assistant  su- 
perintendent in  charge  of  the  Jun- 
ior High  School  Division,  headed 
a  large  group  of  SFUSD  people 
who  assisted  the  gathered  repre- 
sentatives of  diversified  activities 
who  compiled  and  prepared  the 
recommendations  which  will  rep- 
resent the  city  viewpoint  on  the 
youth  situation. 


The  recommendations  of  the  San 
Francisco  Town  Meeting  preparing 
for  the  White  House  Conference 
on  children  and  youth  have  been 
released. 

Nine  topic  groups  composed  of 
adult  and  youth  representatives 
were  subdivided  into  25  workshops 
for  a  day-long  session. 

The  general  theme  was  "Lasting 
Values  in  a  Changing  World." 

The  group  set  down  seventeen 
values  for  children  and  youth  as 
guidelines  for  conduct: 

(1)  The  Ten  Commandments. 

(2)  Respect  for  self  and  others 
(including  considerations  of  prop- 
erty, person,  and  race) . 

(3)  Sense  of  responsibility  in 
one's  duties. 

(4)  Honesty  to  others  and  to 
oneself. 

(5)  Self-discipline. 

(6)  Industriousness;  respect  for 
hard  work. 

(7)  Love  of  God  and  fellow  man; 
compassion.

The  youth  counterpart  of  the 
conference  held  earlier  this  year 
at  the  University  of  San  Francisco 
discussed  current  problems. 

The  conference  was  sponsored 
by  the  San  Farncisco  Youth  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Town  Meeting 
Committee  appointed  by  Mayor 
George  Christopher. 

The  meeting  was  one  of  many 
similar  gatherings  being  held 
throughout  the  nation  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  fifth  White  House  Con- 
ference on  Children  and  Youth. 

Many  students  from  the  SFUSD 
joined  with  representatives  of  pri- 
vate and  parochial  schools  in  prep- 
aration of  San  Francisco's  youth 
viewpoint.

Nation's  schools 
compare  well  — 

The  Adult  and  Vocational  Teach- 
ers Institute  which  met  at  Mission 
High  School  heard  reassuring 
words  about  United  States  educa- 
tion from  two  speakers. 

Dr.  Harold  Spears,  superintend- 
ent of  schools,  said  that  European 
nations  are  losing  many  talented 
students  because  of  their  program 
of  training  elite  groups. 

The  Superintendent  indicated 
that  American  schools  still  lead 
those  in  the  U.S.S.R.,  but  empha- 
sized the  importance  of  continued 
U.S.  curriculum  improvement. 

Dr.  Spears  pointed  out  that  the 
Soviet  Union  is  making  greater 
educational  advances  than  other 
European  nations  because  they  are 
less  handicapped  by  tradition. 

San  Francisco  Assemblyman 
Milton  Marks  spoke  on  the  topic 
"A  State  Legislator  Looks  at  Edu- 
cation." 

Mr.  Marks  gave  special  note  to 
"the  great  benefits"  which  the  "ad- 
ult educational  system  offers  for 
thousands  of  people  to  continue  to 
gain  knowledge  in  innumerable 
field." 

The  Assemblyman  stated  that 
such  "knowledge  is  of  immeasur- 
able benefit  not  only  to  those  who 
take  these  courses,  but  serves  to 
strengthen  our  community." 

Dr.  Edward  D.  Goldman,  assist- 
ant superintendent  in  charge  of 
Adult  and  Vocational  Education, 
presided  at  the  annual  gathering 
which  was  attended  by  several 
hundred  teachers. 


Japanese  use 
SF  course  guide 

Ardell  Behrens  Johnston,  former 
teacher  at  Hawthorne  School, 
writes  from  Japan  where  she  is 
presently  teaching,  that  the  new 
San  Francisco  Guides  for  Physical 
Education  in  the  Elementary 
Schools  have  greatly  impressed  her 
fellow  teachers. 

Mrs.  Johnston  was  an  active 
participant  in  the  curriculum  study 
and  takes  pride  in  sharing  her 
copies  of  the  guides. 
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City  College  adds  new 
course  and  buildings 

In  view  of  the  demand  for  den- 
tal technicians,  a  new,  15-student 
pilot  course  in  dental  laboratory 
technology  has  been  added  to  the 
semi-professional  department  at 
City  College  of  San  Francisco. 

Construction  of  the  new  college 
arts  building,  future  home  of  the 
Diego  Rivera  mural,  is  on  schedule 
and  rolling  along  at  a  favorable 
pace,  according  to  Dr.  Oscar  E. 
Anderson,  co-ordinator,  division  of 
educational  management. 

Anderson  declared  that  a  target 
date  for  completion  of  the  $2,000,- 
000  project  has  been  set  for  Christ- 
mas 1960,  and  the  building  should 
be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the 
Spring  semester  1961. 

City  College's  total  enrollment 
for  the  Fall  1959  semester,  accord- 
ing to  Mary  Jane  Learnard,  regis- 
trar, is  7053  students,  an  increase 
of  158  over  the  Spring  1959  semes- 
ter. 

Enrollment  for  day  students  is 
5703,  while  1350  are  attending 
night  classes  at  the  college.

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SFUSD  people  in 
poetry  conference 

A  recent  conference  on  "Poetry 
in  High  Schools"  had  many  SFUSD 
teachers  of  English  in  capacities 
of  leadership  and  participation. 

The  conference  was  attended  by 
nearly  150  teachers. 

Vincent  Leonard  of  Polytechnic 
High  School  was  a  discussion  lead- 
er for  the  meeting  which  sought  to 
find  out  "what  it  is  that  happens 
when  teachers  and  students  read 
poetry  that  makes  poetry  so  often 
come  off  the  loser." 

The  conferees  considered  the 
reasons  for  teaching  poetry,  the 
types  of  poems  best  suited  to  stu- 
dents at  various  levels;  means  of 
making  poetry  a  more  popular  sub- 
ject among  young  people. 

The  group  also  studied  the  ex- 
tent and  nature  of  poetry  available 
in  current  anthologies  of  litera- 
ture. 

Mr.  Leonard  stated  that  those 
present  generally  felt  that  "the 
conference  was  all  too  short." 

Those  present  agreed  "unani- 
mously with  Dr.  Leonard  Wolfe's 
suggestions  to  meet  at  least  once 
a  year  from  now  on,"  according 
to  Mr.  Leonard. 

The  conference  sponsored  by 
San  Francisco  State  College  sought 
to  better  the  situation  in  the  class- 
room for  the  study  of  poetry. 

Miss  Betty  Valley  of  Horace 
Mann  Junior  High  School  served 
as  a  recorder  for  the  gathering  at 
the  Downtown  Center  of  SFSC. 

Other  discussion  leaders  were 
Eugene  Grundt,  James  Schevill  and 
Dorothy  Petitt  of  San  Francisco 
State  College. 

Recorders  included  Brother  U. 
Robert  of  St.  Mary's  High  School, 
Edith  Jenkins  of  Oakland  City 
College,  and  Herbert  Kauffman  of 
San  Francisco  State  College. 

Among  those  from  the  SFUSD 
participating  were  Donald  Ewing, 
Frank  Brady,  and  Allen  Seeger  of 
Galileo  High  School;  Mrs.  Cherin 
Jones;  Mrs.  Gloria  Sample  and 
Joan  MacDonald  of  Polytechnic 
High  School. 

Others  from  the  district  included 
Miss  Utter  of  Portola  Junior  High 
School;  Mrs.  Bradley  Sibley,  Miss 
Julia  Ross,  and  Mrs.  Avis  McMa- 
hon  of  Roosevelt  Junior  High 
School. 

The  conference  was  "explora- 
tory" and  reports  made  "will  guide 
.  .  .  later  meetings."

(8)  Faith. 

(9)  Regard  for  freedom  and  dig- 
nity of  the  individual  within  the 
law. 

(10)  Patriotism. 

(11)  Respect  for  authority. 

(12)  Recognition  of  the  impor- 
tance of  education. 

(13)  Recognition  of  the  priority 
of  character  excellence  to  material 
wealth. 

(14)  Respect  for  one's  home  and 
family. 

(15)  The  importance  of  clear 
thinking  and  logic. 

(16)  Recognition  of  aesthetic 
qualities. 

(17)  Physical  and  mental  health. 
The   city-wide   group   concluded 

that  the  "prime  agent  for  impart- 
ing values  to  children  and  youth 
is  the  home." 

It  was  stated  that  "parents  and 
all  other  elders  will  most  effective- 
ly impart  lasting  values  by  devel- 
oping a  worthy  system  of  values 
for  themselves"  and  by  giving  good 
example. 

"Church  and  School"  were  con- 
sidered to  be  of  primary  impor- 
tance in  guiding  the  young. 

The  report  called  for  the  schools 
to  "explore  additional  ways  to 
guide  children  and  youth  in  estab- 
lishing a  personal  system  of  ac- 
ceptable values." 

Schools  were  considered  "sec- 
ond only  to  the  home"  in  influenc- 
ing children  and  youth. 

Recommendations  made  by  the 
group  of  500  San  Francisco  leaders 
concerning  schools  were  eight  in 
number. 

One  called  for  the  development 
of  methods  to  help  school  person- 
nel in  situations  where  there  are 
conflicts  between  home  and  school, 
so  that  the  child  will  not  "feel  him- 
self torn  apart." 

Another  point  was  made  con- 
cerning the  emphasis  on  individual 
performance  so  that  "democracy — 
consideration  for  the  rights  of 
others"  will  retain  its  importance. 

A  call  was  made  for  continued 
research  to  "determine  how  values 
are  learned." 

Groups  with  special  needs  were 
studied.  "Extra  attention"  was,  ac- 
cording to  the  Town  Meeting 
group,  needed  for:  (a)  exceptional 
children,  (b)  children  with  multi- 
ple handicaps,  (c)  children  whose 
abilities  are  other  than  academic, 
(d)  gifted  students,  and  (e)  the 
"uneducable  child." 

The  section  on  "Youth  and 
Schools"  recommended  that  all 
school  systems  be  encouraged  to 
provide  trained  guidance  person- 
nel for  students  at  all  levels. 


It  was  stated  that  continued  ef- 
forts should  be  made  to  reduce 
class  size. 

The  California  Junior  College 
program  was  praised  as  "a  promis- 
ing answer  to  the  increasing  prob- 
lem of  providing  advanced  educa- 
tional opportunities  to  large  num- 
bers of  youth." 

It  was  recommended  that  other 
states  adopt  the  junior  college 
plan. 

Another  suggestion  made  was  to 
"explore  ways  of  incorporating 
the  favorable  experiences  from 
extra-curricular  activities  into  the 
total  program." 

An  expressed  aim  was  to  "con- 
tinue efforts  to  find  ways  for  home, 
school,  and  community  to  work  to- 
gether to  arrive  at  a  common  set 
of  standards  for  children  and 
youth."

Art  exhibit  due  in  SF 
from  iand  "down  under" 

One  of  the  "most  representative 
exhibitions  of  Australian  paintings 
ever  to  be  shipped  overseas"  is  en- 
route  to  the  United  States. 

The  announcement  was  made 
recently  by  the  Matson  Navigation 
Company,  whose  SS  Monterey  is 
bringing  the  works  of  art  to  San 
Francisco. 

The  65  works  of  art  that  com- 
prise the  Matson  Line's  Exhibition 
of  Australian  Art  will  be  open  to 
the  public  on  December  5  at  San 
Francisco's  California  Palace  of 
the  Legion  of  Honor  Museum.  The 
San  Francisco  exhibit  closes  Janu- 
ary 3  and  will  open  at  the  Los 
Angeles  Municipal  Art  Gallery  on 
January  26  —  "Australia  Day"  — 
and  closes  February  14. 

The  exhibition  works  are  by  liv- 
ing artists,  with  the  exception  of 
one  painting  by  Albert  Namatjira, 
Australia's  foremost  aboriginal  ar- 
tist, who  died  last  August  at  the 
age  of  57.  Two  of  his  sons  also  will 
be  represented  in  the  exhibit.

A  replica  of  the  Cunard  Line's 
"Queen  Mary",  appraised  at  $25,-

The  model,  measuring  12  feet 
and  7  inches,  was  built  by  Knut 
Wulffschmidt  of  San  Francisco,  in 
1936  and  took  approximately  5,000 
hours  to  complete.  It  was  exhibited 
for  the  first  time  at  the  Golden 
Gate  International  Exposition  on 


Treasure  Island  in  1940,  after 
which  it  was  shown  at  the  San 
Francisco  Maritime  Museum,  A- 
quatic  Park  Center,  Beach  and 
Polk  Streets,  until  World  War  II. 

As  the  founder  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Maritime  Museum,  Mrs

170+h  anniversary 
Thanksgiving  ready 

Thanksgiving  was  first  celebrat- 
ed under  the  constitution  on  the 
26th  of  November,  170  years  ago. 

This  coming  Thursday  is  Thanks- 
giving" and  school  children  and 
teachers  will  celebrate  the  occa- 
sion in  a  two  day  holiday,  Novem- 
ber 26  and  27. 

Thanksgiving  Day  dates  back  to 
the  Pilgrims  at  Plymouth,  1621. 

Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  also 
had  a  similar  holiday  in  1630  and 
the  Dutch  celebrated  it  in  New 
Netherland  in  1644. 

During  the  Recolutionary  War, 
the  Continental  Congress  appoint- 
ed some  Thanksgiving  day  for  each 
year,  excepting  1777. 

President  Washington  appointed 
a  day  of  thanksgiving  for  Thurs- 
day, November  26,  in  1789  —  the 
same  date  as  for  this  year's  cele- 
bration. 

For  a  time  after  1795  the  holiday 
was  not  observed,  but  President 
Madison  acting  on  congressional 
resolutions  set  apart  a  date  for  a 
thanksgiving  observance,  at  the 
close  of  the  War  of  1812. 

Twenty-five  states  had  governor- 
proclaimed  "thanksgivings"  by 
1858. 

President  Abraham  Lincoln  se- 
lected the  last  Thursday  in  No- 
vember as  a  proper  time  for  the 
observance  in  1864. 

Since  President  Lincoln's  time 
the  day  for  the  Thanksgiving  Holi- 
day has  been  traditionally  the  last 
Thursday  of  the  eleventh  month. 


Superintendent  Spears  to  prepare

tendent of  Schools  Harold  Spears 
to  compile  two  manuals  pertinent 
to  discipline  considerations:

Twenty-two  students  and  six  fac- 
ulty members  of  the  International 
School  of  America  were  guests  of 
Balboa  High  School  recently. 

The  non-profit  organization  in- 
corporated under  the  regents  of 
the  State  of  New  York  are  on  a 
world  tour. 

The  unique  educational  group, 
composed  of  high  school  students, 
is  headed  by  Dr.  Karl  Jaeger  of 
Harvard  School  of  Education. 

The  world-circling  tour  was  ar- 
ranged by  the  Department  of  State 
and  the  American  Association  for 
the  United  Nations. 

The  group  which  visited  Balboa 
High  School  is  composed  of  twelfth 
grade,  college  preparatory,  students 
interested  in  careers  in  interna- 
tional relations. 

Over  half  of  its  students  are  on 
full  or  partial  scholarships  for  the 
requisite  $4,680  per  pupil  cost  of 
the  program-trip.

tive  to  the  conference. 

The  basic  idea  is  that  airborne 
TV  transmitters  can  give  greater 
coverage  to  a  wider  area  due  to 
the  peculiarities  of  straight-line 
transmitting. 
Groups  backing  program 

The  Ford  Foundation  has  set 
aside  $4,500,000  in  matching  funds 
for  the  project.  General  Dynamics, 
Westinghouse  Electric,  and  C.B.S. 
Laboratories  are  also  said  to  be 
interested  in  backing  the  program. 

The  experiment  will  emanate 
from  Purdue  University,  beginning 
next  fall.  Expert  teachers  would 
provide  lessons  on  subjects  rang- 
ing from  Algebra  to  Zoology  to  be 
used  in  13,000  schools  as  a  valu- 
able assistance  to  teachers. 

The  programs  will  reach  into 
Indiana,  Kentucky,  Ohio,  Michigan, 
Illinois  and  Wisconsin. 

Teachers  selected  will  begin 
work  in  February,  1960,  on  courses 
to  be  telecast  by  the  project  dur- 
ing the  fall  of  that  year. 

Those  applying  should  include 
the  following  information  in  their 
application: 

(1)  Professional  background  and 
qualifications,  including  any  exper- 
ience in  television  teaching; 

(2)  Brief  outline  of  the  content 
of  the  proposed  course,  including 
the  grade  level  and  approximate 
number  of  half-hour  lessons  com- 
prising the  course. 

(3)  Any  syllabi  which  might  be 
available;  and 

(4)  A  minimum  of  10  minutes 
audition  of  the  teacher  on  film  or 
video  tape. 

If  auditioning  is  a  problem  the 
Council  has  expressed  a  willingness 
to  make  such  arrangements  at  a 
time  and  place  convenient  to  the 
teacher. 

Final  selection  of  telecaste  teach- 
ers will  be  made  by  educators  in 
the  six-state  area  to  be  serviced. 

Those  interested  in  the  program 
are  encouraged  to  contact  Dr.  Mor- 
ris Williams,  coordinator  of  cur- 
riculum for  the  district,  for  fur- 
ther details  as  soon  as  possible.

Health  report  tells 
of  SF  traffic  deaths 

As  further  evidence  of  the  im- 
portance of  driver  training,  the 
Weekly  Bulletin  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  has  issued 
the  following  statement  concerning 
City  traffic  deaths: 

"One  hundred  and  sixty  San  Franciscans 
died  of  motor  vehicle  accidents  in  1958. 
Fifty-six  of  these  people  were  pedestrians  at 
the  time  of  the  accident.  Two  were  on  bi- 
cycles and  the  remainder,  or  102,  were 
people  who  died  from  accidents  involving 
one  or  more  motor  vehicles  including  street- 
cars and  buses.  It  should  be  remembered 
that  these  statistics  have  been  corrected  for 
residence  and  therefore  include  traffic  deaths 
to  San  Franciscans  only  regardless  of  the 
location  of  the  accident  and  do  not  include 
traffic  deaths  occurring  in  San  Francisco  to 
residents  of  other  counties.  Of  the  160  motor 
vehicle  fatalities,  six  were  to  children  age 
2-4,  and  seven  to  children  age  5-9,  or  a 
total  of  thirteen  traffic  deaths  to  San  Fran- 
cisco children  under  ten  years  of  age." 

Money  supporting  the  driver 
training  program  comes  primarily 
from  fines  extracted  from  moving 
violations.  One  dollar  of  each 
twenty  collected  in  this  way  goes  to 
the  training  program. 

At  present  the  amount  of  state 
funds,  $35  for  each  pupil,  is  under 
consideration  for  a  raise  to  $45.

Mr.  Charles  W.  Dechent,  super- 
visor of  School  Savings,  has  an- 
nounced that  Pelton  JHS  has  "led 
the  entire  State  of  California  in 
the  Junior  High  division  in  the 
number  of  depositors."

RetiremenTstf£f^s  viewed 

Personnel  head  gives  analyses  of  retirement  plans 


Dr.  Ward  M.  Nichols,  personnel 
coordinator,  announces  that  those 
teachers  who  anticipate  retirement 
at  the  close  of  the  fall  semester 
1959-60  should  initiate  action  in 
the  near  future  in  order  that  retire- 
ment payment  may  not  be  delayed 
unnecessarily. 

In  encouraging  such  action,  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  Harold 
Spears  has  shown  great  concern 
for  teachers  making  proper  retire- 
ment provisions  to  serve  their  own 
personal  welfare. 

He  indicates  that  in  some  cases 
teachers  had  come  to  the  end  of 
their  teaching  career  without  hav- 
ing given  proper  thought  to  this 
matter. 

Superintendent  Spears  says:  "The 
unique  choice  that  confronts  a  San 
Francisco  teacher,  mainly  going 
out  on  State  or  local  retirement, 
is  one  that  may  make  the  differ- 
ence in  thousands  of  dollars  to  the 
employee;  the  decision  cannot  be 
taken  lightly,  but  must  be  prepared 
for." 
Suggested  procedures 

Suggestions  outlined  for  teachers 
in  handling  retirement  problems 
are  as  follows: 

1.  Submit  a  letter  to  the  Person- 
nel Coordinator  indicating  your  in- 
tention to  retire,  and  the  proposed 
date  of  retirement.  Copies  of  this 
letter  should  be  submitted  to  the 
appropriate  assistant  superintend- 
ent.

A  call  for  "more  counseling"  by 
provision  of  more  counselors  and 
better  coordination  between  the 
members  of  the  "teacher-councelor 
team"  was  made  by  the  panel. 

Increase  of  the  sums  amounting 
to  2.4%  of  the  school  money  spent 
in  California  for  counseling  to  the 
State  Department  of  Education's 
recommended  5%  expenditure  was 
also  suggested.

McLaren  School  reading  program  creates  interest 


A  new  type  of  chain  reaction  is 
developing  good  readers  at  the 
John  McLaren  Elementary  School. 

The  "Each  One  Teach  One"  pro- 
gram at  McLaren  is  utilizing  good 
readers  who  want  to  be  teachers 
in  a  special  reading  study  program 
given  twice  weekly  in  the  school 
i  cafeteria. 

"One  good  reader  coming  up!"  is 
the  cry  of  thirty  enthusiastic 
youngsters,  selected  from  upper 
elementary  grades  for  reading  ex- 
cellence,  who  assist  in  the  reading- 
help  sessions  in  the  school  cafe- 
,  teria. 
i  Future  teachers 

The  student  helpers  are  mem- 
bers of  the  McLaren  School  "Fu- 
ture Teachers  Club." 

The  group  was  organized  a  few 
years  ago  and  is  composed  of  tal- 
ented children  who  express  interest 
.  in  teaching:   they  are  a  part  of 


a     city-wide     teacher-recruitment 
program. 

Although  the  assistant  principal 
supervises  the  over-all  operation, 
each  future  teacher  is  responsible 
for  the  child  under  his  or  her 
charge.  The  "teachers"  discuss 
progress,  and  give  suggestions  and 
observations  as  necessary. 

The  youngsters  who  desire  to 
help  other  children  are  given  an 
opportunity  to  assist  primary  stu- 
dents selected  as  being  "not  too 
able"  in  the  process  of  reading. 
Weekly  plan 

Twice  a  week  30  of  the  best 
readers  in  the  upper  grades  work 
with  the  15  selected  primary  chil- 
dren and  fifteen  of  their  own  peer 
group  who  need  help  and  additional 
individual  attention  in  reading. 

The  Assistant  Principal,  Miss 
Jeanette  Barnett,  in  charge  of  the 
special  program  points  out  that  "it 
isn't  really  a  pure  remedial  read- 


ing program,  but  more  of  an  answer 
to  a  'help  wanted'  call  from  chil- 
dren who,  more  than  anything  else, 
need  confidence  in  themselves  and 
on  the  spot  help." 

A  healthier  respect  for  teaching 
as  a  professional  way  of  life  coup- 
led with  the  cultivation  of  apti- 
tudes for  creativity  and  leadership 
are  among  the  goals  being  sought 
for  the  more  capable  children  of 
the  program. 

Principal  Roy  Minkler  states 
that  "although  it  is  too  early  to 
measure  the  success  of  the  pro- 
gram, but  as  evidenced  by  the  ob- 
servable behavior  of  the  'future 
teachers'  and  their  pupils,  it  ap- 
pears there  is  good  reason  for 
optimism." 

The  enthusiasm  at  McLaren 
School  is  high  and  requests  from 
students  to  be  included  as  both 
"teachers"  and  "pupils"  have  been 
encouraging.

March  of  Dimes 
chairman  named 

Dr.  John  L.  Roberts,  co-ordinator 
of  child  welfare  for  the  Public 
Schools,  has  been  named  San  Fran- 
cisco chairman  of  the  1960  Health 
Scholarship  program  of  The  Na- 
tional Foundation,  it  was  an- 
nounced today. 

The  four-year  scholarships  are 
in  the  field  of  nursing,  occupational 
therapy,  physical  therapy,  medical 
social  work  and  medicine.  The 
scholarships  are  valued  at  $500  a 
year,  or  a  total  of  $2,000  for  college 
study. 

High  school  seniors,  or  college 
students  interested  in  the  Health 
Scholarships  should  request  appli- 
cations from  their  principals, 
deans  or  career  counselors. 

California  has  been  given  25 
scholarships  to  be  distributed  out 
of  a  national  total  of  515,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Roberts.  Five  scholar- 
ships are  awarded  for  each  of  the 
five  divisions. 

The  Health  Scholarships  are  sup- 
ported by  funds  from  the  New 
March  of  Dimes  campaign  that 
will  begin  in  January.  The  drive 
this  year  will  include  a  fight 
against  the  crippling  diseases  of 
birth  defects,  arthritis  and  para- 
lytic polio. 

Chairman  Roberts  has  indicated 
that,  "The  scholarship  program  is 
one  of  the  three  weapons  by  which 
theworld's  biggest  voluntary  health 
organization  is  fighting  the  crip- 
pling diseases  that  affect  one  U.  S. 
family  in  every  four."  The  other 
"weapons"  are  medical  research, 
which  produced  the  Salk  vaccine, 
and  patient  aid,  which  provides 
medical  care  for  victims  of  disease. 

Some  403  U.  S.  high  school  and 
college  students  were  awarded 
Health  Scholarships  last  year.  Win- 
ners are  chosen  by  a  state  com- 
mittee of  leading  professionals  in 
the  health  fields.

The  All  City  Public  School  Sym- 
phony will  be  the  first  of  the  plan- 
ned performance  groups  to  go  into 
operation. 

Choral  students  will  not  be  ne- 
glected under  this  arrangement  for 
plans  are  being  formulated  for 
combined  choral  and  instrumental 
participation. 

The  program  will  include  both 
junior  and  senior  high  school  stu- 
dents, selected  by  audition  for  out- 
standing instrumental  ability. 
Auditions 

Auditions  for  the  All  City  Sym- 
phony will  be  organized  by  the 
music  committee  and  scheduled  by 
the  instructor. 

The  requirements  for  audition 
will  include  performing  a  prepared 
etude,  a  solo  composition  and  read- 
ing at  sight  selected  orchestral 
material. 
Practices 

Those  selected  will  be  called  on 
to  attend  rehearsals  on  Saturday 
mornings  at  San  Francisco  State 
College,  Creative  Arts  Building, 
Room  224,  from  9:30  a.m.  until 
12:00,  noon. 

All  students  will  be  responsible 
to  arrange  their  own  transporta- 
tion to  and  from  practices. 

Except  for  some  large  instru- 
ments, members  of  the  practice 
group  must  bring  their  own  instru- 
ments. 

Attendance  will  be  required  for 
practice  sessions.

Parents,  now,  retain  the  respon- 
sibility of  care  of  children  which 
may  involve  dispersal  into  outly- 
ing, non-target  areas,  in  the  event 
of  attack  danger. 

Two  essential  parts  of  the  new 
plan  involve  dispersal  and  shelter. 

The  new  concepts  of  Civil  De- 
fense emphasize  use  of  shelter. 

A  survey  of  the  Pacific  Rating 
Bureau,  made  according  to  federal 
specifications,  has  included  inspec- 
tion of  1500  buildings  with  a  re- 
sultant designation  of  116  public 
shelters. 

New  buildings  are  now  required 
to  include  shelter  areas  in  con- 
struction plans. 

Some  indication  toward  the  con- 
struction of  underground  roadways 
is  also  being  considered. 

The  change  in  responsibility  in 
evacuation  or  gradual  thinning  out 
of  the  City  is  due  to  several  fac- 
tors. 

Several  types  of  warning  plans 
are  in  operation. 

Strategic  warning  is  given  by 
radio,  TV,  press  or  proclamation 
when  danger  is  not  immediate. 
This  warning  begins  "thinning  out" 
operations  in  which  the  City  would 
evacuate  "non-essential"  persons. 

Alert  is  sounded  by  sirens  when 
immediate  evacuation  should  be- 
gin. 

Take  cover  is  also  sounded  by 
siren  signal  and  indicates  the  nec- 
essity for  immediate  action  in 
seeking  a  public  shelter. 

Coordinator  of  Adult  Education 
Dalton  Howatt,  Liaison  Officer  be- 
tween Civil  Defense  and  the  Board 
of  Education,  states  that  evacua- 
tion is  "for  those  who  have  trans- 
portation, can  sustain  themselves, 
and  arrange  to  reunite  their  fam- 
ilies." 

For  others,  taking  shelter  best 
available  is  preferable  according 
to  the  CD  bulletin.

The  Test  Development  Division 
of  the  Educational  Testing  Service 
is  offering  a  Visiting  Associateship 
in  Education  for  the  summer  of 
1960. 

A  stipend  of  $800  and  reimburse- 
ment for  the  associate's  trans- 
portation to  and  from  Princeton 
and  an  additional  stipend,  up  to 
$300,  will  be  paid  on  the  basis  of 
$100  for  each  primary  dependent. 

Applications  must  be  submitted 
by  February  29,  1960. 

Associateships  are  given  in  two 
fields:  (1)  physical  and  biological 
sciences  on  the  elementary  level, 
and  (2)  general  education  and  the 


humanities  in  elementary  or  sec- 
ondary teaching  fields. 

Applications  should  have  attach- 
ed transcript  information  on  all 
graduate  and  undergraduate  work. 

Two  or  more  years  of  teaching 
experience  in  the  field  selected  is 
also  required.

Copy  deadline  is  Monday  prior 
to  publication. 


Shortly  after  the  beginning  of 
each  school  term  principals  are  re- 
quested to  send  birthdate  data  to 
the  Attendance  Bureau. 

Several  principals  have  request- 
ed that  the  notice  be  placed  in  the 
bulletin  prior  to  the  close  of  the 
term  in  order  that  the  process  may 
be  facilitated  at  the  opening  of 
school.  This  notice,  then,  applies  to 
registration  for  February  1960. 
Information  needed 

Registration  of  minor  blanks 
should  contain  the  following  in- 
formation: the  number  of  the  birth 
certificate;  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a 
signed  statement  that  the  person 
enrolling  pupils  has  seen  the  birth 
certificate. 

If  a  birth  certificate  is  not  avail- 
able, a  baptismal  certificate,  pass- 
port, affidavit  of  parent  or  guard- 
ian, or  an  official  notification  or 
certification  of  the  birth  registra- 
tion from  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Health  may  be  used. 

A  hospital  certificate  is  not  ac- 
ceptable verification.  The  method 


of  verification  should  be  indicated. 
New  Pupils 

It  should  be  noted  that  registra- 
tion of  minor  blanks  are  required 
for  all  new  pupils  entering  San 
Francisco  schools  for  the  first 
time  and  for  all  pupils  entering 
kindergarten. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  May  2, 
1955  (4  years  and  9  months) . 

All  entrants  into  the  first  grade 
must  be  born  not  later  than  May 
2,  1954  (5  years  and  9  months). 

Kindergarten  enrollees 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to 
the  kindergarten  or  first  grade  of 
a  school. 

Therefore  no  child  may  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  kindergarten  or  first 
grade  of  a  school  without  accept- 
able verification  as  noted  above.

Business  Education 
is  on  the  "upswing" 

Enrollments  in  business  educa- 
tion courses  are  definitely  on  the 
increase  as  more  and  more  stu- 
dents realize  their  value  for  per- 
sonal as  well  as  vocational  use. 

Curriculum  Assistant  Hyman 
Berston  states  that  the  business 
education  departments  of  the  sen- 
ior high  schools  are  offering  a  com- 
bined total  of  326  classes  this  se- 
mester and  the  junior  high  schools 
offer  a  total  of  122. 

The  business  department  of  the 
City  College  of  San  Francisco  now 
offers  more  courses  than  any  other 
department  at  the  college. 

There  is  a  shortage  of  qualified 
personnel  for  the  many  jobs  avail- 
able in  the  business  world  which 
require  training  and  competency 
in  business  subjects. 

Clerical  and  general  office  work- 
ers, typists,  secretaries,  and  ma- 
chine operators  are  in  very  short 
supply  and  a  high  school  graduate 
who  is  qualified  in  one  of  these 
areas  will  have  many  excellent 
opportunities  for  employment.^ 

While  typewriting  is  fast  becom- 
ing a  universal  skill,  many  occu- 
pations which  require  graduation 
from  a  college  or  university  also 
require  the  use  of  a  business  ma- 
chine on  the  job. 

Engineers  find  that  they  must 
often  operate  an  automatic  calcu- 
lating machine  while  virtually  all 
accountants  use  both  adding  and 
calculating  machines. 

The  Bureau  of  Secondary  Edu- 
cation, California  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  reports  that 
of  151,342  students  who  attended 
summer  session  classes  in  1959  ap- 
proximately 26  per  cent  are  en- 
rolled in  business  courses. 

Many  of  our  San  Francisco  busi- 
ness teachers  are  currently  work- 
ing in  a  year  long  in-service  course 
designed  to  investigate  the  current 
business  curriculum  and  plan  for 
a  program  that  will  adequately 
meet  future  needs.

New  methods  and  equipment  aid  language  students 

The     Abraham     Lincoln     High        Prospects  are  good 
School  is  preparing  to  use  a  new 
language   laboratory   which   gives 
promise    of    greater    advances    in 
language  study. 

The  new  program  developments 
and  equipment  at  Lincoln  are  look- 
ed upon  by  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Harold  Spears  as  a  means 
to  greater  world  peace  through 
better  communication  and  result- 
ant understanding. 

Both  methodology  and  equipment 
at  the  SFUSD  high  school  are  new. 
Laboratory  aids 

The  laboratory  which  includes 
recording,  monitoring,  and  taping 
devices  which  are  electronically 
controlled  will  serve  as  an  aid  to 
student-learning. 

The  equipment  was  assembled  in 
such  a  manner  that  it  is  adaptable 
to  a  maximum  of  different  types  of 
possible  instruction. 

Versatility  was  a  key  planning 
element  meant  to  facilitate  adapt- 
ation to  new  ideas  and  techniques. 

There  are  32  individual  stations 
for  students  and  a  centrally  locat- 
ed teacher's  master  console. 

The  teacher  may  monitor  any 
student  station,  a  feature  which 
will  give  a  wide  range  of  instruc- 
tional capability. 

The  teacher  is  now  able  to  re- 
cord from  the  console,  on  a  master 
tape,  individual  responses  of  pupils 
in  any  or  all  of  the  32  stations. 

According  to  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Mc- 
Intyre,  curriculum  assistant  of  Lin- 
coln High  School,  the  main  use  of 
the  new  equipment,  at  present,  will 
be  "confined  to  active,  two-way, 
instruction"  directed  from  the 
teacher's  console. 
Unique  homework  and  testing 

The  first  semester  classes  in  the 
pilot  project  are  issued  disc  record- 
ings in  lieu  of  textbooks. 

Listening  and  imitation  become 
the  language  students'  homework 
assignments. 

Laboratory  facilities  will  also  be 
used  in  testing  student  learning 
and  diagnosing  student  language 
needs,  including  pronunciation  and 
comprehension. 

A  portable  listening  kit  with  in- 
dividual earphones  is  provided  for 
classroom  listening  sessions. 

Pre-recorded  materials  for  use  by 
individual  students  are  to  be  avail- 
able. 

This  type  of  material  is  useful 
for  remedial  drill,  regular  drill,  and 
as  "make-up  work"  for  students 
who  miss  classes.

PTA  scholarships  offer  aid  to 
teachers  and  education  students

seeking  more  training) 


P.  T.  A.  helps 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association 
is  a  leader  in  the  assistance  of 
teachers  and  future  teachers  in 
attaining  their  educational  aims. 

Mrs.  A.  Boyd  Puccinelli,  presi- 
dent of  S.  F.'s  Second  District 
P.T.A.,  has  made  known  the  fact 
that  the  California  Congress  of 
Parents  and  Teachers  has  allocated 
$210,500  to  assist  young  people 
with  loans  and  scholarships  for 
1960-61. 

For  the  current  school  year 
$145,500  has  been  allocated  to  as- 
sist students  with  loans  of  $400 
a  year,  payable  by  $200  per  semes- 
ter. No  interest  is  charged  if  paid 
within  time  equal  to  that  for  which 
the  loan  was  granted. 

Many  scholarships  are  offered  by 
the  P.T.A.  for  the  1960-61  school 
year: 


Elementary  Teacher  Education 
Scholarships  for  upper  division  and 
graduate  students  for  11  state  col- 
leges amount  to  48  awards  of  $400 
each. 

Secondary  Teacher  Education 
Scholarships  provide  36  awards  of

International  Relations  Fellow- 
ships give  three  grants  of  $1,000 
for  each  year's  graduate  study  in 
international  relations  in  the  Unit- 
ed States.

Results,  to  date,  in  employing 
the  new  methods  to  Spanish  classes 
at  Lincoln  High  School  indicate 
the  program's  worthiness. 


Other  schools  involved 

Several  junior  high  schools  in 
proximity  to  Lincoln  High  School 
have  been  working  on  the  various 
phases  of  the  new  language  pro- 
gram. 

The  project  classes  in  A.  P.  Gian- 
nini,  Aptos,  and  Herbert  Hoover 
junior  high  schools,  as  well  as  those 
at  Lincoln  High  School,  have  been 
lively  and  have  maintained  student 
interest. 
Designed  locally 

The  laboratory,  recently  remod- 
eled and  expanded,  was  built  from 
original  designs  developed  in  the 
office  of  Dr.  William  Sanborn,  di- 
rector of  instructional  materials 
for  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District. 

Along  with  District  language 
teachers,  Dr.  Sanborn  and  his  staff, 
and  Dr.  Morris  Williams,  curricu- 
lum coordinator  on  leave  in  Korea, 
prepared  the  unique  machine  - 
teaching  and  instructional  aids  to 
be  used  at  Lincoln  High  School. 

Mr.  Klaus  A.  Mueller,  director 
of  the  Romanic-Germanic  Lan- 
guage Division  of  the  United  States 
Army  Language  School  in  Monte- 


rey, California,  has  acted  as  con- 
sultant to  the  project. 
Administrative  study 

Last  summer,  during  the  August 
Administrative  Workshop,  admin- 
istrators from  all  the  SFUSD 
schools  studied  the  new  instruc- 
tional methods  used  in  the  Lincoln 
High  School  language  project. 

Mr.  Mueller  described  the  pro- 
gram used  in  the  important  army 
language  school  which  prepares 
military  intelligence  specialists  in 
order  to  give  some  context  to  the 
SFUSD's  language  advances. 

Stefan  Marinescu,  instructor  of 
Romanian  Language  from  the 
Monterey  Peninsula  School,  dem- 
onstrated methods  of  learning 
through  conversation  which  are 
used  by  beginning  language  stu- 
dents at  Abraham  Lincoln  High 
School. 

Some  elementary  steps  include: 
(1)  the  acting  out  of  dialogue,  (2) 
question-and-answer  learning  ex- 
perience in  the  foreign  language 
studied,  and  (3)  a  period  of  "free 
conversation"  in  the  new  tongue. 

According  to  Dr.  Joceph  Hill, 
Curriculum  Coordinator,  who  is  on 
leave  from  assignment  as  Princi- 
pal of  Abraham  Lincoln  High 
School  where  he  assisted  the  Lan- 
guage Laboratory  Program,  the 
new  teaching  facility  promises  to 
"intensify  the  audio  comprehension 
and  give  richer  opportunities  for 
speaking  the  language  under- 
taken."

Audio-Visual  leader 
forecasts  needs 

Dr.  William  B.  Sanborn,  Director 
of  Instructional  Materials  for  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict, has  recently  written  a  fea- 
ture article  for  a  national  audio- 
visual periodical. 

The  article  appeared  in  the  De- 
cember, 1959,  issue  devoted  to  a 
special  "Review  and  Forecast"  for 
1960  of  the  Educational  Screen  and 
Audiovisual  Guide. 

Under  the  title  of  "Our  Future 
Stake  in  Instructional  Tools,"  the 
SFUSD  educator  outlines  eleven 
possible  trends  in  the  future  which 
may  affect  the  educative  process 
and  its  techniques,  methodology, 
aud  use  of  audio-visual  aids. 

The  Instructional  Materials  Di- 
rector called  for  greater  improve- 
!  ments  in  currently  marketed  AV 
equipment  beyond  mere  "color  and 
knob  placement  face  liftings." 


Superintendent  of  Schools,  Har- 
old Spears,  reported  to  the  Board 
of  Education  at  the  January  12, 
1960,  meeting  both  progress  in  the 
SFUSD's  Reading  program  and 
plans  for  further  "pin-pointing" 
this  area  of  the  English  program 
for  development. 

Plans  for  a  comprehensive  Read- 
ing improvement  program  embrac- 
ing all  school  grades,  Kindergarten 
through  the  Twelfth,  were  greeted 
by  expressions  of  approval  from 
Board  members. 
New  emphasis 

The  School  District  will  arrange 
for  a  Summer  Administrative 
Workshop,  this  year,  on  develop- 
mental reading  programs  and 
other  techniques  for  reading  im- 
provement. 

Summer  school  programs  on  all 
levels  will  emphasize  experimental 
reading  laboratory  classes. 

In  keeping  with  the  new  empha- 
sis, five  curriculum  assistants  will 
work  with  Dr.  Joseph  Hill,  curricu- 
lum coordinator,  and  various  divi- 
sion heads  in  such  program  devel- 
opment which  will  facilitate  better 
reading  on  all  levels  of  student 
work. 

For  the  year  1960-61,  five  "out- 
standing teachers  in  the  field  of 


reading  instruction  will  be  selected 
for  assignment"  to  the  SFUSD  cur- 
riculum laboratory. 

In-service  training  will  have 
course  offerings  turned  in  the  di- 
rection of  teaching  developmental 
reading  techniques. 

Plans  are  already  underway  to 
inaugurate  a  pilot  study  in  the  ele- 
mentary grades  using  reading  tests 
that  are  devised  to  accompany  the 
basic  State  reading  series. 

Such  a  study  will  reveal  how 
well  the  skills  are  outlined  by  the 
author  of  the  series  and  how  well 
they  are  being  taught. 

A  revision  of  the  elementary 
school's  supplementary  book  list  is 
already  underway. 

The  general  aim  is  to  raise  the 
reading  ceiling  for  the  more  cap- 
able readers. 
Work  in  progress 

Aside  from  the  usual  reading 
curriculum  in  use,  a  number  of  ad- 
vances were  made  toward  the  di- 
rection of  reading  improvement 
prior  to  Superintendent  Spears' 
presentation  of  the  new  plan. 

A  weekly  in-service  training  pro- 
gram for  assistant  principals  has 
been    conducted    during    the    past 
year.

Happy  Birthday 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  Bulletin  is  30  years  old 


The  San  Francisco  Public  Schools 
Bulletin  celebrates  its  30th  birth- 
day on  January  20,  1960. 

Issue  1,  Volume  1,  appeared  on 
that  date,  of  day  and  month,  in 
1930. 

The  late  Archibald  Cloud,  found- 
er-president of  the  City  College  of 
San  Francisco,  was  first  editor  of 
the  district  publication. 

The  first  issue  began  with  a  fore- 
word by  Joseph  Marr  Gwinn  who 
stated  that  the  Board  of  Education 
in  authorizing  the  publication  gave 
as  a  purpose  the  "exchange  of 
thought  upon  professional  subjects 
for  the  purpose  of  promoting  a 
common  understanding  among 
teachers  and  department  heads." 

The  first  page  gave  the  subject 

highlights    for    the    Pacific    Coast 

School    of    the    Air,    airbound    on 

I  KFI,   KOMO,   KHQ,   KGW,  KGO, 

and  KPO. 

The  1930  Community  Chest  Song 
,  Contest  winners  were  announced 
;  as    being    students    from    Grant 


School,  Horace  Mann  Junior  High 
School,  Girls  High  School,  and  the 
Evening  High  School  of  Commerce. 

The  main  article  of  this  issue 
was  "Highlights  of  the  Report  of 
the  Citizens  Committee  on  Teach- 
ers' Salaries." 

The  maximum  salary  for  teachers 
that  year  was  $2800  for  senior  high 
school,  for  junior  high  school,  and 
for  elementary  school  teaching. 

At  that  time,  teachers  of  the  var- 
ious divisions  were  under  separate 
salary  schedules,  and  the  City  Col- 
lege of  San  Francisco  had  not  been 
established.  The  highest  salary 
paid  to  teachers  was  to  be  found 
on  the  high  school  level. 

For  a  time,  from  1930  to  1933,  a 
monthly  Bulletin  was  issued  in 
supplement  to  the  weekly  editions. 
Economy  measures  of  the  era  of 
the  "Great  Depression"  caused  ces- 
sation of  that  particular  service. 

The  Bulletin  has  had  over  1140 
issues,  3420  pages,  and  more  than 


7,000,000  words  printed  and  dis- 
tributed since  January,  1930. 

Mr.  George  Mullany  who  is  an 
instructor  in  graphic  arts  at  City 
College  of  San  Francisco  served  as 
Editor  from  June  1932  to  Septem- 
ber 1941  in  the  capacity  of  Direc- 
tor of  Educational  Publications. 

Mr.  Richard  Michael  Skain,  now 
a  deputy  clerk  of  the  Municipal 
Court,  served  as  Editor  from  1941 
until  1959. 

Assistant  Principal  of  Grant 
School,  Duncan  Hodel,  was  co-edi- 
tor from  1957  to  1958  when  the 
Bulletin  took  on  its  present  format 
appearance. 

Arvid  Olson  of  Presidio  Junior 
High  School,  currently  working  in 
the  formulation  of  a  new  reading 
program  and  counseling,  was  co- 
editor  from  1958  to  1959. 

John  W.  Cleary,  who  presently 
prepares  the  Bulletin,  is  on  leave 
from  Horace  Mann  Junior  High 
School.

The  1959  Summer  School  Pro- 
gram included  specially  selected 
reading  teachers  for  helping  slow 
readers  and  trying  out  new  tech- 
niques. 

During  the  past  two  years  a 
large  percentage  of  Junior  High 
School  Division  teachers  have  been 
enrolled  in  courses  in  Development- 
al Reading,  jointly  sponsored  by 
the  District  and  San  Francisco 
State  College. 

Elementary  and  Junior  High 
School  staffs  have  been  meeting 
for  some  time  to  discuss  the  read- 
ing program  and  formulate  plans 
for  more  effective  articulation  of 
materials,  teaching  methods,  and 
grouping  of  students  between  the 
two  divisions. 

Junior  High  School  counselors, 
guided  by  subject  teacher's  recom- 
mendation and  standardized  ac- 
hievement test  scores  in  reading, 
are  grouping  students  in  academic 
subjects  according  to  demonstrated 
reading  ability  to  create  an  instruc- 
tional situation  which  enables  the 


teacher  to  relate  more  effectively 
instruction  to  the  particular  need 
of  the  student. 

The  majority  of  the  junior  high 
schools  have  developed  remedial 
reading  classes  for  students  having 
special  reading  problems. 

The  Reading  program  of  Pre- 
sidio Junior  High  School,  which 
used  the  tachistoscope  and  new 
techniques,  has  been  indicating 
good  results. 

The  high  schools  have  attempted 
various  demonstrative  arrange- 
ments to  provide  special  assistance 
for  some  students  who  read  below- 
grade  level. 

Generally,  the  classroom  teacher 
has  attempted  to  devote  time  to 
such  students.  There  has  been 
some  experimentation  with  reading 
laboratories  which  are  devoted  to 
a  remedial-reading  program.

The  two-way  exchange  is  a 
teacher  -  for  -  teacher  arrangement 
between  the  U.  S.  and  other  Eng- 
lish-speaking countries. 

A  one-way  exchange,  under  Pub- 
lic Laws  584  and  402  of  the  79th 
and  80th  Congresses,  gives  teach- 
ing opportunities  in  nearly  twenty 
non-English-speaking  nations. 

A  third  type  of  program,  gives 
grants  for  study  to  such  countries 
as  Columbia,  France,  Germany,  and 
Italy. 

Qualifications  include:  (1)  citi- 
zenship, (2)  bachelor's  degree  or 
equivalent,  (3)  experience  of  at 
least  3  years  of  successful  teach- 
ing, (4)  generally  good  health,  (5) 
school  and  district  approval,  (6)' 
foreign  language  knowledge  (for 
one-way  exchanges  and  education- 
al grants),  and  (7)  loyalty  to  the 
United  States. 

Yearly,  some  7,000  teachers  from 
the  Nation  are  selected  and  sent  to 
70  countries  under  the  Fulbright 
program. 

Those  seeking  this  opportunity 
have  until  October  1  to  submit 
their  application,  after  securing 
the  approval  of  their  principal  (or 
administrative  head)  and  the  co- 
ordinator of  Personnel,  Dr.  Ward 
Nichols. 

The  applications  for  this  teach- 
ing and  summer  program  are  se-

Sabbatical  leaves 

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  offers  a  sabbatical  leave 
plan  which  can  be  utilized  by  those 
who  have  served  seven  consecutive 
years  in  the  district,  counting  the 
probationary  period. 

Those  who  secure  such  a  leave 
will  receive  60%  of  their  salary 
during  the  year's  educational  or 
travel  experience  period. 

Applications  may  be  secured 
from  the  Personnel  Office,  135  Van 
Ness  Avenue  for  this  leave  pro- 
gram. 

Those  applying  must  submit 
their  applications  prior  to  March 
1  or  October  1  before  their  desired 
leave  period  would  begin. 

Teachers  taking  sabbatical  leave 
must    serve    two    years    following 
such  leave,  but  presently  need  not 
post  a  bond  as  required  previously. 
In-Service  Training 

Another  advantage  available  to 
district  teachers  is  the  In-service 
program. 

Although  college  credit  is  not

Guidance  given  Galileo  students 


For  the  past  two  years,  the 
Counseling  and  Guidance  Depart- 
ment at  Galileo  has  tried  to  bridge 
the  gap  between  formal  education 
and  industry  by  providing  "Career 
Days." 

Galileo  has  had  two  such  days 
per  year,  until  this  school  year 
when  a  four-day  experiment  will 
be  tried. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Gor- 
don Carlson,  Head  Counselor,  and 
Mr.  George  Poppin,  Vocational 
Counselor,  the  students  have  cho- 
sen to  listen  to  outside  speakers 
and  to  participate  in  discussions 
about  vocations. 

Mr.  Poppin  has  conducted  a  sur- 
vey of  students'  vocational  inter- 
ests, and  then  a  schedule  of  meet- 
ings has  been  arranged  based  on 
the  responses  to  this  survey.  The 


sizes  of  participant  groups  are  kept 
as  small  as  possible  and  to  conform 
with  specific  interests.  This  year 
Galileo  High  School  has  one  con- 
ference planned  in  January  and 
another  in  March;  a  third  Career 
Day  is  set  for  May. 

A  schedule  is  mimeographed  be- 
forehand with  names  and  registry 
room  numbers  of  students  attend- 
ing each  session. 

Speakers  answer  questions  in- 
volving entry  into  a  given  field  of 
work,  training  needed,  advance- 
ment possible,  salaries  to  be  ex- 
pected, retirement  and  illness  ben- 
efits, Union  Membership,  and  ad- 
vantages and  disadvantages  of  jobs.

According  to  Debate  Chairman, 
Mr.  De  Martini,  debating  develops 
many  abilities  in  participants,  in- 
cluding the  use  of  logical  thought 
systems,  argumentational  processes, 
voice  control,  poise,  persuasion  — 
to  enumerate  but  a  few. 

Two  important  features  are 
found  to  be  reading  and  composi- 
tion work  needed  for  debating. 

Use  of  library  materials,  critical 
reading  techniques,  practice  in  or- 
ganizing material  and  the  develop- 
ment of  an  "ability  to  speak  and 
think  on  one's  feet"  are  important 
offerings  of  the  tournament. 

The  tournament  is  invitational; 
open  to  all  junior  high  schools.

Some  junior  and  senior  high 
schools  are  participating  in  the 
formulation,  re  -  evaluation,  and 
usage  of  new  instructional  mater- 
ials under  the  National  Science 
Foundation  Plan  which  is  co-spon- 
sored by  Yale  University. 

SFUSD  participation  in  the  Yale 
study  came  about  when  it  was  dis- 
covered that  an  on-going,  similar, 
study  instituted  in  the  District  in 
1958  sought  similar  ends  as  those 
indicated  by  the  National  Science 
Foundation. 

This  year  nine  secondary  school 
mathematics  teachers  attended 
special  meetings  in  Chicago  to  co- 
ordinate better  the  SFUSD  mathe- 
matics plans  with  the  NSF  group. 
These  teachers,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Lawrence  Hawkinson,  are 
cooperating  with  the  SMSG,  School 
Mathematics  Study  Group. 

The  SMSG  was  appointed  by  the 
American  Mathematical  Society 
which  worked  in  consultation  with 
the  National  Council  of  Teachers  of 
Mathematics  and  the  Mathematics 
Association  of  America.  The  group 
is  financed  by  the  National  Science 
Foundation. 
Elementary  Division 

While  new  programs  and  mater- 
ials were  being  instituted  on  the 
junior  and  senior  high  school  levels, 
the  Elementary  Division  began  to 
revamp  its  own  arithmetic  study. 

Numerous  new  materials  have 
been  prepared  and  are  now  in  use 
in  the  District's  Elementary  Schools 
which  provide  a  correlated  founda- 
tion program  for  secondary  school 
student  work  in  mathematics  and 
science.

In  order  that  an  immediate 
check-up  of  all  pupils  who  have 
left  school  may  be  made,  princi- 
pals are  asked  to  give  to  their  Su- 
pervisors of  Attendance,  not  later 
than  February  19th,  a  Left  With- 
out Transfer  slip  for  every  child 
who  was  on  the  school  roll  on  Janu- 
ary 28th,  but  who  has  not  register- 
ed this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils 
who  leave  school  for  any  reason 
without  taking  a  transfer  to  an- 
other school  should  be  immediatly 
reported  to  the  Supervisor  of  At- 
tendance as  Left  Without  Transfer. 
Date  of  leaving  should  be  indicated 
on  the  slip. 

Before  reporting  these  pupils  as 
Left  Without  Transfer  they  should 
be  checked  as  carefully  as  possible 
by  the  school,  and  when  reported, 
the  Left  Without  Transfer  should 
have  as  much  information  as  possi- 
ble for  the  Supervisor  of  Attend- 
ance. 
School  lists 

The  principal  of  each  school  will 
send  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance 
not  later  than  February  19,  1960 
the  complete  enrollment  by  classes 
as  of  February  15,  1960  on  the 
class  list  forms  (Stock  No.  13-100- 
40  on  the  Printed  Forms  Supplies 
Term  Requisition). 

Arrange  list  alphabetically,  and 
type  or  write  plainly  in  ink.  Do  not 
use  nicknames.  If  a  teacher  has 
more  than  one  grade,  list  separately. 

In  listing  the  addresses  of  Chi- 
nese pupils  give  the  floor  and  room 
number  in  addition  to  the  street 
address;  also  both  American  and 
Chinese  names.  List  complete  ad- 
dresses for  children  living  in  pro- 
jects— building,  section,  and  apart- 
ment numbers. 

For  children  living  in  apartment 
houses,  rooming  houses,  and  hotels, 
list  apartment  or  room  number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils 
who  actually  have  been  in  attend- 
ance at  some  time  since  February 
1,  and  star  the  names  of  those  who 
have  transferred  or  who  have  left 
without  transfer  before  February 
15.  Add  to  the  list  and  DOUBLE 
STAR  the  names  of  any  pupils  who 
have  not  been  in  attendance  during 
this  period  but  who  had  registered 
previously  and  whose  absence  be- 
cause of  sickness  you  have  verified. 

In  order  to  keep  records  correct, 
any  child  who  returns  to  school 
after  February  15th,  or  enters  af- 
ter that  date,  should  be  reported  to 


the  Bureau  of  Attendance  at  once 
either  by  a  transfer,  if  he  has  one, 
or  by  an  Entered  Without  Transfer 
slip. 

Data  requested 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be 
checked  immediately,  principals  are 
requested  to  send  at  once  to  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  Registration 
of  Minor  blanks  for  all  new  pupils 
entering  San  Francisco  Schools  for 
the  first  time  and  for  all  pupils  en- 
tering kindergarten.  If  parent  does 
not  fill  out  one  of  these,  the  teach- 
er should  prepare  the  blank  form 
from  data  on  the  permanent  card. 

Left  Without  Tranfers 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks 
should  contain  the  following  infor- 
mation: the  number  of  the  birth 
certificate:  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a 
signed  statement  that  the  person 
enrolling  pupils  has  seen  the  birth 
certificate.  If  a  birth  certificate  is 
not  available,  a  baptismal  certifi- 
cate, passport,  affidavit  of  parent 
or  guardian,  or  an  official  notifica* 
cation  or  certification  of  the  birth 
registration  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  may  be  used.  A 
hospital  certificate  is  not  accept- 
able verification.  The  method  of 
verification  should  be  indicated. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten,  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  May  2,  1955 
(4  years  and  9  months).  All  en- 
trants into  the  first  grade  must  be 
born  not  later  than  May  2,  1954  ,(5 
years  and  9  months). 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu-. 
cation  Code  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to  the 
kindergarten  or  first  grade  of  a 
school.  Therefore  no  child  may  be 
admitted  to  the  kindergarten  or 
first  grade  of  a  school  without  ac- 
ceptable verification  as  noted 
above. 

In  order  that  absent  pupils  may 
be  checked  immediately  and  trans- 
fers and  left  without  transfer  pu- 
pils be  followed  up  speedily,  prin- 
cipals are  reminded  that  they 
should  complete  the  following  Bur- 
eau of  Attendance  forms  which  will 
be  picked  up  by  Supervisors  of  At- 
tendance.

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New  school  budget  to  heave 
little  affect  on  SF  tax  rate 


Board  of  Education  accepts 

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District's  budget  for  the  current 
school  year  will  be  only  1.4%  over 
that  adopted  for  the  last  school 
year,  1959-60. 

The  Board  of  Education  accept- 
ed budget  proposals  made  by  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  Harold 
Spears  for  the  1960-61  school  year 
at  its  February  2,  1960,  regular 
meeting. 

The  Superintendent  has  indi- 
cated that  he  and  the  Division 
heads  are  "doing  everything  possi- 
ble to  hold  the  tax  line"  without 
impairing  the  educational  program 
of  the  District. 

The  adopted  budget  totals  $48,- 
728,541  as  compared  with  $48,059,- 
340  operative  last  year. 

Aside  from  balance  available  in 
June  1960,  the  increase  of  $669,201 
will  be  partially  covered  by  addi- 
tional state  funds  directed  to  the 
District  due  to  enrollment  in- 
creases. 

Another  expected  source  of  funds 
to  meet  the  budget  increase  is  the 
assessed  property  valuations  which 
tend  to  rise  each  year  in  San  Fran- 
cisco due  to  new  building  projects. 

Although  no  official  notices  of 
changes  in  assessed  valuation  are 
usually  available  before  the  sum- 
mer months,  past  experience  and 
current  building  projects  tend  to 
indicate  that  such  increases  in  as- 
sessed valuation  will  be  forthcom- 
ing. 

Taxwise,  the  new  SFUSD  budget 
is  not  expected  to  have  much  affect 
on  the  current  school  rate. 
Increases 

Automatic  salary  adjustments, 
due  to  annual  increments  and  re- 
classification accounts  for  $724,725 
of  the  1960-61  budget. 

Another  $213,600  represents  new 
teaching  positions  due  to  anticipat- 
ed increased  enrollment.  Based  on 
the  resident  birth  as  reported  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Health, 
the  SFUSD  Bureau  of  Research 
has  projected  a  1.4%  increase  for 
October  1960  as  compared  to  1959. 

The  budgetary  increase  parallels 
that  of  the  enrollment,  both  being 
1.4%  over  1959  figures. 
Decreases 

A  downward  trend  in  expenses 
was  noted  in  several  areas. 

The  estimated  amount  required 
for  the  District's  obligation  to  the 


new  budget  for  1 960-61 

Retirement  System  was  reduced  by 
$695,938  this  year,  due  to  consider- 
ations of  employee  participation  in 
the  OASDI,  social  security,  plan 
on  a  voluntary  basis  for  those  em- 
ployed in  service  as  of  July  1,  1959. 

The  District's  obligation  for  so- 
cial security  is  estimated  at  $289,- 
440  and  Health  Service  obligations 
increased  $100,616,  leaving  a  net 
decrease  of  $283,909  for  these  em- 
ployee benefits. 

This  caused  a  reduction  from 
12.3777%  to  10.508%  of  the  mem- 
bers' salary  for  the  District's  con- 
tribution. 

Some  reductions  in  various  areas 
resulted  in  a  $29,994  decrease.  The 
reductions  were  made  in  accord- 
ance to  pupil-teacher  and  non-cer- 
tificated personnel  formulas  and 
on  the  basis  of  cost  experience. 

The  completion  of  certain  pro- 
jects    concluded     during     1959-60 
means  that  funds  used  will  not  be 
necessary  during  the  current  year. 
General  information 

Aside  from  necessary  mainten- 
ance costs,  some  additional  services 
will  be  offered  to  students. 

Child  Care  Centers  will  be  main- 
tained at  their  current  level. 

State  legislation  will  permit  more 
extensive  behind-the-wheel  driver 
training  during  the  summer  ses- 
sion, and  will  raise  from  17  to  21 
the  number  of  vehicles  available. 

Other  services  will  be  offered 
under  the  Curriculum  Fund  by  a 
readjustment  of  emphasis  in  some 
areas. 

The  current  tax  rate  for  the  gen- 
eral purposes  of  the  District  is  ap- 
proximately $2,007. 

The  rate  is  not  expected  to  be 
raised  appreciably  as  a  result  of 
the  1960-61  budget  adopted  on  Feb- 
ruary 2.

An  inter-departmental  study  has 
been  carried  on  for  a  number  of 
years  on  school-to-school  basis  to 
facilitate  better  use  of  counseling 
data  including  test  results.

Board  adopts  rapid  warning 

The  Board  of  Education  adopted 
a  new  fire-alarm  installation  pro- 
gram at  the  regular  meeting  on 
February  2,  1960,  which  is  meant 
to  provide  greater  safety  to  the 
District's  students  through  use  of 
special  rapid-warning  devices. 

The  plan  to  be  put  into  effect 
will  mean  the  placing  of  fire-alarm 
boxes  directly  in  front  of  all  schools 
of  the  District. 

Added  protection  will  be  given 
by  the  placing  of  auxiliary  alarm 
boxes  within  the  principals'  offices 
of  all  schools. 

A  dual  alarm  system  within  a 
principal's  office  will  give  double 
protection  in  that  one  alarm  will 
give  a  quicker  warning  of  the  need 
for  evacuation  of  the  building,  and 
the  other  will  call  San  Francisco 
Fire  Department  units  to  the  scene 
with  equal  rapidity. 

The  immediate  notification  of 
both  students  and  City  fire-fighting 
units,  possible  with  the  installation 
of  the  new  devices,  offers  greater 
protection  from  fire. 

The  cost  of  the  safety  project 
will  be  approximately  $162,000. 

The  Board  has  also  requested 
Superintendent  of  Schools  Harold 
Spears  to  contact  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Fire  Department  Chief  Wil- 
liam F.  Murray  and  request  that  a 
survey  be  made  of  SFUSD  schools 
concerning  fire  hazards  which  may 
exist. 
Other  matters 

The  Board  of  Education  accept- 
ed the  budget  for  the  1960-61 
school  year  for  the  sum  of  $48,728,- 
541,  an  increase  of  1.4%  over  that 
of  the  previous  year. 

U.S.  Social  Security  coverage  for 
those  employees  of  the  School  Dis- 
trict who  are  not  covered  by  any 
other  pension  plan  was  favored  by 
a  Board  resolution. 

The  Board  considered  the  posi- 
bility  of  purchase  of  school  sites 
within  the  Diamond  Heights  re- 
development project. 

It  was  decided  that  all  of  the 
interested  teacher  organizations 
within  the  District  are  to  receive 
copies  of  regulations  and  policies 
of  the  SFUSD  which  are  being 
codified  under  the  direction  of  Le- 
gal Advisor  Irving  G.  Breyer. 

The  Board  of  Education  indicat- 
ed that  it  will  request  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  the 
transfer  a  specific  parcel  of  prop- 
erty owned  by  it  to  the  District 
for  use  as  part  of  the  ground  area

Recommendations  made  by  Mel- 
vin  Peterson,  assistant  superin- 
tendent in  charge  of  the  High 
School  Division  and  George  Can- 
rinus,  coordinator  of  Health,  Phys- 
ical Education,  Athletics  and  Rec- 
reation provided  some  changes  in 
the  football  schedule  for  San 
Francisco  schools.

Training,  equipment,  and  publicity 
are^keys  to  SF  cafeteria  success 


Wendell  E.  Muntz,  supervisor  of 
cafeterias  for  the  SFUSD,  has  re- 
leased a  report  indicating  that 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  students  served  during 
1959  as  compared  with  figures  for 
1958. 

The  increase  in  service,  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Muntz.  is  due  to  several 
factors,  including  improved  eco- 
nomic conditions  within  the  City  of 
San  Francisco. 

A  main  reason,  however,  appears 
largely  due  to  increased  publicity 
given  to  daily  luncheon  menus. 

Two  years  ago,  February  1958, 
the  prices  of  the  Plate  Lunch  and 
a  la  carte  items  were  increased  to 
meet  the  then  present  deficit  in 
the  cafeteria's  operation.  It  is 
hoped  that  such  a  move  in  the  fu- 
ture will  not  be  necessary  again, 
for  another  increase  in  prices 
could  easily  affect  the  volume  of 
business.  With  inflation  continuing, 
food  costs  and  salaries  may  go  up 
again.  If  this  happens,  the  San 
Francisco  School  Cafeterias  will  be 
in  a  very  difficult  and  awkward 
position. 

Menus  publicized 

In  May,  1959,  Radio  Station  KA- 
BL  agreed  to  broadcast  the  School 
Lunch  Menus  daily. 

Effective  September  1959,  two 
S.F.  stations  announced  the  menus 
twice  daily;  at  7:15  and  7:30  a.m., 
and  7:15  and  7:30  p.m.  respectively. 

Shortly  afterwards  another  sta- 
tion, KYA,  felt  they,  too,  would 
like  to  provide  the  pupils  and  citi- 
zens of  San  Francisco  with  a  simi- 
lar service. 

Later  in  the  fall,  KRON,  TV, 
Channel  4,  began  to  announce  the 
menus  at  5:55  p.m.  on  the  Popeye 
Program. 

The  radio  and  TV  publicity  cov- 
ers all  types  of  listeners  and  it  is 
felt  that  considerable  business 
growth  may  be  credited  to  this 
very  valuable  service  to  the  citi- 
zens of  San  Francisco. 

Beginning  in  January,  the  Prog- 
ress Newspaper  was  added  to  the  list 
of  those  publicizing  school  menus. 

The  Progress  recently  carried  a 
feature  story  on  the  School  Lunch 
program. 
In-service  training 

Last  October  a  baker's  training 
program  for  the  employees  was 
started  on  a  voluntary  basis  at 
City  College  of  San  Francisco.  So 
far  about  sixty  have  completed  the 
twelve-hour  training  program. 


Primarily  the  program  was  to 
teach  simple  means  of  producing 
yeast  dough  products,  such  as  hot 
dog  and  hamburger  buns.  Since 
most  of  the  ingredients  for  the 
products  are  available  through 
Surplus  Food,  the  cost  is  very 
small  and  the  resulting  product  is 
one  the  pupils  thoroughly  enjoy. 
Currently,  all  of  the  cafeterias  are 
producing  some  of  these  items  and 
one  school  hasn't  purchased  bread 
all  fall. 

A  full  day's  workshop  for  the 
cafeteria  employees  is  being  plan- 
ned again  this  year  on  January  28, 
1960.  It  will  be  held  at  City  Col- 
lege of  San  Francisco.  In  the  morn- 
ing the  Cook-Managers  and  Assist- 
ant Cooks  will  hear  a  talk  on 
proper  cooking  methods  of  poultry. 
A  demonstration  on  the  best  way 
to  bone  turkeys  before  cooking  will 
be  given  by  the  California  Turkey 
Advisory  Board.  The  employees  will 
also  have  a  good  opportunity  to 
practice  this  technique  which  saves 
shrinkage  and  drying  of  the  bird 
when  roasted  whole. 

In  the  afternoon  all  of  the  em- 
ployees will  see  and  hear  demon- 
strations by  Miss  Virginia  McMas- 
ters  of  Berkeley  on  Time  and  Mo- 
tion Studies. 

"Simple  tricks  of  the  trade  will 
do  much  to  save  time  and  make 
the  work  for  the  employees  easier 
and  better,"  according  to  Mr. 
Muntz. 

During  the  second  half  of  the 
afternoon  Mrs.  Helen  Walker  of 
the  U.S.D.A.  will  talk  on  proper 
record  keeping  of  information  nec- 
essary to  operate  under  the  Fed- 
eral School  Lunch  Program. 
New  equipment 

The  purchase  of  various  types  of 
labor-saving  equipment  during  the 
past  number  of  years  has  more 
than  paid  for  itself.  Without  such 
equipment  the  cost  of  labor  would 
be  several  percentage  points  high- 
er. 

Requests  for  similar  equipment 
in  the  1960-61  Budget  are  neces- 
sary if  the  Department  is  to  con- 
tinue to  operate. 

Plans  for  the  two  new  senior 
high  schools  and  three  elementary 
school  cafeterias  have  been  pro- 
gressing. 

The  completely  modernized  Poly- 
technic High  School  Cafeteria  was 
opened  in  September  1959.

The  new  Lowell  High  School 
plant  will  go  out  to  bid  during  the 
first  few  days  of  April,  this  year, 
1960. 

The  announcement  was  made  by 
the  Assistant  Superintendent  in 
eharge  of  Buildings  and  Grounds, 
Robert  Staffer. 

The  building  will  be  constructed 
under  the  1956  Bond  Program  and 
will  have  a  student  capacity  be- 
tween 1600-1800  students. 

The  new  school  campus  will  be 
located  on  Eucalyptus  Avenue  and 
will  cost  over  $4,000,000  according 
to  Wilbert  G.  Vestnys,  supervisor 
of  Building  Utilization  Research 
for  the  District. 

The  area  covered  by  the  new 
Lowell  plant  will  be  673,550  square 
feet. 

The  generally  level  area  facili- 
tates ground  utilization  plans. 

Ground  utilization  figures  in- 
clude allotment  of  109,320  square 
feet  of  building  area  and  564,230 
square  feet  of  yard  space. 

In  square  footage,  the  new  Lowell 
High  School  will  have  200,000  of 
planted  area,  10.000  of  sidewalk, 
30,000  of  paved  terraces  and  walk- 
ways, and  72,000  in  roads  and 
parking. 

Architects  Masten  a:-.d  Hurd  de- 
veloped the  plans  for  the  new 
Lowell  from  specifications  submit- 
ted by  the  SFUSD. 

Estimates  for  conclusion  of  the 
project  generally  indicate  a  com- 
pletion date  in  19S1. 


Pictured  above  is  the  architectural  drawing  of  the  new  Lowell  High  School  units  scheduled  to  go  out  for  bid  during  April, 
1960.  The  plans  for  the  buildings  and  grounds  were  designed  according  to  SFUSD  specifications  by  architects,  Masten  and 
Hurd.  The  new  campus  addition  to  the  District  is  expected  to  be  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy  during  1961.  Capacity 
for  the  new  addition  is  between  1  600  and  1  800  students.

SFUSD  schools  help  to  lead  the 
way  to  better  mathematics  study 

(This  is  the  second  article  in  a  series  covering  the  study  of  mathematics  and  science 
in  the  SFUSD.)

Mathematics  and  science  teach- 
ers of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  have  carried  on 
studies  of  the  methods  and  mater- 
ials used  in  the  subject  fields  for 
many  years  with  a  view  to  course 
betterment. 
Trends  and  Origins 

Nearly  a  decade  ago,  the  Prince- 
ton Testing  Service  began  to  make 
re-evaluation  of  mathematical  and 
scientific  concepts  in  conjunction 
with  its  college  entrance  tests. 

From  this  work,  consynchronous 
with  notes  made  in  constant  curric- 
ulum re-evaluations  carried  on  by 
districts  such  as  the  SFUSD,  it  was 
noted  that  alteration  of  mathemat- 
ics and  science  programs  was  need- 
ed. 

While  some  changes  in  the  Dis- 
trict's program  came  as  a  result  of 
gifts  by  such  groups  as  the  Lux 
Foundation,  others  were  evolu- 
tionary. 

A  typical  development  in  this  re- 
gard is  that  which  occurred  at  A. 
P.  Giannini  Junior  High  School. 

A.  P.  Giannini  Junior  High  School 
staff  met  in  September  1958  to 
formulate  a  policy  of  curriculum 
enrichment  for  competent  and 
gifted  students  of  mathematics. 

A  study  of  the  entire  student 
body  has  shown  that  there  were 
only  about  fifty  with  an  I.Q.  of  over 
130  in  the  school.  However,  many 
more  students  who  enter  the 
schools  are  especially  competent  in 
mathematics;  that  is,  are  well 
above  grade  in  arithmetic  funda- 
mentals and  reasoning. 

After  considerable  discussion  the 
committee  found  themselves  in 
agreement  on  the  following  points : 

1.  Homogenous  grouping  by 
arithmetic  ability  is  highly  desire- 
able  in  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grade  arithmetic  classes. 

2.  Top  groups  should  be  moved 
through  the  regular  curriculum  as 
rapidly  as  they  can  master  it. 

3.  Time  remaining  at  the  end  of 
the  semester  should  be  devoted  to 
thorough  study  of  topics  lightly 
dealt  with  in  the  textbook;  i.e.  the 
stock  market  and  stock  exchange, 
or  to  topics  of  modern  mathematics 
not  included  in  the  text  but  recom- 
mended for  study  by  the  National 
Science  Foundation  and  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Teachers  of  Math- 
ematics: i.e.  number  systems  to 
different  bases.  Topics  chosen  for 
enrichment  should  be  the  subject 
of  study  for  several  days  and  ma- 
terials  used   should   be   found    in 


texts  other  than  the  state  text. 
Visual  aids,  field  trips,  outside 
speakers,  and  specialists  on  the 
topic  among  the  faculty  should  be 
used  where  feasible. 

In  1958-1959  one  class  of  the 
eighth  grade  which  had  been 
grouped  for  high  mathematical 
ability  completed  the  regular  cur- 
riculum nine  weeks  before  the  end 
of  the  year.  The  time  remaining 
was  used  for  study  of  the  following 
topics  according  to  the  proposed 
plan: 

1.  The  Pacific  Coast  Stock  Ex- 
change. 

2.  Advanced  topics  in  business 
arithmetic. 

3.  Number  systems  to  different 
bases. 

4.  Exponents  and  scientific  no- 
tation. 

5.  The  slide  rule. 

In  addition,  three  weeks  were 
devoted  to  a  review  of  the  year/.s 
work. 

This  year  all  grades  of  the  school 
have  been  grouped  more  or  less 
homogenously  on  a  general  ability 
basis.  There  are  three  low  seven, 
one  high  seven,  three  low  eight,  and 
one  high  eight  mathematics  class 
which  have  the  potential  of  accel- 
eration in  arithmetic  which  will  en- 
able them  to  study  advanced  topics 
as  enrichment. 

These  classes  will  use  as  enrich- 
ment material  the  texts  published 
by  the  National  Science  Founda- 
tion and  written  by  the  School 
Mathematics  Study  Group.  The 
classes  at  Giannini  which  use  these 
texts  this  year  will  spend  their  en- 
richment time  on  the  topics  of 
Volume  I;  namely,  numeration, 
natural  numbers  and  zero,  factor- 
ing and  primes,  tests  for  disabil- 
ity and  repeating  decimals,  non- 
negative  rational  factors  and  math- 
ematical systems. 

Classes  which  have  these  topics 
in  the  seventh  grade  this  year  and 
who  continue  in  the  enrichment 
program  will  study  Volume  II  of 
the  S.M.S.G.  publications  next  year. 
The  volume  contains  material  on 
non-metric  geometry,  informal  ge- 
ometry, measurement,  and  approx- 
imation. 

In  the  ninth  grade,  students  of 
above-average  mathematical  abil- 
ity take  algebra.  In  the  past,  the 
advanced  topics  included  in  the 
textbook  have  been  used  as  enrich- 
ment. However,  this  year,  two 
classes  at  A.  P.  Giannini  are  part 
.  .  .  see  better  mathematics,  page  4

of    a   nation-wide    pilot    study   in 
ninth  grade  algebra  using  a  text- 
book written  by  the  School  Math- 
ematics Study  Group. 

A  glance  at  some  of  the  chapter 
headings  of  this  text:  "The  Number 
Line  and  Sets",  "Phrases  and  Sen- 
tences", "Properties  of  Operations 
on  Numbers",  emphasizes  the  dif- 
ference between  this  course  and 
the  conventional  algebra. 

Whether  it  is  to  be  considered 
enrichment  or  moderation,  a  new 
approach  to  algebra  is  in  the  mak- 
ing. 

Topics  such  as  inequalities,  abso- 
lute value,  sets,  graphs  of  truth 
sets,  and  many  others  are  going  to 
replace  or  crowd  into  the  back- 
ground, algebra  content  that  is  long 
outdated.  If  the  textbook  now 
being  tried  is  not  adopted  for  fu- 
ture use,  papers  on  modern  topics 
written  last  summer  in  our  own 
secondary  curriculum  office  will  be 
used  as  enrichment  in  algebra.

Commissioner  Derthick  discusses  U.  S.  enrollments 


U.S.  Commissioner  of  Education 
Lawrence  G.  Derthick  recently  dis- 
cussed American  Education  and  the 
progress  in  the  number  of  students 
served  at  different  levels. 

The  Commissioner  pointed  out 
that  President  Eisenhower  in  his 
proclamation  for  American  Educa- 
tion Week  last  year  said,  "Let  us 
display  to  the  world  and  to  our- 
selves our  pride  in  this  primary 
instrument  of  democracy  —  public 
education  —  complemented  by  pri- 
vate education,  which  is  supported 
by  the  willing  sacrifices  of  each 
citizen  and  which  benefits  all." 

"We  have  come  a  long  way  in 
American  education  since  1920 
when  American  Education  Week 
was  first  observed,"  Commissioner 
Derthick  said. 

School  and  college  enrollments 
in  that  year  totalled  24  million. 
Today  they  are  46  '/*  million. 

The  1920  enrollments  represent- 
ed 23  percent  of  the  Nation's  total 


population.  Current  enrollments 
represent  26  percent  of  our  popula- 
tion. 

Of  the  total  school  and  college 
enrollment  in  1920,  elementary 
school  enrollment  represented  87.1 
percent,  secondary  school  enroll- 
ment 10.4  percent,  and  enrollment 
in  institutions  of  higher  education, 
2.5  percent. 

Commissioner  Derthick  added, 
"There  is  probably  more  public  con- 
cern about  our  schools  and  institu- 
tions of  higher  education  today 
than  ever  before  in  our  Nation's 
history. 

"This  is  a  wholesome  develop- 
ment," he  said,  "since  education 
in  a  democracy  like  ours  should  be 
a  true  reflection  of  our  society.  It 
should  mirror  the  desires  of  all 
citizens  for  lives  of  satisfaction 
and  happiness  in  communities  that 
are  prosperous  and  progressive  in 
a  Nation  that  is  strong  and  respect- 
ed in  the  world  of  nations."

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Elementary  teacher  NSF  summer  institutes  available 


The  National  Science  Founda- 
tion has  provided  funds  to  support 
15  Summer  Institutes  in  1960  for 
elementary  school  teachers,  super- 
visors and  principals. 

The  purpose  of  this  experimental 
program  is  to  improve  the  teach- 
ing of  science  and  mathematics  in 
elementary  schools. 

Primary  emphasis  in  the  Insti- 
tutes will  be  devoted  to  strength- 
ening the  participant's  mastery  of 
mathematics  and  science. 

Financial  assistance  to  partici- 
pate in  the  Institutes  will  be  avail- 
able to  a  total  of  about  550  super- 
visors, principals  and  experienced 
teachers. 

The  Foundation  grant  to  each 
Institute  covers  the  cost  of  tuition, 


fees,  stipends,  and  allowances.  The 
Institute,  in  turn,  selects  the  par- 
ticipants and  determines  the  am- 
ounts of  the  stipends  and  allow- 
ances. 

The  maximum  stipend  is  $75  per 
week;  the  maximum  dependency 
allowance  is  $15  per  week  per  de- 
pendent up  to  four;  the  maximum 
travel  allowance  is  $80  calculated 
at  4  cents  per  mile  for  one  round 
trip  between  home  and  Institute. 

Institutes  may  offer  small  indi- 
vidual subsidies  in  order  to  accom- 
modate more  teachers. 

Application  blanks  are  obtained 
only  from  host  institutions  and 
NOT  from  the  National  Science 
Foundation.  The  completed  appli- 
cation blanks   (including  in  every 


case  a  card  for  the  National  Sci- 
ence Foundation)  must  be  post- 
marked by  March  15,  1960,  to  in- 
sure consideration.  Institutes  will 
mail  initial  stipend  offers  April  8, 
1960.  In  every  case  recipients  will 
have  until  April  18,  1960,  to  accept 
or  decline. 

The  institutes  commonly  select  a 
list  of  alternates,  to  whom  stipends 
may  later  become  available.  If  an 
applicant  is  offered  alternate  sta- 
tus by  an  Institute,  he  should 
notify  the  Institute  Director  if  he 
does  not  wish  to  be  considered  as 
an  alternate  or  if  he  accepts  a 
stipend  elsewhere.

Dr.  William  B.  Sanborn,  director 
of  Instructional  Materials  for  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict, is  in  the  eastern  region  of 
the  United  States  on  a  special  fact- 
finding tour  concerning  instruc- 
tional techniques  used  in  the 
teaching  of  reading.

In  1953,  he  was  selected  as  U.  S. 
High    Commissioner   of    Germany, 
and,  later,  became  ambassador  to 
West  Germany.

An  interesting  sidelight  to  to- 
day's visitation  by  Dr.  Conant  is 
the  fact  two  of  the  members  of 
the  visiting  educator's  staff  were 
once  associates  of  Superintendent 
of  Schools  Harold  Spears. 

Some  years  ago,  Eugene  Young- 
ert  served  as  Superintendent  of 
Oak  Park  High  School  District 
and  Matthew  P.  Gaffney  was  Su- 
perintendent of  New  Trier  High 
School  District.

The  Junior  High  School  Division 
of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  has  given  nearly  a  half- 
century  of  service  to  the  City's 
youth.  According  to  Assistant  Su- 
perintendent James  Dierke,  the 
fiftieth,  "golden,"  anniversary  of 
the  San  Francisco  Junior  High 
Schools  will  occur  in  1963. 
History  and  development 

The  beginning  of  the  junior  high 
school  movement  in  the  United 
States  is  usually  considered  to  be 
about  1909-10.  In  that  year,  two 
city  systems  introduced  the  6-3-3 
organization — Berkeley,  California 
and  Columbus,  Ohio. 

In  San  Francisco,  in  1913,  three 
"grammar  schools"  —  the  Crocker, 
Hamilton,  and  the  Horace  Mann  — 
which  had  upper  grades  not  ex- 
tending beyond  the  Eighth  and 
which  had  departmental  teaching, 
were  renamed  "intermediate" 
schools. 

These  intermediate  schools  pio- 
neered the  way  with  modified 
schedules  of  time  allotments  and 
enrichment  of  the  curriculum  to 
meet  the  needs  of  early  adoles- 
cence. In  January  1922,  they  were 
definitely  organized  and  designated 
as  junior  high  schools. 

In  the  year  1930,  with  the  com- 
pletion of  two  new  junior  high 
school  buildings,  Presidio  and  Roos- 
evelt, the  San  Francisco  Public 
School  System  was  on  the  way 
towards  completion  of  the  6-3-3 
plan  of  school  organization. 

At  that  time  the  old  Crocker 
and  Hamilton  buildings,  built  in 
1875  and  1880  respectively,  were 
abandoned,  and  junior  high  school 
classes  were  conducted  in  the  Dan- 


iel Webster,  John  Swett,  Portola 
and  Girls'  High  School  buildings. 
The  tenth  grade  was  included  in 
the  junior  high  organization  at 
Portola  for  a  few  years. 

By  1932,  with  eight  Junior  High 
Schools  in  operation,  60%  of  the 
pupils  enrolled  in  grades  7,  8  and 
9  were  taught  in  separate  junior 
high  school  buildings. 

Between  the  school  building  lim- 
itations imposed  by  the  depression 
of  the  thirties  and  the  war  years 
of  the  early  forties,  only  two  junior 
high  schools  were  added  ^o^'the 
chain  —  Marina,  built  in  1936,  and 
James  Denman,  built  in  1940. 

Since  World  War  II,  there  has 
been  tremendous  growth  in  junior 
high  enrollment  throughout  the 
nation  and  San  Francisco  goes 
along  with  the  rest  of  the  country. 

Recent  bond  issues  have  given  us 
A.  P.  Giannini,  Benjamin  Franklin, 
Luther  Burbank,  Herbert  Hoover, 
and   Pelton   Junior   High   Schools.

It  has  been  announced  that,  to 
date,  22  S.  F.  students  of  the  Senior 
High  School  Division  have  been 
selected  as  finalists  in  the  National 
Merit  Awards  competition. 


Superintendent  of  Schools  Har- 
old Spears  and  Melvin  Peterson, 
assistant  superintendent  in  charge 
of  the  Senior  High  School  Division, 
have  both  expressed  pride  in  the 
work  done  by  the  SFUSD's  stu- 
dent-participants. 

The  Merit  Scholarship  Program 
is  now  in  its  fifth  year.  It  was 
founded  in  1955  with  grants  of  $20 
million  from  the  Ford  Foundation 
and  $500  thousand  from  the  Car- 
negie Corporation  of  New  York. 
Over  100  sponsors  have  thus  far 
awarded  over  $15  million  worth  of 
scholarships.  Over  3,000  of  the  na- 
tion's most  able  students  are  now 
holding  Merit  Scholarships  at  some 
400  colleges.  Over  one  and  one-half 
million  students  have  been  tested 
in  the  massive  talent  hunts. 

The  competition  is  open  to  stu- 
dents in  any  public,  private  or  par- 
ochial high  school  in  the  United 
States  and  possessions. 


All  Finalists  will  receive  Certifi- 
cates of  Merit  attesting  to  their 
high  ability. 

Finalists  designate  the  college 
they  wish  to  attend,  and  the  course 
of  study  they  plan  to  pursue,  lead- 
ing to  one  of  the  usual  baccalau- 
reate degrees. 

The  colleges  chosen  by  the  Merit 
Scholars,  in  most  instances,  also 
receive  "cost-of-education"  grants 
ranging  to  $500  per  year  to  help 
defray  the  actual  costs  of  educat- 
ing the  students.

Superintendent  Spears  outlines  economical  plan  of  operation 

Summer  plans 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  March  7  ,the 
SFUSD's  policy-making  body  ac- 
cepted plans  outlined  by  superin- 
tendent of  schools  Spears  for  a 
summer  program  for  this  year. 

A  six-phase  program  will  include 
special  summer  classes  for  adult 
schools,  city  college,  senior  high 
schools,  elementary  -  junior  high 
schools,  Sunshine  School,  and  Child 
Welfare  classes  and  services. 

Agatha  Hogan,  supervisor  of  the 
Elementary  Division,  who  heads 
this  summer  program  indicated 
that  last  year's  reading  program 
increased  10%  over  the  1958  ses- 
sion's totals. 

Dr.  Spears  indicated  that  due 
attention  is  to  be  given  to  the  basic 
subjects  of  mathematics  and  Eng- 
lish, especially  reading,  during  this 
year's  summer  session. 

Dr.    Spears    pointed    out     that 
$22,000  of  the  total  cost  of  $367,138 
for    the    session   will    come   from 
state  funds. 
Adult  program 

The  students  of  the  Adult  Pro- 
gram were  commended  by  the 
Board  for  their  dedication  to  the 
educative  process. 

Dr.  Goldman,  assistant  superin- 
tendent in  charge  of  Adult  and 
Vocational  Education,  said  that  the 
numbers  turned  away  due  to  lack 
of  facilities  had  been  halved  by  the 
addition  of  the  Gompers  Building 
for  use  in  the  Adult  program.

education,  well  articulated  with 
the  upper  grades  of  the  elementary 
schools  and  prepare  students  for 
continued  educational  experiences 
at  the  senior  high  school  level. 

Educators,  in  San  Francisco, 
have  found  from  past  experience 
that  the  needs  of  children  passing 
from  the  self-contained  elementary 
school  classrooms  to  the  semi- 
adult  high  schools,  achieve  best 
when  housed  in  separate  buildings, 
having  special  facilities  and  staffed 
with  administrators,  teachers  and 
counselors  especially  trained  to 
serve  early  and  middle  adolescent 
age  students. 

Functioning  as  part  of  this  con- 
tinuing program  of  education,  the 
junior  high  school  takes  the  enter- 
ing Low  Seventh  Grade  student 
where  he  is  with  regards  to  general 
knowledge,  basic  skills  and  atti- 
tudes as  developed  in  the  elemen- 
tary schools. 

Through  gradual  process  of  tran- 
sition in  the  Seventh  and  Eighth 
Grades,  the  student  advances  in 
the  fundamental  basic  subject 
skills  and  at  the  same  time  is  in- 
troduced to  the  departmentalized 
secondary  school  curriculum. 

It  differentiates  its  program 
based  on  native  ability,  past  and 
current  academic  achievement,  and 
special  talents. 

Responding  to  changing  times 
and  the  current  needs  of  students 
and  community,  curricular  content 
and  materials  are  kept  up-to-date 
while  at  the  same  time  meeting 
the  objectives  of  the  basic  curricu- 
lum as  prescribed  by  State  and 
local  Board  of  Education.

Three-way  cooperation  produces 
swimmers  among  SFUSD  students 

SFUSD,  SFRPD,  and  Red  Cross  form  effective  team 

Students  of  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  are  learn- 
ing to  swim  as  a  result  of  the  ef- 
forts and  close  cooperation  between 
the  District  and  the  Recreation- 
Park  Department  of  the  City  of 
San  Francisco. 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Har- 
old Spears  has  indicated  that  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict's gratitude  to  the  Recreation- 
Park  Department  for  its  coopera- 
tion, and  for  the  use  of  its  swim- 
ming facilities  in  bringing  the  pro- 
gram to  the  District's  youngsters. 

Mr.  George  R.  Canrinus,  Coord- 
inator of  Health,  Physical  Educa- 
tion, Athletics  and  Recreation,  an- 
nounced that  11,013  junior  and 
senior  high  school  boys  and  girls 
received  instruction  in  swimming 
during  the  1958-59  school  year. 

Some  4,816  non-swimmers  were 
taught  the  aquatic  art,  and  2,345 
of  this  beginning  group  learned 
sufficiently  well  to  pass  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross  Beginners'  Swim- 
ming Test.

Current  figures  indicate  that  last 
year's  program  was  the  greatest  in 
enrollment  ever  sponsored  by  the 
SFUSD.  During  the  1954-55  school 
year,  the  District  was  able  to  offer 
instruction  to  only  966  pupils,  a 
contrast  to  the  present  number. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of 
students  served  by  the  program  is 
largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
new   swimming   pools   constructed

by  the  Recreation-Park  Depart- 
ment have  been  made  available  for 
use  by  the  District. 

Mr.  Canrinus  stated  that  those 
who  carried  out  the  program  "are 
most  appreciative  of  the  fine  coop- 
eration received  from  the  Recrea- 
tion-Park Department." 

The  Coordinator  has  also  given 
his  commendation  to  the  men  and 
women  physical  education  teachers 
who  have  "worked  so  enthusiastic- 
ally in  expanding  the  program." 

Mr.  Canrinus  has  pointed  out 
that  the  City-wide  swimming  pro- 
gram is  an  example  of  "maximum 
use  of  available  facilities,  and  max- 
imum productivity;  and  both, 
through  cooperation." 

The  School  District's  program 
takes  place  during  that  period  of 
the  day  when  the  pool  facilities  are 
not  in  use  by  the  Recreation-Park 
Department;  The  R-P  Department 
program  extends  from  the  after- 
noon through  the  evening  and  is  in 
progress  on  weekends;  the  Red 
Cross  has  formulated  a  complimen- 
tary plan  which  takes  place  during 
the  summer  months  and  supple- 
ments both  the  R-P  Department 
and  School  District  programs. 
City  helps 

The  SFRPD  cooperation  is  di- 
rected by  Raymond  S.  Kimbell, 
general  manager;  James  P.  Larg, 
superintendent  of  Recreation;  and 
Mrs.  Helen  W.  Center,  supervisor 
of  aquatics. 

Swimming  instruction  has  be- 
come a  regular  part  of  both  Girls' 
and  Boys'  Physical  Education 
classes. 

Mrs.  Center,  head  of  the  Recrea- 
tion-Park Department's  Aquatics, 
has  described  the  SFUSD  swim- 
ming instructors  as  being  "very 
cooperative  and  responsive." 

She  indicated  that  it  is  a  pleasure 
to  cooperate  with  the  District 
schools  in  making  swimming  avail- 
able to  thousands  of  San  Francisco 
youngsters.

Salary  matters 

Salary  reports  and  requests  oc- 
cupied much  Board  of  Education 
attention  at  the  regular  March  22, 
I960  meeting. 

Superintendent  of  schools,  Dr. 
Harold  Spears,  presented  the  sec- 
ond of  two  salary  reports  request- 
ed by  the  Board. 

Dr.  Spears'  report  pointed  up  the 
general  characteristics  of  the  pres- 
ent salary  scale,  outlined  some  rec- 
ommendations, and  gave  some  em- 
phasis to  sabbatical  leave  consider- 
ations. The  Board  took  the  report 
under  advisement. 
AFT  proposals 

The  American  Federation  of 
Teachers  made  known  salary  re- 
quests of  its  membership.  Presi- 
dent Dan  Jackson  and  Dr.  Alfred 
Tapson  presented  the  AFT  pro- 
posals to  the  Board. 

The  lengthy  Federation  of  Teach- 
ers' report  included  general  agree- 
ment with  the  present  structure 
of  the  SFUSD  salary  schedule  and 
recommended  a  12.6  per  cent  in- 
crease. 

Special  note  was  given  to  maxi- 
mum salaries,  and  it  Was  proposed 
that  the  City  College  scale  be  $500 


higher  than  that  of  the  teachers. 
Television 

Superintendent  Spears  made  a 
report  on  the  use  of  television  by 
the  District. 

He  proposed  continuing  use  of 
the  medium. 

The  Board  requested  that  the 
superintendent  prepare  a  report  on 
the  possibility  of  extending  the  use 
of  T.V.,  and  also  secure  data  con- 
cerning the  cost  of  a  closed-circuit 
program. 
Other  matters 

Legal  Adviser  Irving  Breyer  gave 
an  opinion  concerning  legal  decis- 
ions pertaining  to  the  salute  of  the 
the  flag  in  Public  Schools. 

The  Board  set  Monday,  March 
28,  1960,  for  a  special  hearing  con- 
cerning the  expulsion  of  a  student 
in  the  High  School  Division  of  the 
District. 

The  Board  passed  a  resolution 
for  the  adoption  of  the  "same  sal- 
ary and  conditions"  for  non-cer- 
tificated employees  of  the  SFUSD 
as  exist  in  City  Departments  under 
the  1960-61  Salary  Standardization 
Ordinance  adopted  by  the  S.  F. 
Board  of  Supervisors  on  March  7, 
1960. 


Superintendent's  salary  proposals  listed 

In  compliance  with  the  Board  of 
Education's  request  on  this  subject, 
the  Superintendent  has  presented 
a  review  of  the  local  salary  sched- 
ules and  suggestions  for  improve- 
ment. The  report  was  presented  at 
the  March  22  Board  meeting. 

The  major  recommendations  made 
by  Dr.  Harold  Spears,  superintend- 
ent of  schools  are: 

1.  The  retention  of  the  present 
Basic  Single  Salary  Schedule  com- 
prising Classifications  I,  II,  and 
III. 

2.  That  the  schedule  for  City  Col- 
lege be  set  out  separately  under 
the  title:  "City  College  Salary 
Schedule." 

3.  The  recommendation  that  a 
flat  salary  differential  be  paid  to 
City  College  teachers  holding  an 
earned  doctorate. 

4.  That  a  system  of  salary  ratios 
be  established  for  administrative 
and  supervisory  personnel,  such 
ratios  reflecting  the  present  differ- 
entials between  the  Classification 
III  maximum,  and  the  first  step  of 
the  respective  positions  in  question. 

5.  That  the  Board  adhere  to  the 
Basic  Single  Salary  Schedule  for 
all  personnel  as  at  present,  except- 
ing administrative  and  supervisory 


personnel.  It  was  pointed  out  that 
if  special  schedules  outside  the  ba- 
sic schedule  were  once  established 
for  specific  groups  of  teachers,  then 
it  would  be  most  difficult  to  draw 
the  line  of  relative  significance 
among  the  various  teaching  fields. 

6.  That  teachers  on  sabbatical 
travel  leave  be  credited  with  teach- 
ing service  for  salary  increment 
purposes. 

7.  That  the  year's  requirement 
for  a  sabbatical  study  leave  be  re- 
duced from  24  to  18  accredited 
university  or  college  units. 

8.  That  in  the  case  of  approved 
yearly  study  leaves,  under  college 
or  university  supervision,  in  which 
units  are  not  received,  as  in  the 
case  of  thesis  preparation  for  a 
doctoral  degree,  the  teacher  be 
credited  with  one  complete  school 
year  of  teaching  service  for  salary 
increment  purposes.

Mrs.  Center  said  that  the  seven 
indoor  and  two  outdoor  pools  serv- 
ed 1,485.202  people  last  year.  Some 
1,113,900  of  those  using  the  SFRPD 
pools  were  children. 

The  Recreation-Park  Department 
has  a  total  of  9  pools,  most  of  them 
utilized  by  the  SFUSD  swimming 
program  during  week  days,  from 
8  a.m.  until  3:30  p.m. 

The  Recreation-Park  Department 
supplies  instructors  for  its  own 
swimming  instruction  program,  in- 
cluding such  local  notables  as 
Charles  Sava,  instructor  of  Ann 
Curtis  Cuneo;  and  Austin  O'Reilly, 
who  was  associated  with  the  Crys- 
tal Plunge.

The  mammoth  Fleishhacker  Pool 
is  part  of  the  city's  network  of 
pools;  it  came  into  use  in  1925. 

Saturday  swimming  classes,  spon- 
sored by  the  Recreation-Park  De- 
partment, are  held  at  the  following 
pools:  Balboa,  Hamilton,  Larsen, 
McLaren,  North  Beach,  and  Rossi. 

One  of  the  oldest  pools  utilized 
is  the  Mission  Pool,  sometimes  re- 
ferred to  as  the  "Nickle  Pool"  be- 
cause of  its  modest  charge. 

Red  Cross  program 

The  Red  Cross  swimming  pro- 
gram which  is  carried  on  during 
the  summer  months  utilized  "teen- 
aids"  as  assistant  instructors. 

Many  children  have  learned 
swimming  skills  in  summer  classes 
taught  by  teen-age  Water  Safety 
Instructor  Aides  in  the  swimming 
program  sponsored  by  the  Golden 
Gate  Chapter  of  the  American  Na- 
tional Red  Cross  and  cooperating 
agencies. 

It  all  started  in  1947  when  the 
Chapters'  Safety  Services  faced,  a 
record  breaking  swim  registration 
far  beyond  early  estimates.  Adult 
volunteers,  who  could  give  five  days 
a  week,  could  not  be  found  in  num- 
bers sufficient  to  cope  with  the 
problem. 

The  situation  was  resolved  by 
recruiting  and  training  teen-age 
boys  and  girls.

The  SFUSD  utilizes  the  services 
of  the  City  Purchasing  Department 
in  securing  materials  and  in  con- 
tracting for  services. 

Through  annual  contract,  the 
Municipal  Railway  transports 
school  children  from  crowded 
neighborhoods  to  schools  where 
needed  classroom  facilities  are 
available. 

Dr.  Spears  said  that  the  School 
District  leans  heavily  upon  the 
Police  Department  and  the  Fire 
Department  for  help. 

The  SFPD  gives  the  proper  pro- 
tection of  school  activities  and 
aids  in  the  handling  of  cases  which 
are  beyond  the  regular  disciplinary 
function  of  the  teachers  and  staff. 

The  Fire  Department  assists  the 
District  in  looking  after  the  safety 
and  protection  of  the  children  in 
all  SFUSD  buildings. 

The  School  District  works  jointly 
with  the  Juvenile  Court  and  the 
Youth  Guidance  Center  in  handling 
both  wayward  and  neglected  chil- 
dren. 

In  speaking  of  Mayor  Christo- 
pher, Dr.  Spears  stated  that  he  was 
most  appreciative  of  his  "frank  ap- 
proach to  administrative  problems" 
and  assistance. 

The  City  Attorney  assists  the 
SFUSD  in  many  legal  capacities. 

Speaking  in  behalf  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Spears  said  that  the  Dis- 
trict was  "appreciative  of  the  co- 
operative help"  that  is  received 
through  the  Chief  Administrative 
Offices,  the  Controller,  the  City 
Attorney,  and  the  Director  of  Prop- 
erty. 

Since  the  School  District  depends 
upon  the  Health  Department  for  its 
health  services,  it  must  also  be 
added  to  the  list  of  city  depart- 
ments aiding  the  pupils  in  District 
schools. 

The  superintendent  of  schools 
also  cited  the  cooperation  between 
the  District  and  the  Park  and  Rec- 
reation Department  and  mentioned 
the  multiple  use  of  facilities  for 
common  operation  between  both 
the  SFUSD  and  the  SFPRD. 

The  inter-related  activities  of 
city  and  county  government  with 
the  San  Francisco  schools  has  op- 
erated to  the  advantage  of  the  off- 
spring of  the  city's  residents  who 
populate  the  District  schools,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Spears.

ming   aides  for  the   full  summer- 
long  program. 

Cooperation  of  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  Physical 
Education  Teachers  was  elicited. 
The  District  assumed  the  major 
part  of  the  responsibility  for  re- 
cruiting, training,  and  supervising 
Junior  and  Senior  High  School  stu- 
dents as  "Swim  Aides."  Junior  Red 
Cross  philosophy  entered  into  pro- 
gram planning. 

Since  the  program  started,  over 
five  thousand  teen  age  students 
have  volunteered  over  one  quarter 
million  hours  while  teaching  over 
two  hundred  thousand  San  Fran- 
cisco children  safe  swimming 
skills. 

It  is  estimated  that  one  thousand 
teen-age  volunteers  will  comprise 
the  1960  summer  swim  staff  of  the 
Golden  Gate  Chapter.  Sixty-five 
thousand  boys  and  girls  will  enroll 
for  lessons.

Dr.  Harold  Spears,  superintend- 
ent of  schools,  offers  the  congratu- 
lations of  the  San  Francisco  Uni- 
fied School  District  to  Dr.  Conlon, 
president  of  the  City  College,  the 
faculty,  and  students  of  CCSF  for 
their  25th  anniversary  celebration. 

The  anniversary  celebration  for 
the  City  College  will  occur  on  Ap- 
ril 30,  1960,  during  the  Northern 
California  Junior  College  Associa- 
tion conference  on  the  CCSF  cam- 
pus. 

An  alumni  celebration  of  the 
Silver  Anniversary  will  be  held  at 
a  later  date. 

The  college  was  chartered  by  the 
State  of  California  on  April  17, 
1935,  and  first  opened  its  program 
in  August  of  the  same  year. 

Some  1400  students  formed  the 
pioneer  class  of  the  San  Francisco 
Junior  College. 

History 

On  February  25,  1935,  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Schools  Bulletin 
carried  a  copy  of  the  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Education  which  es- 
tablished a  "Junior  College  Depart- 
ment." 

The  aim  of  the  college  was  voiced 
in  the  Board  Resolution  read  in 
1935  by  President  C.  Harold  Caul- 
field  of  the  policy  body. 

An  agreement  was  also  drawn  up 
with  the  University  of  California 
to  assist  in  the  "development  of 
the  most  modern,  effective  pro- 
gram of  junior  college  education 
which  the" best  thought  of  the  uni- 
versity and  the  San  Francisco 
School  Department  working  to- 
gether can  devise." 

Archibald  J.  Cloud  was  the  first 
President  of  the  Junior  College. 

Dr.  Edwin  A.  Lee  who  was,  then, 
superintendent  of  schools  was  auth- 
orized to  prepare  "an  educational 
program  on  a  Junior  College  level." 

The  first  home  of  the  District's 
institution  of  higher  education  was 
the  University  Extension  Building, 
located  at  540  Powell  Street,  which 
served  as  the  SFJC  from  8  a.m.  to 
4  p.m.  until  the  present  campus 
was  occupied  in  1940. 

The  San  Francisco  Junior  Col- 
lege became  the  City  College  of 
San  Francisco  in  1948. 

In  the  Fall  1940  semester,  the 
present  campus  of  CCSF  was  oc- 
cupied. 

Galileo  High  School  was  also  a 
part-time  home  of  the  SFJC. 


Dr.  Louis  G.  Conlon  succeeded 
Dr.  Cloud  as  President  of  the  City 
College  of  San  Francisco,  on  the 
retirement  of  Dr.  Cloud  in  1949. 

CCSF's  highest  enrollment  was 
6100,  in  the  Fall  Semester  of  1958. 

Figures  show  that  5800  students 
are  now  enrolled  at  the  City  Col- 
lege of  San  Francisco,  while  esti- 
mates for  1965  indicate  that  the 
student  body  of  the  college  will 
double  during  the  next  five  years. 

In  commemoration  of  its  Silver 
Anniversary,  a  brochure  dealing 
with  the  development  of  City  Col- 
lege over  the  past  twenty-five  years 
is  being  prepared  and  will  be  ready 
for  distribution  during  the  Spring 
Semester  1960.

Bureau  of  Research  gives  foreign-student  totals 

Korea,  Panama,  Malaya,  and  Ta- 
hiti.

The  Bureau  of  Research  placed 
314  foreign  students  from  46  coun- 
tries in  special  English  classes  in 
junior  and  senior  high  schools  in 
the  period  from  August  24,  1959  to 
January  31,  1960.  The  figures  given 
do  not  include  many  placements 
by  telephone  (elementary),  nor  in- 
structions for  verifying  passports. 

From  many  nations 

Three  hundred  of  the  314  stu- 
dents were  regularly  admitted  as 
immigrants;  the  other  14  met  the 
requirements  of  the  S.  F.  Unified 
School  District  for  admittance  as 
students,  and  were  admitted  on 
this  basis. 

The  largest  representation  comes 
from  the  Philippines,  Nicaragua, 
and  El  Salvador. 

The  Philippines  had  46  students 
enrolled,  Nicaragua  had  44,  and 
those  from  El  Salvador  numbered 
35. 

Areas  and  lands  sending  between 
ten  and  thirty  students  to  SFUSD 
schools  were:  Brazil  (10),  Guate- 
mala (11),  Mexico  (23),  Puerto 
Rico  (10),  Japan  sent  22  to  city 
schools,  while  28  students  came 
from  Hong  Kong. 

Countries  with  two  or  more  stu- 
ts,  up  to  a  total  of  nine  were: 
ie,  Colombia,  Peru,  Venezuela, 
Canada,  and  Samoa.  Others  in  this 
category  were:  Arabia,  Australia, 
Germany,  Holland,  India,  Iran,  Ire- 
land, Israel,  Italy,  Jordan,  Sweden, 
Turkey,  and  New  Zealand.

Galileo  High  School  bio-chemistry 
program  uses  team-teaching 


(This  is  the  third  article  in  a  series  covering 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District.) 

A  new  development  in  science 
and  English  instruction  is  found  in 
the  Bio-Chem  Laboratory  Program 
at  Galileo  High  School.  A  team  of 
two  science  teachers,  and  a  full- 
time  laboratory  assistant  is  work- 
ing with  two  English  teachers  to 
provide  instruction  for  4  classes  of 
sophomore  students. 

Here,  work  is  presented  by  a 
team  composed  of  two  science 
teachers,  two  English  teachers,  and 
one  full-time  laboratory  teacher- 
technician. 

Students  in  the  program  have 
two  periods  of  common  instruction 
by  lecture  method,  two  single-class 
laboratory  sessions,  and  a  single 
discussion  session. 

Sessions  are  equal  in  length  to 
regular  periods. 

The  students  receive  their  in- 
struction in  three  different  instruc- 
tional settings.  On  Monday  they 
meet  as  a  group  for  lecture,  audio- 
visual and  guest  speaker  presenta- 
tions; on  either  Tuesday  or  Wed- 
nesday, they  meet  in  the  science 
room  for  a  double  period,  single 
class  size  laboratory  lesson,  and  on 
the  other  day,  in  the  English  rooms 
for  a  double  period  lesson;  on 
Thursday  they  meet  in  regular 
classes  for  one  period  of  discussion- 
recitation  in  science  and  English; 
and  on  Friday,  they  repeat  the 
Monday  pattern.  This  procedure 
provides  five  periods  of  instruction 
as  regular  classes  now  receive. 

Four  classes  are  being  conducted 
under  the  pattern  while  three 
classes  as  controls  are  being  given 
the  regular  pattern.  In  addition,  a 
variation  in  the  curriculum,  plac- 
ing greater  emphasis  on  the  rela- 
tionships between  biology  and 
chemistry,  is  being  offered  to  the 
seven  classes.  A  careful  evaluation 
of  the  two  variables,  change  in  in- 
structional pattern,  and  change  in 
the  curriculum,  is  being  conducted 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Arthur 
Coladarci,  Stanford  University.  The 
classes  are  divided  into  fast  and 
mixed  groups. 

In  common  instructional  sessions 
classes  meet  together,  but  other 
meetings  are  by  group. 

Teachers'  talents  are  utilized  in 
a  way  which  allows  them  to  handle 
classes  in  sessions  for  which  the 
teacher-instructor  is  best  suited. 
Other  periods  are  given  to  prepar- 
ation, evaluation,  and  additional 
tasks  peculiar  to  the  program. 


the  study  of  mathematics  and  science  in 

The  core-type  arrangement  is 
interesting  with  consideration  of 
its  combination  with  English. 

It  should  be  noted  that  a  95  I.Q. 
and  reading  level  not  less  than  one 
year  below  grade  level  are  the  min- 
imum prerequisites  for  inclusion 
into  the  program.  Teachers'  talents 
are  utilized  to  provide  student 
groups  with  each  instructor's  par- 
ticular competencies. 

New  facilities  are  now  being  con- 
structed at  Galileo  High  School,  in- 
cluding a  large  group  meeting 
room  for  110  students;  a  semi- 
micro-bacteriology  laboratory  for 
48  students  and  a  general  labora- 
tory providing  work  areas  includ- 
ing a  library-reference  room,  a 
construction  area,  a  constant  temp- 
erature room,  a  conference  room, 
a  balance  room,  and  a  distribution 
center  will  provide  the  three  types 
of  instructional  situations  now 
being  utilized  in  this  team  teach- 
ing approach. 

After-school  sections  in  biology, 
chemistry,  abstract  mathematics, 
mathematics  skills,  astronomy,  ge- 
ology and  bio-chemistry  are  now 
being  offered  for  students  from 
grades  5-12. 

Galileo  High  School  has  also,  for 
many  years,  given  a  special  course 
in  astronomy. 

Part  of  the  abstract  mathematics 
group  is  presently  constructing  an 
analog  computer. 

The  present  Lux  Bio-Chem  Lab- 
oratory Program  represents  an 
amalgamation  of  private  founda- 
tion, local,  state  and  federal  sup- 
port to  provide  voluntary  educa-

Curriculum  survey 

The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation announced  the  receipt  of 
the  Report  of  the  San  Francisco 
Curriculum  Survey  Committee  at 
the  regular  meeting  of  April  5, 
1960. 

The  Board  requested  that  Dr. 
Spears,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
make  an  evaluation  of  the  cur- 
riculum study  for  presentation  to 
the  policy-making  body  during  the 
middle  of  May,  this  year. 

It  was  announced  that  the  April 
13  meeting  of  the  Board  Curricu- 
lum Committee  will  seek  to  deter- 
mine procedures  to  be  used  in  the 
study  and  evaluation  of  the  rec- 
ommendations submitted  by  the 
eight  professors. 

Duplication  of  the  study  was  re- 
quested. Some  10,000  copies  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  curricu- 
lum survey  committee  are  to  be 
printed  in  booklet  form.  All  mem- 
bers of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  are  to  receive 
copies. 

Work  on  the  study  was  done  by 
a  group  of  8  professors,  selected  by 
the  presidents  of  the  University  of 
California  and  Stanford  University, 
at  the  request  of  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Education. 

Those  selected  from  the  faculty 
of  the  University  of  California 
were  Mark  Schorer,  Department  of 
English;  Tibor  Scitovsky,  Depart- 
ment of  Economics;  Abraham 
Seidenberg,  Department  of  Math- 
ematics; and  Henry  Rapoport,  De- 
partment of  Chemistry,  who  served 
as  co-chairman  of  the  group. 

Those  selected  from  the  faculty 
of  Stanford  University  were  Wil 
Ham  Irvine,  Department  of  Eng- 
lish; Gordon  E.  Latta,  Department 
of  Mathematics;  David  C.  Reg- 
nery,  Department  of  Biological 
Sciences;  and  William  C.  Bark, 
Department  of  History.

A  review  was  made  of  the  build- 
ing plans  of  the  new  Lowell  High 
School  plant  and  the  Golden  Gate 
Elementary  School  project.

The  San  Francisco  Chapter  of

The  organization's  proposals 
were  also  set  forth  in  a  17-page 
booklet  which  recommended  a 
general  13%  increase  in  salary 
and  suggested  the  establishment  of 
ratios  for  a  five  classification  plan.

Dr.  Ward  M.  Nichols,  personnel 
coordinator,  announces  that  those 
teachers  who  anticipate  retirement 
at  the  close  of  the  spring  semester 
of  1960  should  initiate  action  in 
the  near  future  in  order  that  retire- 
ment payment  may  not  be  delayed 
unnecessarily. 

In  encouraging  such  action,  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  Harold 
Spears  has  shown  great  concern 
for  teachers  making  proper  retire- 
ment provisions  to  serve  their  own 
personal  welfare. 

He  indicates  that  in  some  cases 
teachers  have  come  to  the  end  of 
their  teaching  career  without  hav- 
ing given  proper  thought  to  this 
matter. 

Superintendent  Spears  says :  "The 
unique  choice  that  confronts  a  San 
Francisco  teacher,  mainly  going 
out  on  State  or  local  retirement, 
is  one  that  may  make  the  differ- 
ence in  thousands  of  dollars  to  the 
employee;  the  decision  cannot  be 
taken  lightly,  but  must  be  prepared 
for." 
Suggested  retirement  procedures 

Suggestions  outlined  for  teachers 
in  handling  retirement  problems 
are  as  follows: 

1.  Submit  a  letter  to  the  Person- 
nel Coordinator  indicating  your  in- 
tention to  retire,  and  the  proposed 
date  of  retirement.  Copies  of  this 
letter  should  be  submitted  to  the 
appropriate  assistant  superintend- 
ent. 

2.  Write  to  the  State  Teachers' 
Retirement  System,  721  Capitol 
Avenue,  Sacramento,  California, 
notifying  that  office  of  your  inten- 
tion to  retire  and  requesting  the 
necessary  forms. 

3.  Notify  the  City  Employees' 
Retirement  System,  93  Grove 
Street,  of  your  intention  to  retire. 

4.  Request  both  the  state  and 
city  retirement  systems  for  assist- 
ance in  determining  which  retire- 
ment program  will  be  most  advan- 
tageous in  your  circumstances. 

5.  If  you  determine  that  the  State 
Retirement  System  will  provide 
greater  benefits  in  your  case,  you 
should  submit  a  letter  to  the  Per- 
sonnel Coordinator  resigning  from 
the  school  district.  This  is  neces- 
sary in  order  that  you  may  with- 
draw your  funds  from  the  local 
retirement  system  for  deposit  in 
the  State  Retirement  System. 

6.  Submit  the  required  forms 
early  in  order  to  expedite  action 
in  each  retirement  system. 

Because  processing  of  applica- 
tions take  some  time,  it  is  impor- 
tant that  they  be  submitted  suf- 


ficently    in    advance    to    enable    a 
proper  consideration  period. 
Transfer 

Teachers  who  desire  transfer 
should  submit  requests  for  same 
immediately.  Forms  for  this  pur- 
pose can  be  secured  from  the  Per- 
sonnel Office  and  copies  should  be 
submitted  to  the  Assistant  Super- 
intendent concerned,  and  to  the 
Personnel  Coordinator. 

The  request  for  transfer  should 
be  discussed  with  the  appropriate 
assistant  superintendent  at  the 
time  the  request  for  transfer  is 
filed. 

May  1,  1960,  is  the  deadline  for 
making  requests  for  transfer. 
Resignation 

It  is  assumed  by  the  personnel 
section  of  the  District,  that  all 
teachers  who  have  not  submitted 
resignations  prior  to  May  15,  1960, 
will  be  considered  to  be  under  con- 
tract for  the  ensuing  school  year, 
1960-61.

Board  hears  final  sal 

Salary  matters 

The  regular  Board  of  Education 
meeting  of  April  19,  1960,  heard 
the  final  formal  presentations  of 
teacher  and  staff  groups  concern- 
ing salary  proposals  for  the  1960- 
1961  school  year. 

The  Teachers  Joint  Salary  Com- 
mittee was  first  to  offer  their 
recommendations. 

Mr.  Joseph  A.  Alioto,  past  pres- 
ident of  the  Board  of  Education, 
was  introduced  by  Albert  Astor, 
and  gave  a  verbalization  of  the 
basic  considerations  set  forth  in 
the  written  document  prepared  by 
the  three,  combined,  teacher 
groups.  Mr.  Alioto  represented  the 
Association  for  Childhood  Educa- 
tion, the  San  Francisco  Classroom 
Teachers  Association,  and  the 
Teachers  Association  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

The  Teachers  Joint  Salary  Com- 
mittee proposals  for  1960-61  in- 
cluded the  request  for  adoption  of 
a  minimum  teachers'  salary  higher 
than  any  other  district  in  the 
Bay  Area,  and  the  establishment 
of  a  maximum  salary  double  that 
minimum. 

The  group  also  requested  the  re- 
titling  of  Classification  IV  of  the 
current  schedule  as  "City  College." 

Dr.  Harry  R.  Buttimer,  Jr.,  in- 
troduced proposals  of  the  Faculty 
Association  of  City  College. 

Dr.  Conlan,  president  of  the 
City  College  of  San  Francisco  join- 
ed in  a  presentation  of  proposals 
made  by  the  Faculty  Association 
of  City  College. 

Dr.  Conlan  requested  a  separate 
salary  classification  for  the  City 
College,  greater  flexibility  in  hir- 
ing and  salary  determination,  and 
increase  in  salaries. 

Mr.  Bert  W.  Levit,  past  presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Education, 
represented  the  San  Francisco  As- 
sociation of  Field  Administrators 
and  the  San  Francisco  Central  Of- 
fice Administrators;  he  offered  the 
suggestion  of  those  whom  he  rep- 
resented for  the  establishment  of 
a  ratio  between  administrative  and 
teacher  salaries. 

Harley  J.  Lawton  and  Ross  R. 
Miles,  representing  the  Association 
of  Supervisors  of  Child  Welfare 
and  Attendance,  requested  the 
equating  of  the  salaries  of  the  Su- 
pervisors of  Child  Welfare  and 
Attendance  with  those  of  depart- 
ment heads  and  head  counselors. 

Armand  Cello  who  represented 
the  San  Francisco  Chapter  of  the 
California  Council  for  Adult  Edu- 
cation requested  that  adult  teach- 
ers receive  salaries  in  accordance 
with  the  scale  adopted  for  regular 
teachers. 


ary  proposals 

Mrs.  Florence  Hagee,  represent- 
ing Child  Guidance  Services,  re- 
quested a  salary  ratio  of  1.3  above 
Classification  III  for  the  staff  of 
social  workers  and  psychologists 
of  the  CGS. 

The  Head  Counselors  Associa- 
tion's president,  Margaret  Poole, 
submitted  a  written  statement  re- 
questing that  the  position  of  head 
counselor  in  senior  and  junior  high 
schools  of  the  SFUSD  have  the 
same  classification  for  status  and 
salary  as  that  of  an  assistant  prin- 
cipal for  such  schools.

Report  on  the  gifted 

A  report  was  presented  to  the 
Board  of  Education  concerning 
"Curriculum  Adjustments  Provided 
by  the  San  Francisco  Schools  for 
Students  of  Superior  Ability." 

In  making  the  presentation  of 
materials,  the  S.F.  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  Dr.  Harold  Spears,  in- 
dicated that  the  information  sub- 
mitted was  largely  a  compilation 
of  reports  gathered  by  Curriculum 
Coordinator  Joseph  B.  Hill. 

The  work  represented  the  efforts 
and  analyses  of  virtually  all  ad- 
ministrators and  department  heads 
in  regard  to  existing  programs  for 
gifted  children.

Copy  deadline  is  Monday  prior 
to  publication. 


Shortly  after  the  beginning  of 
each  school  term,  principals  are  re- 
quested to  send  birthdate  data  to 
the  Attendance  Bureau.  Several 
principals  have  requested  that  the 
notice  be  placed  in  the  bulletin 
prior  to  the  close  of  the  term  in 
order  that  the  process  may  be  fa- 
cilitated at  the  opening  of  school. 
This  notice,  then,  applies  to  regis- 
tration for  September,  1960. 

Registration  of  minor  blanks 
should  contain  the  following  in- 
formation: the  number  of  the  birth 
certificate;  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a 
signed  statement  that  the  person 
enrolling  pupils  has  seen  the  birth 
certificate.  If  a  birth  certificate  is 
not  available,  a  baptismal  certifi- 
cate, passport,  affidavit  of  parent 
or  guardian,  or  an  official  notifica- 
tion or  certification  of  the  birth 
registration  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  may  be  used.  A 
hospital  certificate  is  not  accept- 
able verification.  The  method  of 
verification  should  be  indicated. 

It  should  be  noted  that  registra- 
tion of  minors  blanks  are  required 
for  all  new  pupils  entering  San 
Francisco  schools  for  the  first  time 
and  for  all  pupils  entering  kinder- 
garten. In  order  for  a  child  to  be 
entered  in  the  kindergarten  his 
birthdate  must  be  not  later  than 
December  2,  1955  (4  years  and  9 
months).  All  entrants  into  the 
first  grade  must  be  born  not  later 
than  December  2,  1954  (5  years 
and  9  months). 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum

Curriculum  study 

At  the  May  17  Board  meeting, 
the  Superintendent  presented  to 
the  Board  of  Education  his  report 
treating  the  recommendations  of 
the  curriculum  survey.  His  propos- 
als for  implementation  of  the  sur- 
vey were  taken  under  advisement 
by  the  Board  of  Education  to  be 
treated  at  a  later  meeting. 

The  report  was  organized  into  a 
number  of  distinct  sections,  the 
first  being  a  list  of  23  recommend- 
ations for  implementation. 

In  the  second  section,  he  had 
drawn  from  the  Survey  Report  all 
of  those  items  over  which  the  local 
Board  of  Education  has  no  immed- 
iate control.  Most  of  these  are 
State  mandated  policies  treating 
instruction  and  related  aspects  of 
school  operation. 

A  third  section  was  a  detailed 
study  of  all  recommendations 
which  could  not  be  put  into  effect 
without  major  budget  expendi- 
tures. In  each  case,  the  estimated 
cost  had  been  computed  carefully 
with  the  help  of  the  Business  and 
Research  offices. 

Two  other  sections  followed,  one 
treating  elementary  education  and 
the  other,  secondary  schools.  In 
both  cases  the  Superintendent  in- 
cluded research  information  show- 
ing the  standing  of  the  local  schools 
in  their  instructional  programs. 

A  review  of  the  Superintendent's 
15-Point  Curriculum  Strengthen- 
ing Program  was  included  to  show 
the  close  relationship  of  these  pur- 
poses with  the  intentions  of  the 
college  survey  group.

Budget  and  other  matters 

A  major  consideration  of  the 
May  17  meeting  of  the  Board  was 
the  completion  of  an  item-by-item 
review  of  the  69-page  budget.  The 
$48  million  budget  represents  a 
1.4%  increase  over  that  of  last 
year's  total.  It  has  been  pointed 
out  that  the  proposed  budget  will 
affect  the  tax  rate  very  little. 

A  saving  of  $8000  in  Driver 
Training  was  mentioned  by  Presi- 
dent Skinner.  The  Board  leader 
commended  local  automobile  deal- 
ers Cecil  Whitebone;  Geary  Mo- 
tors; Wm.  A.  Hughson;  and  S&C 
Motors  for  making  this  possible, 
through  a  loan  of  four  vehicles  to 
the  driver  training  program. 

The  Board  President  commended 
Mr.  Edgar  Lahl  and  Mr.  Joseph 
Galvin  for  their  work  in  making 
arrangements  for  Driver  Training. 

The  Board  set  several  dates  for 
final  considerations: 

Fire  Insurance  on  May  31, 

Teachers'  salary  on  June  7,  and 

formal  acceptance  of  the  budget 
on  August  10. 

The  Board  discussed  Fire  Safety, 
including  the  use  of  alarm  boxes 
and  telephone  communications,  and 
other  alternate  possibilities. 

Use  of  closed-circuit  television 
was  again  considered,  along  with 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Spears'  report  on  possibilities  and 
cost  for  such  a  program.

The  meeting  was  devoted  mainly 
to  a  review  of  the  23  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Superintendent  in  fol- 
lowing the  survey  report.

Edward  Matzger  and  Commission- 
er Charles  J.  Foehn. 

Participants  in  a  discussion  of 
curriculum  problems  included  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  Harold 
Spears  and  members  of  the  Dis- 
trict's Staff;  as  well  as  members 
of  the  survey  team  which  submit- 
ted a  "Report  on  San  Francisco 
Curriculum"  in  April  of  this  year.

School  Board  hears  praise  given  for 
District's  laboratory  science  work 


Dr.  Spears  makes  plea  for 

The  Board  of  Education,  at  its 
regular  meeting  of  May  31,  1960, 
heard  words  of  praise  given  by 
Charles  L.  Lewis,  Executor  of  the 
Miranda  Lux  Foundation. 

The  Board  authorized  the  accept- 
ance of  $30,000  from  the  Lux  Foun- 
dation to  be  used  in  the  operation 
of  the  Lux  Bio-chemistry  Labora- 
tory at  Galileo  High  School;  and 
also  authorized  the  acceptance  of 
a  grant  of  $1828.33  from  the  foun- 
dation for  use  in  the  purchase  of 
tools  and  equipment  for  the  elec- 
tronic laboratory  at  Polytechnic. 

Mr.  Lewis  stated,  on  behalf  of 
himself  and  the  Lux  Foundation, 
what  pleasure  it  was  to  recognize 
the  "fine  program  made  by  the 
SFUSD  in  the  two  Lux-sponsored 
laboratories"  at  Polytechnic  and 
Galileo  High  Schools.  The  Lux 
representative  stated  that  the  lab- 
oratory programs  were  further  evi- 
dence that  the  SFUSD  does  "com- 
mon things  uncommonly  well." 

Mr.  Skinner,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  complimented 
the  Miranda  Lux  Foundation  for 
making  possible  the  two  additions 
to  the  science  program.

New  ruling  given  on 
Sabbatical  Leaves 

Dr.  Lester  R.  Steig,  Salary  Co- 
ordinator, has  announced  a  new 
ruling  made  by  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation at  its  regular  meeting  of 
May  31,  1960,  relative  to  Sabbatical 
Leaves. 

Following  the  recommendation 
of  Legal  Adviser  Irving  G.  Breyer, 
the  Board  passed  a  resolution 
which  clarified  the  status  of  Sab- 
batical Leave  requests. 

On  April  5,  1960,  the  Board  of 
Education  adopted  a  number  of 
changes  in  Sabbatical  Leave  regu- 
lations, among  those  of  which  was 
a  reduction  from  24  to  18  units 
which  are  required  for  study. 

The  resolution  of  May  31,  made 
the  reduction  changes  effective 
July  1,  1960;  and  added  that  Sab- 
batical Leave  agreements  which 
have  already  been  executed  when 
the  requirement  of  24  semester 
units  was  still  in  effect,  need  not 
be  reissued. 

The  new  ruling  by  the  Board  of 
Education  means  that  Sabbatical 
Leaves,  which  have  been  entered 
into  for  the  Spring  of  the  school 
year  1959-60  and  the  Fall  of  the 
school  year  1960-61,  will  not  be 
affected.  ..

(This  is  the  last  of  a  series  of  articles  on 
the  SFUSD.) 

Science  and  mathematics  study 
begins  in  Kindergarten  for  students 
enrolled  in  the  SFUSD. 

Upon  the  basic  understandings 
acquired  in  the  earliest  years  of 
school,  all  later  study  rests.  These 
associations  form  the  bases  of  a 
student's  knowledge,  structured 
and  correlated,  within  the  mind. 

All  the  SFUSD  Divisions  contin- 
ually study  the  concepts,  materials, 
and  presentations  used  in  grades  K 
through  12. 

During  the  1959  summer  session, 
a  five-teacher  group,  representing 
the  various  divisions,  produced 
some  18,700  work  units  for  use  as 
enrichment  materials  in  grades  5- 
12. 

Twenty-eight  types  of  units  were 
developed  which  ranged  from  con- 
cept to  problem-type  over  mater- 
ials of  four  to  thirty-eight  pages  in 
length. 

The  elementary  division  has  nine 
of  these  units  in  use  at  the  present 
time  and  twenty-nine  others  serve 
students  on  junior  and  senior  high 
school  levels.

The  studies  are  "self-instruction" 
units.  They  are  for  use,  primarily, 
as  materials  to  supplement  and  en- 
rich regular  work  in  mathematics 
on  the  various  instructional  levels. 

Since  last  summer,  six  more  units 
of  similar  type  have  been  prepared. 
The  112,775  pages  produced  in 
the  productive  work  are  now  regu- 
lar implements  for  use  in  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  District-wide 
program. 

Four  man-years,  based  on  school 
time,  have  been  dedicated  to  cur- 
riculum assistance  during  the  last 
three  years. 

Elementary  materials  have  be- 
come items  of  regular  distribution, 
while  the  secondary  materials  are 
catalogued   and  obtainable  on  or- 


the  science  and  mathematics  programs  of 

der.  Few  secondary  materials  re- 
main, and  new  editions  are  in  the 
process  of  preparation. 

The  overall  trend  of  both  mathe- 
matics and  science  study  in  the 
SFUSD,  has  been  characterized  by: 

( 1 )  re-evaluation  and  review 

(2)  critical  analysis 

(3)  re-structuring  and  re-vamp- 
ing 

(4)  development  of  new  methods 
and  materials 

(5)  extension  of  study  in  depth 

(6)  extension  of  subject  matter 
included 

(7)  greater  conceptural  under- 
standing of  more  material  than 
heretofore  included  in  pre-college 
education.

Mrs.  Murphy  listed  seven  points 
for  bicycle  riders  to  remember : 

1.  To  control  bicycle  well;  do 
not  go  at  an  excessive  speed. 

2.  Be  careful  and  attentive  at 
intersections. 

3.  Do  not  hold  on  to  other  mov- 
ing vehicles. 

4.  Be  sure  bicycles  have  lights 
required  for  use  after  dark. 

5.  Do  not  carry  cumbersome 
loads  on  handlebars. 

6.  Do  not  cut  in  and  out  of 
traffic. 

7.  Be  sure  to  use  lawful  arm 
signals  when  turning. 

All  bicycles  found  by  the  S.  F. 
Police  Department  are  kept  at  the 
Police  Juvenile  Bureau,  2475 
Greenwich  Street. 

The  Juvenile  Bureau  is  open 
Monday  through  Saturday. 

All  bicycles  should  be  registered 
with  the  Tax  Collector  at  City 
Hall  at  a  cost  of  50^  per  year.  By 
so  doing,  youngsters  have  a  better 
chance  of  finding  lost  or  stolen 
bicycles. 


CCSF  professor  to  give  course  in  Italy

Check  list  given  for 
handling  injured  pupils 

If  the  parents  of  the  pupil  have 
filed  a  Christian  Science  exemption 
card  with  the  school,  the  following 
procedure  should  be  followed  in 
handling  the  injured  student: 

1.  Minor  injuries,  such  as  small 
cuts  and  abrasions,  should  be  wash- 
ed with  plain  bar  soap  and  water 
only. 

2.  If  the  injury  requires  more 
than  the  above,  the  parents  should 
be  contacted.  No  additional  first 
aid  should  be  given. 

3.  If  the  parents  cannot  be  lo- 
cated and  the  injury  is  serious,  the 
nearest  Christian  Science  practi- 
tioner should  be  called. 

4.  In  the  event  of  hemorrhage, 
poison,  or  cessation  of  breathing, 
school  personnel  are  required  to 
render  appropriate  first  aid  and,  in 
failing  to  reach  the  Christian  Sci- 
ence practitioner,  a  physician 
should  be  contacted. 

5.  School  personnel  are  author- 
ized and  must  take  whatever 
measures  are  necessary  to  save 
the  life  of  the  child.  In  all  other 
cases,  however,  nothing  should  be 
done  except  as  indicated  by  the 
parent  or  practitioner.

Some  3,425  high  school  juniors 
and  seniors,  and  560  adults  were 
training  during  the  year  1959-60. 

Head  of  the  Driver  Education 
and  Training  program,  Joseph 
Galvin,  has  expressed  his  appreci- 
ation to  local  Chevrolet  dealers  for 
supplying  $12,000  worth  of  driver- 
training  equipment  in  the  form  of 
cars  used  in  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion.

Public  Schools  during  the  era  of 
World  War  I,  Mrs.  Harris'  talents 
as  an  administrator  was  soon  no- 
ticed. Following  a  short  period  as 
a  teacher  in  the  Emerson  and 
West  Portal  Elementary  Schools, 
she  was  made  Assistant  Principal 
to  the  late  Charlotte  Estes,  then 
principal  of  West  Portal. 

The  distinguished  career  of  Mrs. 
Harris  has  included  principalships, 
numerous  years  in  supervisory  ca- 
pacities, and  the  position  of  Gen- 
eral Supervisor  of  Elementary 
Schools  prior  to  her  selection  as 
Assistant  Superintendent  in  1955. 

She  expertly  administered  over 
100  elementary  schools  as  Assistant 
Superintendent. 

Thousands  of  San  Francisco  citi- 
zens have  achieved  life  goals 
through  the  efforts  of  the  careful 
planning  and  tireless  dedication  to 
duty  given  by  Mrs.  Alta  Harris. 
Educational  pioneer 

Mrs.  Sutter,  Director  of  the 
Physically  Handicapped  Children 
of  the  S.  F.  Public  Schools,  will  be 
among  those  retiring  from  service 
this  June. 

Mrs.  Sutter  is  an  energetic  wo- 
man of  outstanding  qualities.  Al- 
though a  pioneer  in  the  field  of 
instruction  for  the  physically  hand- 
icapped, her  vigor  does  not  betray 
the  45  years  of  service  she  has 
given  to  the  program.  Mrs.  Sutter 
is  a  native  of  San  Francisco,  and 
a  graduate  of  Girls'  High  School, 
as  well  as  being  a  graduate  of  the 
S.F.  State  Normal  School,  as  was 
Mrs.  Harris. 

She  was  appointed  a  teacher  of 
the  John  Swett  Elementary  School 
in  1915,  and  following  a  year  of 
service,  assisted  in  the  establish- 
ment of  speech  correction  classes 
in  the  S.  F.  schools. 

Mrs.  Sutter's  service  has  also  in- 
cluded 29  years  of  teaching  speech 
classes  at  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, Saturday  mornings. 

The  retiring  director  of  the 
physically  handicapped  has  work- 
ed with  the  Northern  California 
Council  for  Exceptional  Children 
to  encourage  a  teaching  program 
for  the  physically  and  mentally 
handicapped,  and  superior  children. 
She  was  secretary  of  the  NCCEC 
for  22  years. 

In  1930,  Mrs.  Sutter  was  appoint- 
ed Assistant  Supervisor  of  the  de- 
partment which  she  now  heads;  in 
1936,  she  was  appointed  Supervisor 
of   the    division.    Mrs.    Sutter   be- 


came   Director    of   the    Physically 
Handicapped  in  1946. 

Mrs.  Sutter  assisted  the  North- 
ern California  Council  for  Excep- 
tional Children  in  establishing  a 
training  center  for  teachers  in  sep- 
cial  education  at  S.  F.  State  Col- 
lege in  1947. 


Mrs.  Katharine  Surrer 

Director  Sutter's  friendly  man- 
ner, patience,  and  understanding 
facilitated  the  handling  of  one  of 
education's  most  difficult  programs. 
She  will  long  be  remembered  as  a 
kindly  person  as  well  as  a  gentle 
and  efficient  administrator.

Credit  given 

Increment  and  classification 
credit  is  given  for  in-service  course 
work. 

All  regularly  employed  S.  F. 
teachers  are  required,  by  Board  of 
Education  policy,  to  satisfactorily 
complete  six  semester  units  of  ac- 
ceptable work  in  order  to  advance 
from  one  "increment  block"  to 
another. 

"Increment  blocks"  are  defined 
as  periods  of  time. 

Teachers  on  salary  Classification 
I  must  complete  six  units  every 
three  years. 

Those  on  Classification  II  have 
four-year  increment  blocks. 

The  increment  block  for  those 
in  Classification  III  is  five  com- 
plete school  years. 

Six  units  of  work  must  be  com- 
pleted in  each  increment  block  re- 
gardless of  classification;  only  the 
time-span  of  the  blocks  for  each 
classification  differ. 

Teachers  failing  to  complete  the 
required  units  in  the  allowed  time 
are  not  granted  salary  increments 
until  such  unit  requirements  have 
been  fulfilled.

New  elementary  school  to  be  built 


At  the  regular  meeting  of  Aug- 
ust 23,  1960,  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion accepted  the  bid  for  construc- 
tion of  the  new  Clarendon  Elemen- 
tary School.  The  school  which  is 
to  be  situated  on  Clarendon  Drive 
will  serve  the  West  of  Twin  Peaks 
and  Sutro  Forest  areas. 

Construction  will  start  within 
the  next  several  weeks  on  the 
eighteen  classrooms,  auditorium, 
and  all-purpose  community  cafe- 
teria room  which  will  comprise  the 
units  of  the  new  school.  The  new 
Clarenden  Elementary  School  was 


designed  by  the  architectural  firm 
of  Wurster,  Bernardi  and  Emmons. 
The  construction  of  the  school  is 
under  the  1956  Bond  Issue. 

The  new  addition,  with  a  capa- 
city of  540  students,  is  of  contemp- 
orary design  and  will  be  situated 
on  a  terraced  location. 
Other  Units 

Work  has  begun  on  the  new 
Lowell  High  School  to  be  located 
on  Eucalyptus  Drive  and  construc- 
tion will  begin  on  another  new 
senior  high  school,  Southeast,  this 
fall.

21.  Add  to  the  list  and  DOUBLE 
STAR  the  names  of  any  pupils  who 
have  not  been  in  attendance  during 
this  period  but  who  had  registered 
previously  and  whose  absence  be- 
cause of  sickness  you  have  verified. 

In  order  to  keep  records  correct, 
any  child  who  returns  to  school 
after  September  21st,  or  enters  af- 


ter that  date,  should  be  reported  to 
the  Bureau  of  Attendance  at  once 
either  by  a  transfer,  if  he  has  one, 
or  by  an  Entered  Without  Transfer 
slip. 

Data  requested 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be 
checked  immediately,  principals  are 
requested  to  send  at  once  to  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  Registration 
of  Minor  blanks  for  all  new  pupils 
entering  San  Francisco  Schools  for 
the  first  time  and  for  all  pupils  en- 
tering kindergarten.

certificate.  If  a  birth  certificate  is 
not  available,  a  baptismal  certifi- 
cate, passport,  affidavit  of  parent 
or  guardian,  or  an  official  notifica- 
tion or  certification  of  the  birth 
registration  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  may  be  used.  A 
hospital  certificate  is  not  accept- 
able verification.  The  r.  ethod  of 
verification  should  be  indicated. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten,  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  December 
2,  1955  (4  years  and  9  months).  All 
entrants  into  the  first  grade  must 
be  born  not  later  than  December 
2,  1954  (5  years  and  9  months). 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to  the 
kindergarten  or  first  grade  of  a 
school.  Therefore  no  child  may  be 
admitted  to  the  kindergarten  or 
first  grade  of  a  school  without  ac- 
ceptable verification  as  noted 
above. 

In  order  that  absent  pupils  may 
be  checked  immediately  and  "trans-

Gifted  students  are  greater  "risk 
takers"  in  the  world  of  ideas  than 
are  non-gifted  students  according 
to  a  report  of  two  researchers  at 
the  University  of  California  Center 
for  the  Study  of  Higher  Education 
at  Berkeley.

1877  Superintendent's  report.

American  tradition 

Dr.  Spears  reviewed  the  history 
of  the  American  secondary  school 
to  show  that  there  had  been  a  grad- 
ual change  from  its  beginning  to 
meet  current  public  demands.

Franklin  for  having  established  the 
concept  of  the  comprehensive  high 
school  with  elective  courses.

Board  establishes  new  procedure 


At  the  August  2,  1960,  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  presented 
by  Commissioner  Matzger,  second- 
ed by  Commissioner  Ladar,  and 
passed  unanimously  by  the  Board.

In  explaining  the  intent  of  her 
motion,  Mrs.  Matzger  made  the 
following  introductory  remarks: 

"It  is  obvious  from  the  experi- 
ence of  this  past  school  year  that 


revision  of  the  form  of  the  local 
teachers'  salary  schedule  must  be 
considered. 

"Significant  changes  in  its  struc- 
ture were  proposed  to  the  Board  of 
Education  by  the  various  teachers' 
groups  last  spring.  In  fact,  their 
various  proposals  for  salary  in- 
creases were  based  upon  pronoun- 
ced changes  in  the  schedule  struc- 
ture. The  same  was  true  of  the 
salary  presentations  made  by  Pres- 
ident Skinner  and  Commissioner 
Foehn. 

"It  is  also  obvious  that  the  mul- 
tiplicity of  details  of  such  numer- 
ous suggestions  places  the  Board 
of  Education  in  no  position  to  make 
a  logical  selection  from  among 
them  without  careful  screening. 

"The  present  schedule  has  been 
in  effect  since  1947  with  no  major 
structural  alterations.  We  should 
look  to  the  Superintendent  to  study 
the  matter  and  bring  to  the  Board 
a  recommended  schedule  during 
this  coming  school  year."

was  from  1892-1922  which  he  char- 
acterized as  the  30-year  reform. 

Another  period  of  intensive  study 
was  the  1930-1940  period  reflecting 
the  problems  of  youth  during  the 
depression  years. 

The  Superintendent  substantiat- 
ed his  selection  of  these  two  periods 
with  references  to  National  com- 
missions that  studied  the  school. 
The  American  high  school  can  be 
summarized  in  6  points,  he  said: 

1.  It  is  a  common  school.  It 
serves  all  American  youth. 

2.  It  is  a  direct  descendent  of  its 
forerunners,  and  bears  a  family 
resemblance.  But  it  is  much  strong- 
er. 

3.  It  is  a  comprehensive  school, 
that  resolves  the  differences  in  pu- 
pils and  their  destinations. 

4.  The  curriculum  represents  a 
carefully  developed  plan  rather 
than  a  chance  collection  of  offer- 
ings. 

5.  The  school's  unique  feature  is 
the  plan  of  elective  courses,  which 
enables  it  to  shift  with  the  times. 

6.  It  is  the  people's  school;  not 
the  professionals'. 
Improvements  cited 

L)r.  Spears  indicated  enthusiasm 
for  the  current  concern  for  im- 
provement of  the  American  high 
school  and  stated  that  he  felt 
San  Francisco  will  continue  her 
leadership  in  this  devotion  to  better 
schools. 

He  gave  the  following  as  exam- 
ples of  the  gradual  curriculum  evo- 
lution that  is  going  on  in  our  own 
high  schools: 

1.  The  movement  of  content  and 
courses  downward  to  challenge  the 
more  able. 

2.  The  systematic  attack  upon 
reading  problems  in  the  junior  high 
schools. 

3.  The  emergence  of  new  courses 
in  the  science  departments,  bio- 
chemistry, and  electronics. 

4.  The  provision  of  science  lab- 
oratories in  the  junior  high  schools. 

5.  The  de-emphasis  upon  the 
more  general  courses  (e.g.  goals 
courses)  and  attention  to  the  more 
specific. 

6.  History  and  geography  courses 
shifting  toward  the  Far  East,  Rus- 
sia, the  Middle  East,  and  Africa. 

7.  Firming  up  the  course  lanes  in 
the  senior  high  schools. 

8.  The  acceptance  of  automation 
as  a  practical  means  of  teaching  a 
student  a  modern  foreign  language. 

9.  A  controlled  experiment  in 
nine  algebra,  geometry,  and  trigo-

Doctors  praise  the  SFUSD 
Driver  Training  Program 


Driver  Education  and  Driver 
Training  were  recently  praised  in 
the  Bulletin  of  the  San  Francisco 
Medical  Society.  Studies  cited  in 
the  medical  periodical  indicate  that 
reductions  in  accident  and  injury 
rates  of  50%  or  more  have  occur- 
red where  those  receiving  driver 
training  were  compared  with  un- 
trained drivers. 

A  Minnesota  study  revealed  an 
accident  rate  of  36.3  per  cent  in 
the  untrained  and  18.3  in  the  train- 
ed. In  trying  to  reduce  annual  U.S. 
fatalities  of  40,000  yearly,  driver 
training  was  established  in  Cali- 
fornia in  1953.

3,276  of  San  Francisco's  Public 
High  School  students  received  be- 
hind-the-wheel  instruction  last 
year.  Half  of  those  trained  were 
girls.

Totals  double 

The  number  of  teachers  taking 
further  study  to  learn  the  latest 
developments  in  subject  fields  and 
education  is  increasing.  This  is  true 
of  both  in-service  and  college  credit 
courses. 

Over  fifty  awards  of  scholarships 
and  grants-in-aid  were  given  for 
work  during  the  summer  of  1960; 
this  represents  a  total  twice  as 
large  as  that  for  similar  awards 
given  a  year  ago. 

The  teachers  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Unified  School  District  are 
continually  giving  evidence  of  their 
energetic  pursuit  of  knowledge  of 
the  latest  developments  in  subject 
matter  and  teaching  methodology 
for  the  benefit  of  the  children  of 
San  Francisco. 

Last  year  the  figures  given  by 
Salary  Coordinator  Lester  R.  Steig 
indicated  that  80%  of  the  teaching 
staff  of  District  schools  were  ac- 
tively pursuing  programs  of  pro- 
fessional growth  through  college 
credit  and  in-service  work. 

This  year,  current  figures  tend 
to  show  that  even  more  teachers 
may  avail  themselves  of  advanced 
educational  study. 

Some  teacher  work  is  supported 
by  the  individual  participants, 
while  other  work  is  sponsored  by 
educationally-minded  groups,  com- 
panies, and  individuals  in  the  form 
of  scholarships  and  grants-in-aid.

Board  authorizes  training  plans 
for  nurses  at  City  College  of  S.  F. 


The  Board  of  Education  has  au- 
thorized the  establishment  of  a 
nursing  education  program  at  the 
City  College  of  San  Francisco. 

The  program  to  be  established, 
will  lead  to  a  Junior  College  Asso- 
ciate of  Arts  Degree  in  nursing  at 
the  institution.  Dr.  Louis  G.  Con- 
Ian,  president  of  City  College,  in- 
dicates that  the  City  College  of 
San  Francisco  plan  will  lead  to 
the  R.N.,  Registered  Nurse,  quali- 
fication. A  unique  arrangement  of 
required  courses  will  allow  nursing 
students  to  complete  a  three-year 
requirement  within  two  years  and 
two  summer  sessions. 

Superintendent  of  Schools,  Har- 
old Spears,  in  proposing  the  plan 
for  Board  consideration,  stated 
that  State  funds  will  assist  the 
local  plans  in  providing  excellent 
training. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  no 
additional  laboratory  facilities  or 
equipment  will  be  required  for  the 
institution  of  nurses  training  since 
students  will  receive  their  instruc- 
tion in  the  fields  of  physiology,  an- 
atomy, nutrition,  and  micro-biology 
in  laboratories  already  established 
and  in  use  at  the  City  College. 
Hospitals  Cooperate 

Various  hospitals  in  San  Fran- 
cisco are  expected  to  cooperate  in 
the  implementation  of  the  new 
program  at  City  College  of  San 
Francisco. 

The  hospital  cooperation  will  in- 
clude the  use  of  certain  facilities 
and  the  utilization  of  some  techni- 
cal advice. 

The  State  Board  of  Nurse  Exam- 
iners has  been  of  assistance  in 
making  preliminary  plans  for  the 
new  offering  in  nurses  training. 

A  full-time  qualified  graduate 
nurse  is  to  act  as  chairman  of  the 
newly  established  department.

Begins  This  Year 

Nurses  training  at  the  City  Col- 
lege of  San  Francisco  is  to  be  es- 
tablished during  the  1960-61  school 
year. 

It  is  estimated  that  forty-eight 
students  will  be  enrolled  during 
the  first  year. 

The  students  will  take  their  sci- 
ence and  academic  subjects  in  the 
regular  classes  of  the  college. 
Three  instructors  are  to  be  em- 
ployed to  teach  the  fledgling  nurses 
technical  subjects. 

Under  the  regulation  set  forth 
by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners, 
the  technical  classes  are  to  be  lim- 
ited to  eight  students  per  section 
in  order  to  meet  standards  of  re- 
quired excellence. 

Dr.  Conlan  stressed  the  fact, 
while  speaking  at  the  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Education  on 
August  23,  1960,  that  nursing  is 
not  a  subject  solely  for  those  of 
the  female  gender;  and  cited  ex- 
amples of  leading  local  male 
nurses. 

The  new  service  to  be  offered  by 
City  College  of  San  Francisco  will 
add  a  new  technical  advantage  to 
those  already  given  by  the  institu- 
tion. Among  similar  programs  al- 
ready in  existence  at  City  College 
stands  that  which  trains  dental 
technicians. 
Background 

Dr.  Conlan  states  that  City  Col- 
lege will,  through  the  Board  action, 
join  a  list  of  sixteen  junior  colleges 
carrying  on  nurses  training.  The 
pilot  institution  for  such  a  program 
was  Pasadena  Junior  College. 

Advisory  groups  for  the  action 
include  the  San  Francisco  League 
for  Nursing,  California  State  Nurs- 
es Association,  State  Board  of 
Nurse  Examiners,  San  Francisco 
Hospital  Conference,  San  Francisco 
County  Medical  Society,  and  the 
University  of  California  School  of 
Nursing. 

An  instrumental  action  was 
taken  last  year  through  the  issu- 
ance of  a  report  by  a  special  ad- 
visor to  Mayor  George  Christopher, 
George  Monardo,  which  called  for 
cooperation  between  the  San  Fran- 
cisco County  Hospital  and  the  City 
College  in  the  establishment  of  a 
joint  nurses  training  program. 
Committee 

On  April  22,  I960,  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  advisory  committee  was 
held  at  the  County  Medical  So- 
ciety.

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Interesting  Exchange 
available  for  1961-62 

October  15  is  the  deadline  for 
applications  by  teachers  for  em- 
ployment overseas  in  55  countries 
under  the  United  States  Interna- 
tional Educational  Exchange  Pro- 
gram, the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education 
said  today  in  a  new  publication, 
"Teacher  Exchange  Opportunities 
1961-62." 

About  400  positions  will  be  avail- 
able to  American  teachers  in  these 
countries  under  the  exchange  pro- 
gram during  the  1961-62  academic 
year.  Positions  will  be  open  in  both 
American  -  sponsored  elementary 
and  secondary  schools  as  well  as 
schools  of  the  participating  coun- 
tries. 

The  publication  gives  detailed  in- 
formation on  basic  requirements 
for  Americans,  the  types  of  ex- 
change arrangements,  maintenance 
grants,  foreign  currency  and  trans- 
portation. 

The  Office  of  Education  is  re- 
sponsible, under  the  Fulbright  Act 
which  authorized  the  program,  to 
receive  applications  from  American 
teachers  and  school  administrators 
who  wish  to  participate  in  teacher 
exchanges  and  seminars.  It  reviews 
applications  and  recommends  pan- 
els of  candidates  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  State  for  presentation  to 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Scholarships 
which  makes  the  selection. 

Applicants,  the  report  says,  must 
have  United  States  citizenship, 
either  by  birth  or  by  naturaliza- 
tion. They  must  hold  either  a 
Bachelor's  degree  or  its  equivalent. 
At  least  three  years  of  successful 
full-time  teaching,  preferably  in 
the  subject  field  and  at  the  level 
of  the  position  for  which  applica- 
tion is  made,  is  required. 

Although  facility  in  reading, 
writing  and  speaking  of  the  lan- 
guage of  the  host  country  is  not 
required  in  every  instance,  it  is 
described  by  the  publication  as  a 
"definite  asset."

Sabbatical  leave  applications  due  on 
October  I;  reports  on  November  5 


Applications  for  Sabbatical  leaves 
commencing  with  the  Spring  se- 
mester, 1961,  must  be  submitted  by 
October  1,  according  to  Dr.  Ward 
Nichols,  director  of  personnel. 

Dr.  Nichols  pointed  out  that  reg- 
ulations regarding  sabbatical  leave 
state: 

Applications 

"Sabbatical  leave  applications 
must  be  submitted  to  the  principal 
of  the  school  in  which  the  appli- 
cant is  serving,  for  his  recommend- 
ation. When  the  applicant's  serv- 
ices have  been  very  satisfactory, 
principals  will  recommend  approval 
on  prepared  forms,  and  forward 
such  applications  and  recommend- 
ations to  the  assistant  superin- 
tendent in  charge  of  his  division 
for  recommendation  and  forward- 
ing to  the  Personnel  Division  prior 
to  October  1  or  March  1  of  the 
semester  preceding  that  in  which 
the  leave  is  desired.  Sabbatical 
leaves  will  be  granted  only  for  one 
semester  or  one  year.  Sabbatical 
leaves  shall  begin  with  the  begin- 


ning of  the  semester  only,  unless 
othewise  recommended  by  the  Su- 
perintendent for  the  good  of  the 
school  district." 

RgnArtK 

Those  teachers  who  have  return- 
ed to  duty  after  sabbatical  leave 
should  be  aware  of  the  section  of 
the  regulations  also  quoted  below. 

"Upon  completion  of  the  leave, 
and  within  60  days  of  the  teach- 
er's return  to  duty,  a  detailed  itin- 
erary, and  a  written  report  of  not 
less  than  2,500  words  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Personnel  Division 
setting  forth  the  teacher's  reac- 
tions to  the  trip  and  a  statement 
of  the  benefits  received  from  it.  A 
description  of  the  trip  will  not 
satisfy  this  requirement.  This  re- 
port shall  be  referred  to  the  assist- 
ant superintendent  of  the  division 
in  which  the  teacher  serves,  the 
Salary  Coordinator,  and  the  Per- 
sonnel Coordinator  for  approval." 

Complete  Sabbatical  leave  regu- 
lations are  appended  to  the  appli- 
cation blank.  Questions  should  be 
referred  to  the  personnel  division.

Jewish  celebrate  Holy  Days 


Currently,  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's many  Jewish  people  are 
celebrating  the  observance  of  their 
Holy  Season  and  the  beginning  of 
their  New  Year,  5721. 

Friday,  September  30,  1960,  at 
sundown,  the  holiest  of  Hebrew 
Holidays,  Yom  Kippur,  begins.  Em- 
ployees, both  certificated  and  non- 
certificated,  of  the  Jewish  faith  are 
permitted  to  be  absent  on  Friday 
evening. 

On  Thursday,  September  22,  the 
SFUSD's  Jewish  employees  were 
permitted  to  be  absent  to  observe 
Rosh  Hashanah.

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Dr.  William  B.  Sanborn,  director 
of  the  Bureau  of  Instructional 
Materials,  has  released  findings  of 
a  nation-wide  survey  on  the  use  of 
Educational  Television. 

The  S.F.  Unified  School  District 
cooperated  in  the  survey  on  the  use 
of  Educational  T.V.  sponsored  by 
the  Ampex  firm  of  Redwood  City, 
California. 
Findings 

Some  of  the  interesting  informa- 
tion is  as  follows: 

An  estimated  575  or  36%  of 
public  school  districts  located  in 
urban  areas  (2,500  population  and 
over)  now  receive  Instructional 
TV  (ITV). 

Those  districts  located  in  the 
Middle  Atlantic,  New  England, 
and  South  Atlantic  Census  Regions 
appear  to  use  ITV  more  extensive- 
ly than  districts  in  other  regions. 

About  400,  or  24%  of  the  urban 
districts  plan  to  use  ITV  over  the 
next  two  years.  Intermountain  and 
East  North  Central  regions  plan 
the  most  extensive  use  of  ITV.  The 
remaining  650,  or  40%  of  the  ur- 
ban districts  indicate  no  plans  for 
ITV. 

Urban  districts  with  grades  K- 
12  appear  to  utilize  ITV  more  ex- 
tensively than  those  solely  ele- 
mentary or  secondary  in  type  (37% 
compared  with  33%  and  31%  re- 
spectively). More  K-12  districts 
also  express  plans  for  ITV  than 
other  types  of  districts  (26%  indi- 
cating intentions  compared  with 
19%  and  20%  respectively). 

One-third  of  all  schools  in  ITV- 
viewing  districts  (575)  now  receive 
some  television  instruction.  In  two 
years,  these  districts  indicate  that 
two-thirds  of  their  schools  will  be 
viewing  ITV.  Secondary  school  dis- 
tricts indicate  the  greatest  increase 
in  viewing  schools,  from  35%  to- 
day to  98%  in  two  years. 

Nearly  half  of  all  instructional 
television  is  received  from  com- 
mercial broadcasting  stations.  ETV 
broadcasts  are  viewed  by  only 
30%  of  the  urban  districts.  Only 
one  district  in  100  has  its  own 
closed  circuit  television  system. 

Those  urban  districts  planning 
ITV  indicate  that  ETV  broadcasts 
will  be  their  favorite  source,  with 
43%  indicating  this  source.  Com- 
mercial TV  will  be  used  by  24%  of 
the  districts.  Somewhat  less  than 
10%'  of  the  districts  indicate  plans 
for  their  own  CCTV  system. 

Urban  districts  indicate  a  trend 
toward  the  use  of  ETV  for  instruc- 
tional purposes,  with  over  one-half 
of  all  districts  now  using  TV  plan- 
ning to  use  ETV  over  the  next  two 
years.  Commercial  TV  is  planned 


for  use  by  only  13%  of  the  districts 
now  using  ITV. 

Science  is  the  most  popular  TV 
course  material.  Foreign  language, 
mathematics,  social  studies,  and 
music  are  also  popular  subjects. 

Elementary  districts  use  TV  pri- 
marily for  science  instruction;  sec- 
ondary districts  utilize  it  for  math. 

About  44%  of  all  TV  monitors 
are  purchased  by  the  districts;  an- 
other 20%  are  bought  by  local  PTA 
groups.  Only  about  3%  of  the  dis- 
tricts lease  their  TV  monitors. 

Findings  are  based  on  a  return 
of  1625  questionnaires  (46%).

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Reading  workshop  begins  year's  English  work 


Teachers  throughout  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District 
are  working  with  Dr.  Joseph  Hill, 
Curriculum  Coordinator,  in  mod- 
ernizing and  developing  reading 
methodology  and  curriculum. 

This  year,  two  curriculum  as- 
sistants are  working  primarily  on 
the  structure  and  articulation  of 
reading  in  elementary  and  second- 
ary schools.  Miss  Myrna  Graves  is 
handling  matters  pertaining  to  the 
subject  as  it  relates  to  elementary 
school  children.  Miss  Josephine 
O'Brien  is  pursuing  her  responsi- 
bilities as  a  curriculum  assistant 
to  the  secondary  schools  of  the 
District. 

Reading  as  a  subject  involves 
the  identification  of  words,  building 
up  of  vocabulary,  and  comprehen- 
sion of  words  and  meanings  within 
the  context  of  sentences,  para- 
graphs, and  larger,  more  complex 
written  and  printed  work. 

Although  reading,  as  a  subject, 
ceases  to  retain  a  nominal  identity 
in  higher  secondary  school  grades, 
it  permeates  virtually  all  courses 
of  instruction. 

Pre-School  Workshop 

A  reading  workshop  which  was 
sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District,  took  place 
at  A.  P.  Giannini  Junior  High 
School  from  August  15  to  26,  1960. 

Outcomes  and  Values 

Teacher  participants  were  given 
opportunities  to  plan  an  attack  on 
reading  problems  anticipated  for 
the  current  school  year. 

To  guide  the  thinking  of  the 
group  there  were  a  series  of  pre- 
sentations by  recognized  authori- 
ties. 

The  topics  included  Diagnosis  of 
Reading  Problems,  Evaluation  and 
Use  of  Materials,  Mechanical  Aids, 
The  Reading  Process,  The  Litera- 
ture Program,  The  Means  to  the 
Ends  of  the  Reading  Program  and 
Use  of  Evaluation  Instruments  in 
Reading. 

From  the  presentation,  refer- 
ences, and  discussions  at  the  sec- 
tion meetings  the  concensus  of 
opinion  was  that  the  participants 
came  away  with  a  clearer  under- 
standing of  what  a  successful  read- 
ing program  should  include,  and 
with  plans  concerning  the  approach 
to  classroom  problems. 

Curriculum  Coordinator  Joseph 
Hill  has  highly  commended  the 
energetic  and  productive  efforts  of 
teacher  participants  who  attended 
the  workshop  series  on  a  voluntary 
basis. 

Some  84  San  Francisco  Unified 
School    District    teachers    partici- 


pated in  the  workshop  of  this 
group,  59  were  from  the  Elemen- 
tary Division,  10  from  the  Junior 
High  Schools,  13  from  the  Senior 
High  Schools,  and  2  curriculum  as- 
sistants.

Transiency  remains 
problem  to  SFUSD 

Three  recent  surveys  have  indi- 
cated that  transiency  remains  a 
major  problem  to  San  Francisco 
educators. 

The  three  studies  cited  were 
made  by  the  SFUSD  Bureau  of 
Research,  the  Junior  High  School 
Division,  and  the  San  Francisco 
Department  of  Public  Health. 

The  S.  F.  Department  of  Public 
Health  recently  has  indicated  that 
the  number  of  people  entering  the 
city  from  culturally  handicapped 
areas  has  increased,  and  that  these 
people  have  produced  a  large  per- 
centage of  school-age  children. 

Figures  compiled  by  the  Junior 
High  School  Division  indicate  that 
over  fourteen  per  cent  of  its  total 
enrollment  during  the  first  month 
of  school  may  be  described  as 
transient  or  mobile.

Impressions 

The  educators  expressed  admir- 
ation for  what  they  saw  in  the  City 
schools.  They  were  especially  im- 
pressed with  the  extent  of  educa- 
tion, the  number  of  curriculum  of- 
ferings, the  equipment,  buildings 
and  grounds. 

The  visitors  were  particularly 
impressed  by  the  high  quality  of 
teaching  and  apparent  teacher 
preparation  which  they  observed 
in  the  classrooms  visited. 

Another  point  considered  impor- 
tant by  the  visiting  leaders  is  the 
fact  that  city  children  have  the 
opportunity  to  attend  free,  non- 
tuitional,  schools  from  grades  kin- 
dergarten through  the  first  two 
years  of  college. 

The  latter  reflection  is  one  which 
generally  impresses  most  foreign 
visitors.

Dr.  James  B.  Conant  has  releas- 
ed recommendations  concerning 
junior  high  school  education  in 
America,  following  a  year's  study 
of  the  United  States'  intermediate 
schools. 

The  work  by  Dr.  Conant  is  sum- 
med up  in  his  printed  recommenda- 
tions for  Education  in  the  Junior 
High  School  Years  which  has  been 
recently  published  by  the  Educa- 
tional Testing  Service,  Princeton, 
N.  J. 

Some  fourteen  recommendations 
are  set  forth  in  the  report.  Conclu- 
sions made  about  school  organiza- 
tion are  based  on  observations 
made  by  Dr.  Conant  and  his  staff 
in  their  visits  to  237  school  sys- 
tems in  23  states. 

The  noted  leader  visited  the  Jun- 
ior High  School  Division  of  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict on  March  7,  1960. 

Assistant  Superintendent  James 
Dierke  in  charge  of  the  District's 
Junior  High  Schools  has  indicated 
that  the  SFUSD  schools  of  his 
division  generally  meet  the  stan- 
dards recommended  by  Dr.  Conant. 

The  Carnegie  Foundation  spon- 
sored the  research  conducted  by 
Dr.  Conant.

New  homework  policy  is 
operative  in  the  6th  grade 


The  policy  of  assigning  home- 
work has  been  extended  downward 
to  students  of  the  sixth  grade  for 
the  first  time  this  semester. 

Although  teachers  could  assign 
homework  on  a  permissive  basis, 
the  new  ruling  establishes  the  pro- 
cess as  a  required  part  of  the  pro- 
gram of  the  Elementary  Division. 

The  innovation  is  directed  to- 
ward providing  all  children  with 
the  greatest  possible  learning  op- 
portunities. 

According  to  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent Tennessee  Kent,  in  charge 
of  the  Elementary  Division,  home 
study  assignments  may  aid  the  to- 
tal development  of  the  child  as  well 
as  contribute  to  academic  success 
in  school. 

School  policy 

Home  study  assignments  are  now 
given  to  all  sixth  grade  pupils. 

A  limitation  has  been  placed  on 
the  work  to  be  undertaken  by  stu- 
dents after  the  normal  school-day 
hours.  As  a  measure  of  protection 
for  the  child's  right  to  active  out- 
door play  and  other  recreational 
or  cultural  activities,  assigned 
work  is  not  to  exceed  one  hour. 

At  all  levels,  including  the  pri- 
mary, teachers  and  parents  are  re- 
quested to  encourage  children  in 
unassigned  home  study  which  ex- 
tends and  enriches  school  activities 
and  personal  interests. 

A  recently  distributed  Elemen- 
tary Division  Curriculum  leaflet 
points  out  that  home  study  may 
be  considered  profitable  at  all 
levels  under  certain  conditions. 

The  important  reasons  for  giv- 
ing home  study  include  the  follow- 
ing: 

When  the  pupil  has  missed  work 
because  of  absence; 

When  home  study  would  meet 
the  need  for  additional  practice; 
and 

When  reasonable  request  for 
such  study  is  made  by  an  individ- 
ual parent. 

Purposes 

It  is  considered  important  that 
home  and  school  have  a  mutual 
understanding  of  what  is  meant 
by  "home  study." 

Some  of  the  activities  considered 
effective  home  study  experiences 
include: 

(1)  Practice  assignments  in  a 
skill  subject; 

(2)  Review  of  content  previous- 
ly studied; 

(3)  Individual  study  motivated 
by  particular  interests; 


(4)  Research  related  to  class- 
room activities; 

(5)  Recreational  reading; 

(6)  Discriminate  use  of  radio, 
television,  and  motion  pictures; 
and 

(7)  Use  of  community  resources, 
such  as  libraries  and  museums. 

Teacher's  role 

When  assigning  home  study, 
teachers  consider  the  following: 
needs  and  capabilities  of  the  pu- 
pils; length  of  assignment;  mater- 
ials needed  for  completion  of  work; 
and  skills  to  be  utilized  or  develop- 
ed by  the  pupil. 

An  important  purpose  of  the  ac- 
tivity is  its  use  as  a  device  meant 
to  open  avenues  of  thought  and 
enjoyment  which  might  not  other- 
wise be  realized  by  pupils. 

Although  there  are  many  com- 
plexities involved  in  the  teacher's 
role  in  preparing  assignments,  de- 
veloping proper  study  habits,  cor- 
recting assignments,  and  other  as- 
pects, those  mentioned  are  among 
the  most  important. 
Parents  help 

Parents  can  do  much  to  assist 
their  youngsters  in  deriving  the 
most  benefit  from  the  program. 

The  establishment  of  a  suitable 
environment  for  home  study  is 
considered  of  paramount  impor- 
tance. The  study  area,  itself, 
should  be  a  quiet  place  with  proper 
ventilation  and  lighting. 

Parents  are  asked  to  aid  in  the 
development  of  a  consistent  time 
schedule    for    home    study. 

One  caution  is  given  to  parents, 
however;  that  is,  they  may  offer 
both  encouragement  and  assist- 
ance, but  they  must  not  do  the 
work  assigned  to  their  child. 

A  major  point  on  which  both 
parent  and  teacher  may  extend 
effort  profitably  is  in  helping  the 
student  to  recognize  the  value  of 
home  study  as  a  learning  oppor- 
tunity. 

The  homework  innovation  insti- 
tuted this  semester  is  in  keeping 
with  Point  7  of  Dr.  Spears'  plan 
for  implimenting  findings  made  in 
the  recent  Curriculum  Survey  Re- 
port.

The  Board  of  Education  has  ap- 
proved a  reduction  in  rental  cost 
for  use  of  school  facilities  after  the 
regular  school  day  in  order  to  fa- 
cilitate private  instruction  in  lan- 
guage and  music  for  elementary 
school  children. 

The  action  was  taken  as  a  means 
of  advancing  educational  oppor- 
tunities which  would  not  otherwise 
be  available  to  the  SFUSD's  young- 
er pupils. 

Requests  for  Board  assistance  of 
the  two  special  subject  areas  were 
set  forth  by  Parent-Teacher  and 
Mothers'  Club  groups  at  the  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  Public  School 
Commissioners  on  October  11, 
1960. 

Schools  with  programs  in  mod- 
ern foreign  language  and  instru- 
mental music  currently  in  opera- 
tion are  Alamo,  Commodore  Sloat, 
Lawton  and  Miraloma. 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Har- 
old Spears,  when  offering  a  motion 
on  behalf  of  the  interested  parent 
groups,  indicated  that  he  favored 
assistance  for  the  special  programs 
on  the  basis  that  they  provided 
enriching  instructional  experiences 
which  the  Elementary  Division 
could  not  currently  provide. 

Dr.  Spears  stated  that  the  School 
District  did  not  have  a  sufficient 
number  of  teachers  who  were  spe- 
cialists in  the  type  of  work  offered 
by  the  private  classes  in  the  two 
mentioned  fields,  language  and  mu- 
sic of  the  instrumental  type. 

A  caution 

Superintendent  Spears  cautioned 
the  parent  groups  about  safeguards 
necessary  to  prevent  pupil  injury; 
and  in  addition,  requested  Legal 
Advisor  Irving  G.  Bryer  to  examine 
liability  considerations. 

Classes  in  operation  at  the 
schools  participating  in  the  parent- 
sponsored  programs  utilize  the 
services  of  Dr.  Manuel  Guerra  of 
KQED-TV  and  the  Berlitz  Lan- 
guage School  in  language  instruc- 
tion; and  various  instrumental 
teachers  aid  the  music  program. 

Interest  in  the  after-school  class- 
es may  be  illustrated  by  the  enroll- 
ment which  ranges  from  35  to  150 
pupils  in  the  participating  schools. 

The  Board  ruling  provides  more 
extensive  use  of  school  buildings, 
grounds,  and  facilities  as  well  as 
offering  more  extensive  education- 
al advantages  to  the  City's  young- 
sters. 

Other  business 

The  recently  held  meeting  in- 
cluded many  other  actions  of  im- 
portance to  San  Francisco  and  the 
Public  Schools. 


Commencement  of  the  planning 
stage  for  installation  of  new  fire- 
warning  equipment  in  each  school 
was  enabled  by  a  Board  ruling. 

Mrs  .A.  Boyd  Puccinelli,  president 
of  the  Second  District,  California 
Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers, 
reported  work  done  by  140  units 
of  the  P.T.A.  on  the  new  commun- 
ity-and-school  discipline  study. 

Miss  M.  Marjorie  Maher  of  Bal- 
boa High  School  was  appointed  as 
Assistant  Principal  and  assigned 
in  that  capacity  to  Balboa  High 
School.  Miss  Maher's  appointment 
filled  a  vacancy  created  by  the  re- 
tirement of  Miss  Gladys  Lorigan, 
long-time  Dean  of  Girls  at  Lowell 
High  School. 

Curriculum 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Spears 
presented  an  interim  report  on 
work  being  done  toward  the  impli- 
mentation  of  the  Twenty-Three 
Points  accepted  by  the  Board  of 
Education  last  spring,  for  streng- 
thening the  curriculum.

World  trends  and 
new  policies  cited 

Reflecting  on  his  recent  experi- 
ences in  Europe,  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Harold  Spears  re-affirmed 
his  belief  in  the  American  ideal  of 
education  in  an  address  before  the 
California  Retired  Teachers'  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  Superintendent's  observa- 
tions were  given  at  a  luncheon 
meeting  held  in  the  local  Elk's 
Club  at  which  he  was  the  honored 
guest. 

Dr.  Spears  cited  Europe's  prac- 
tice of  making  an  early  division 
among  its  pupils:  (1)  those  destin- 
ed for  success  and  college,  and  (2) 
those  destined  for  menial  tasks  and 
early  entry  into  the  work-a-day 
world. 

He  pointed  out  that  when  the 
student  fails  the  baccalaureate  ex- 
amination, the  whole  community 
in  which  he  lives  is  aware  of  his 
failure;  it  is  a  matter  of  personal 
and  family  disgrace.  No  second 
chances  are  given  to  European 
youngsters. 

UNESCO  meeting 

The  occasion  of  the  Superintend- 
ent's recent  visit  to  Europe  was 
necessitated  by  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  United  Nations'  Educational, 
Scientific,  Cultural  Organization's 
Curriculum  Committee  on  which  he 
is  the  United  States'  representa- 
tive. 

As  one  of  the  two  veteran  mem- 
bers of  the  ten-man  committee, 
Dr.  Spears  noted  that  two  new 
UNESCO  appointments  indicated 
increasing  interest  in  Africa,  for 
representatives  of  the  Sudan  and 
Ghana  were  chosen  to  fill  vacan- 
cies. 

Short  Trip 

During  his  visit  to  Europe  the 
Superintendent  met  two  SFUSD 
teachers:  Frederic  Linder,  who  is 
on  sabbatical  leave  and  Mildred 
Rauner,  recently  retired  from  Dis- 
trict service. 


A  record  number  of  junior  and 
senior  high  school  boys  and  girls 
carried  their  enthusiasm  for  Junior 
Red  Cross  activities  right  through 
summer  vacation,  and  they  have 
earned  the  respect  of  every  sea- 
soned adult  Red  Crosser  who  had 
the  pleasure  of  working  with  them. 

A  staggering  65,535  volunteer 
hours  were  contributed  by  978  San 
Francisco  teenagers  during  the 
three-month  period.  The  largest 
single  activity  was  the  free  Red 
Cross  Summer  Swim  Program, 
which  attracted  882  youngsters. 
They  were  given  an  intensive  one- 
week  training  session  at  Fleish- 
hacker  Pool,  then  sent  to  11  pools 
around  the  city,  where  they  rack- 
ed up  an  impressive  61,947  hours 
helping  to  teach  more  than  35,000 
children  how  to  swim. 

Another  group  of  28  boys  and 
girls  were  recruited  for  volunteer 
duties  as  junior  staff  aides  at  the 
V.A.  Regional  Office.  There  they 
gave  2,500  hours  answering  tele- 
phones, doing  clerical  and  filing 
jobs,  filling  in  as  receptionists,  as- 
sisting nurses  in  the  clinics,  and 
guiding  patients  to  their  proper 
appointments. 

Five  girls  took  up  duties  in  the 
Home  Service  department  at  Red 
Cross  headquarters,  where  they 
performed  a  variety  of  tasks  as 
junior  social  welfare  aides.  Motor 
Service  welcomed  seven  boys  and 
one  girl  to  its  crew  of  volunteer 
drivers.  The  16-year  olds  gave  433 
hours,  driving  the  handicapped  to 


clinics,  children  from  youth  agen- 
cies to  summer  camps,  hospital- 
ized servicemen  to  the  Ice  Follies 
and  other  off-base  entertainments, 
and  transporting  entertainment 
volunteers  to  Letterman  General 
Hospital. 

Thirteen  talented  teenagers  made 
regular  trips  to  Letterman  where 
they  gave  ward  parties  and  musi- 
cal shows  for  the  convalescing 
servicemen,  giving  125  hours  of 
vacation  time. 

Forty-two  boys  and  girls  spent 
530  hours  in  the  Junior  Red  Cross 
office.  They  typed,  sorted  supplies 
for  school  chests  and  gift  boxes, 
packed  educational  kits  for  the 
JRC  Leadership  Training  Center, 
labeled  paperback  books  for  hos- 
pitals and  sorted  supplies  for  Chil- 
ean relief. 

One  girl  with  a  talent  for  crafts 
accompanied  the  Grey  Ladies  to 
Laguna  Honda  Home  one  day  each 
week,  where  she  taught  weaving, 
leather  and  metal  work  to  the  bed 
patients. 

Mrs.  Hugh  Clines,  volunteer 
chairman  for  the  San  Francisco 
Region  of  the  Red  Cross,  summed 
it  up  neatly.  "The  Juniors  captured 
the  true  spirit  of  Red  Cross  in 
their  cheerful  willingness  to  serve 
others.  Their  sense  of  responsibil- 
ity was  a  joy  to  watch,"  and  Mrs. 
Clines  added,  "The  fine  leadership 
these  young  people  are  demonstrat- 
ing today  gives  promise  for  a  bet- 
ter San  Francisco  —  tomorrow."

Three  divisions  work  as  a  tea 

A  pilot  program  of  Sixth-Grade 
Reading  Demonstrations  has  been 
initiated  recently  as  an  aid  to  bet- 
ter articulation  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Unified  School  District's 
reading  program. 

The  demonstrations  were  a  di- 
rect outcome  of  the  Summer  Work- 
shop in  Reading  held  at  A.  P.  Gian- 
nini  Junior  High  School  during 
August  of  this  year. 

The  first  two  demonstrations 
were  held  at  Hunters  Point  II  and 
Fairmont  Elementary  Schools  on 
October  20  and  24,  1960.  They  were 
attended  by  administrators  and 
teachers  from  the  three  SFUSD 
educational  levels:  Elementary, 
Junior  High  School,  and  Senior 
High  School. 

This  was  the  first  occasion  on 
which  a  demonstration  of  actual, 
in-class,  reading  instruction  was 
viewed  by  representatives  of  the 
District's  three  basic  educational 
levels. 

Two  Demonstrations 

The  two  demonstrations  sought 
to  acquaint  the  observers  with  the 
following : 

(1)  A  reading  skill  development 
lesson  as  carried  on  during  the 
regular  reading  period;  and 

(2)  A  reading  skill  development 
lesson  related  to  a  content  field. 
Plan 

The  demonstrations  were  given 
by  Mr.  Brandon  Fitzgerald  of 
Hunters  Point  II  and  Mrs.  Frances 
Conlon  of  Fairmont  School. 

The  demonstrations  were  pre- 
ceded by  an  initial  briefing  of  15 
minutes'  duration,  and  followed  by 
a  lengthy  round-table  discussion. 

The  demonstrations  lasted  45 
minutes. 

Mrs.  Alice  S.  Ballard,  Principal, 
and  Assistant  Principal,  Mrs.  Dor- 
othy W.  Vaio,  of  Hunters  Point  II 
prepared  materials  which  included 
the  lesson  plan,  the  reading  a- 
chievement  range  of  the  demon- 
stration class,  and  general  back- 
ground information  on  the  school's 
community. 

Principal  Lucille  B.  Schmidt  and 
Assistant  Principal,  Fannie  Carter, 
of  Fairmont  Elementary  School 
compiled  similar  information  for 
their  observation  group. 

The  new  reading  demonstrations 
were  planned  on  an  area  basis  in 
order  to  insure  better  articulation 
and  communications  between  the 
divisions.

Students  of  the  Elementary  Di- 
vision are  grouped  for  reading  in- 
struction according  to  achieve- 
ment. 

Reading  instruction  is  scheduled 
as  a  specific  and  separate  subject 
each  day  for  all  elementary  stu- 
dents. In  addition,  reading  skills 
are  taught  at  all  other  times  dur- 
ing the  school-day  when  such  in- 
struction may  be  of  profit  to  the 
students. 

Instruction  in  reading  as  such 
is  given  in  accordance  with  the  fol- 
lowing time  allotments: 

In  grades  one,  two  and  three,  50 
minutes  of  Developmental  Reading 
is  given  daily;  and  10  minutes  of 
oral  reading,  per  day,  is  also  part 
of  "reading." 

In  grades  4,  5,  and  6,  60  minutes 
of  reading  is  given  per  day.  In  ad- 
dition, there  are  two  20-minute 
periods  of  oral  reading  each  week. 
Twenty  minutes  per  day  is  given 
to  spelling  and  language  skills. 
Fifteen  minutes  per  day  is  devoted 
to  penmanship. 

S.  F.  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Tennessee  Kent,  in  charge 
of  the  Elementary  Division,  indi- 
cates that  reading  skills  are  in- 
volved in  all  subject  matter  areas; 
therefore,  reading  is  recognized  as 
the  most  important  subject  taught 
in  the  elementary  school.

Mission  High  flies  Capitol's  flag 


first  quarter-century 

The  San  Francisco  Museum  of 
Art  is  celebrating  its  25th  anni- 
versary this  year.  The  Museum 
traces  its  origins  back  to  the  early 
1870's. 

In  1916,  the  Art  Association  es- 
tablished the  Museum  in  the  Pal- 
ace of  Fine  Arts  as  an  incorpor- 
ated, non-profit  organization,  inde- 
pendent of  the  Art  Association. 

In  1921,  the  San  Francisco  Mu- 
seum of  Art  served  as  the  City's 
general  art  museum,  as  neither 
the  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor 
nor  the  art  section  of  the  DeYoung 
Museum  were  then  established. 

The  art  museum  occupied  the 
quarters  of  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts 
until  1925.  On  January  18,  1935, 
the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Art 
re-opened  in  its  present  quarters 
in  the  Veterans  War  Memorial 
Building  in  San  Francisco's  Civic 
Center. 

The  Museum  has,  at  times,  been 
referred  to  as  the  Crocker  Mu- 
seum. 

Saturday  morning  art  classes 
have  served  many  of  the  City's 
children  over  the  years  of  the 
SFMA's  existence.  In  1955,  the  ren- 
tal gallery  of  the  Museum  received 
the  first  of  a  series  of  two  grants 
from  the  Rockefeller  Foundation 
which  has  made  possible  a  continu- 
ing program  which  places  original 
art  works  in  public  schools  for  stu- 
dent viewing  and  appreciation. 

Many  distinguished  San  Fran- 
ciscans have  increased  the  perma- 
nent collection  of  the  art  center. 

The  Museum  is  dedicated  to  con- 
temporary art,  and  is  currently 
conducting  an  anniversary  exposi- 
tion of  West  Coast  artists  of  the 
last  100  years. 

Dr.  Grace  McCann  Morley  served 
as  director  from  1935  until  1958, 
and  the  Museum  is  now  under  the 
direction  of  George  D.  Culler,  for- 
merly Education  Director  of  the 
Art  Institute  in  Chicago. 

The  Museum  is  the  second  oldest 
museum  of  modern  art  in  the 
country.  Until  1950,  it  was  the  only 
museum  of  this  type  west  of  New 
York.

The  program,  which  is  new  to 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  this  semester,  was  pro- 
posed by  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Harold  Spears  as  a  means  of  im- 
plementing the  strengthening  pro- 
gram recommended  in  the  1960 
Report  of  the  San  Francisco  Cur- 
riculum Survey  Committee. 

The  readers  are  employed  on  a 
6-hour  day,  30-hour  week,  basis. 
Each  high  school  English  Depart- 
ment is  assisted  by  two  lay-read- 
ers. 

The  work  being  done  includes

Graded  test  papers  of  nearly 
seventy  years  in  age  have  re- 
cently been  loaned  to  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District 
by  a  student  of  the  old  Moulder 
School. 

The  papers  and  some  certifi- 
cates of  promotion  are  the  prop- 
erty of  Mr.  Albert  Korn  of  125 
15th  Avenue,  San  Francisco  18, 
California. 

Mr.  Korn,  who  appears  young 
for  his  83  years,  has  saved  the 
interesting  items  from  his  ele- 
mentary school  work  as  treasures 
in  evidence  of  advantages  in  pub- 
lic education  offered  to  him.

and  grading  will  be  done  by  the 
classroom,  subject,  teachers. 
Careful  planning 

Assistant  Superintendent  Melvin 
Peterson,  has  indicated  that  the 
innovation  has  included  extensive 
planning  on  the  part  of  the  English 
Department  heads  and  field  ad- 
ministrators. 

Guides  to  govern  the  work  of  the 
readers  in  carrying  out  their  tasks 
of  correcting  essays  and  other  sim- 
ilar work  have  been  prepared. 

Curriculum  Assistant  Edwin 
Knapton  has  been  working  with 
the  high  school  English  Depart- 
ment heads  in  setting  up  the  ma- 
terials to  guide  the  work  of  the 
readers. 

Assistant  Superintendent  Peter- 
son complimented  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Civil  Service  Commission 
which  arranged  for  the  classifica- 
tion and  job-specification  announ- 
cements and  other  matters  relative 
to  the  examination  of  the  appli-~ 
cants  for  the  Lay  Reader  positions. 

The  interviews  and  review  of 
records  necessary  for  the  selection 
of  those  to  perform  the  needed 
services  involved  many  SFUSD 
people.  Many  of  those  who  top  the 
list  for  the  positions  are  graduate 
students  with  ample  subject-field 
qualifications.  Some  of  the  readers 
are  currently  doctoral  candidates. 
Background 

The  lay-reader  plan  is  used  in 
many  districts  throughout  the 
United  States. 

Notable  experiments  in  this  type 
of  assistance  have  been  conducted 
by  the  Educational  Testing  Service, 
Princeton,  New  Jersey,  supported 
by  a  grant  from  the  Fund  for  the 
Advancement  of  Education.  Under 
this  study,  16  cities  are  carrying 
on  a  lay-reader  program. 

School  districts  under  the  E.T.S. 
study  include:  Allentown,  Pennsyl- 
vania; Austin,  Minnesota;  Bound 
Brook,  New  Jersey;  Denver,  Colo- 
rado; Des  Moines,  Iowa;  Durham, 
North  Carolina;  Elmhurst,  Illinois; 
Ithaca,  New  York;  Jackson,  Missis- 
sippi; Mansfield,  Ohio;  Albany,  In- 
diana; New  Brunswick,  New  Jer- 
sey; Sheboygan,  Wisconsin;  Seat- 
tle, Washington;  and  Tyler,  Texas. 

A  leader  in  the  "free  reading 
aides'  program,"  which  is  similar 
to  the  Lay  Reader  plan  adopted  by 
the  SFUSD,  is  Paul  Diedrich  of 
Rutgers  University.  Such  a  pro- 
gram is  scheduled  for  installation 
in  Chicago  and  Detroit  within  the 
next  few  months.

learned  in  the  San  Francisco  ele- 
mentary school  prompted  his  se- 
lection of  a  life  of  trade  and 
travel. 

He  noted  many  changes  in  the 
extent  of  the  public  education  of- 
ferrings,  today,  as  compared  with 
those  given  when  he  was  a  boy. 

One  difference  was  the  revers- 
al of  the  grade-number  order. 

In  the  1880's  students  progres- 
sed from  grade  5  to  grade  6,  and 
so  on,  as  indicated  in  the  photo- 
graphed certificate  of  promotion 
accompanying  this  article. 

Part  of  the  reason  that  Mr. 
Korn's  school  work  is  preserved 
was  due  to  the  maternal  pride  of 
his  mother  for  her  son's  work. 

Mr.  Korn  indicates  with  pleas- 
ure the  fact  that  the  loving  care 
of  his  mother  caused  him  to  save 
the  items  which  have  enabled 
him,  so  vividly,  to  recall  the 
memories  of  his  early  youth  and 
the  teachers  who  gave  of  them- 
selves that  he  might  be  prepared 
for  a  productive,  successful,  and 
■    life. 
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The  Board  of  Education  read- 
justed the  policy  on  the  Christ- 
mas-work Program  at  its  regular 
meeting  on  November  1,  1960. 

Under  the  new  ruling,  absence 
of  five  days  prior  to  the  Christ- 
mas recess  will  be  permitted  for 
students  enrolled  in  high  school 
business  and  sales  courses  only. 

The  change  in  policy  was  a  re- 
adjustment in  that  it  ensured  a 
greater  relationship  between  the 
courses  taken  by  students  and  job 
experience.  Principals  will  be  call- 
ed upon  for  greater  supervision  of 
the  Christmas-work  Program. 

Six  regulations,  set  up  by  the 
Superintendent,  to  be  followed  by 
principals  in  administering  this 
program  are: 

1.  The  absence  from  school  is  not 
to  exceed  one  week. 

2.  Any  student  to  be  excused  is 
to  have  the  consent  of  his  teachers, 
principal,  and  parents. 

3.  It  is  to  be  determined  by  his 
grade  record  that  he  can  afford  to 
miss  school. 

4.  He  is  to  make  up  all  work 
missed. 

5.  Any  training  for  the  program 
is  to  be  carried  on  before  or  after 
school,  and  participation  is  option- 
al. 

6.  It  is  the  principal's  responsi- 
bility to  see  that  the  absence  of 
working  students  does  not  hinder 
the  work  of  other  students  in  class. 

It  was  felt  that  these  regula- 
tions, when  strictly  enforced,  will 
eliminate  most  objections  to  the 
program. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  there  has 
been  a  constant  decline  since  1955 
in  the  number  of  students  partici- 
pating in  the  Christmas-work  Pro- 
gram. 

Last  year  the  number  was  795 
out  of  a  total  high  school  student 
body  of  16,400. 
New  Classes 

Another  action  taken  by  the 
Board  facilitated  the  establishment 
of  new  classes  in  the  Trade  and  In- 
dustrial evening  division  and  per- 
mitted the  addition  of  one  teacher 
to  the  Gough  School. 

The  action  was  taken  on  viewing 
needs  reported  by  the  adult  divi- 
sion and  by  the  SFUSD  school  for 
the  deaf. 
Building  Study 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Spears 
indicated  that  a  study  of  District 
building  needs  is  being  prepared 
for  presentation  in  the  spring. 

A  major  consideration  of  the 
study  will  be  fire  safety.  It  was 
indicated  that  a  close,  constant, 
and  beneficial  cooperation  between 


the  San  Francisco  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  the  schools  provides  an 
up-dating  of  safety  precautions  in- 
volving buildings  and  equipment, 
students,  and  school  personnel. 

The  paramount  factors  in  Dr. 
Spears'  Building  Study  Report,  in 
preparation,  may  indicate  a  need 
for  the  construction  of  new  build- 
ings as  well  as  modification  and 
enlargement  of  current  facilities. 

In  keeping  with  the  study  of 
School  District  needs,  Edward  B. 
Page  submitted  an  architectural 
drawing  and  report  on  a  possible 
plan  for  a  new  administrative  of- 
fice building. 
Consultant  retained 

The  Board  of  Education,  acting 
on  the  recommendation  of  Super- 
intendent Spears,  voted  to  retain 
Dr.  Willard  S.  Elsbree  of  Columbia 
University  as  a  Salary  Consultant 
for  the  current  school  year.  He  has 
had  extensive  experience  in  advis- 
ing schools  throughout  the  country 
on  salary  matters.

English  teachers  of  the  City 
School  District's  junior  high  schools 
recently  attended  special  briefing 
sessions  pertaining  to  the  multiple 
uses  of  the  newly  adopted  State 
Texts  for  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades. 

Three  demonstrations  and  six 
conferences  involved  nearly  all  of 
the  junior  high  school  English 
teachers  of  the  SFUSD. 

The  instructional  sessions  were 
lead  by  publisher's  representative 
Lorene  Novotny.  She  emphasized 
the  use  of  context  clues  to  find 
meanings  of  words  as  well  as  the 
books'  extensive  use  possibilities. 

The  demonstrations  involved 
classes  of  gifted  pupils  in  Aptos, 
Horace  Mann  and  Roosevelt  Junior 
High  Schools.  The  time  allotted  for 
the  work  was  the  usual  50-minute 
class  period. 

Approximately  30  teachers  ob- 
served each  demonstration  conduct- 
ed by  Miss  Novotny.  Following  the 
period  which  involved  students, 
teachers  participated  in  explora- 
tory discussions,  dealing  with  the 
employment  of  the  texts. 

Greater  flexibility,  better  index- 
ing, and  a  higher  degree  of  organi- 
zation were  noted  as  being  charac- 
teristic of  the  new  English  texts. 

I 


A  value  derived  from  the  sched- 
uled study-meetings  was  greater 
understanding  of  the  uses  possible. 
The  prior-planning  technique  em- 
ployed has  given  teachers  greater 
insight  into  the  text  usage  which 
saved  teacher-time  needed  for  ex- 
ploration and  experiment,  and  in- 
creased the  immediate  value-po- 
tential of  the  new  books. 

Greater  scope 

Curriculum  Assistant  Edwin 
Knapton  indicated  that  the  new 
texts  have  promise  of  greater  scope 
in  that  they  have  provisions  for 
aiding  both  the  gifted  and  the  slow 
learners. 

A  paramount  characteristic  of 
the  books  according  to  Mr.  Knap- 
ton is  the  fact  that  their  great 
flexibility  of  usage  makes  them 
aids  to  instruction  rather  than 
necessitating  text-bound  subject- 
matter  presentations. 

Supplementary  meetings  for 
those  teachers  who  were  unable  to 
witness  the  demonstrations  were 
held  at  Luther  Burbank,  James 
Denman,  Everett,  Benjamin  Frank- 
lin, James  Lick,  and  Marina  Junior 
High  Schools.  These  meetings  also 
aided  the  program  of  familiarizing 
teachers  with  the  new  instruments.

Dr.  Ward  M.  Nichols,  personnel 
coordinator,  announces  that  those 
teachers  who  anticipate  retirement 
at  the  close  of  the  fall  semester 
1959-60  should  initiate  action  in 
the  near  future  in  order  that  re- 
tirement payment  may  not  be  de- 
layed unnecessarily. 

In  encouraging  such  action,  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  Harold 
Spears  has  shown  great  concern 
for  teachers  making  proper  retire- 
ment provisions  to  serve  their  own 
personal  welfare. 

He  indicates  that  in  some  cases 
teachers  had  come  to  the  end  of 
their  teaching  career  without  hav- 
ing given  proper  thought  to  this 
matter. 

Superintendent  Spears  says :  "The 
unique  choice  that  confronts  a  San 
Francisco  teacher,  mainly  going 
out  on  State  or  local  retirement,  is 
one  that  may  make  the  difference 
in  thousands  of  dollars  to  the  em- 
ployee; the  decision  cannot  be 
taken  lightly,  but  must  be  prepared 
for." 

Suggested  procedures 

Suggestions  outlined  for  teachers 
in  handling  retirement  problems 
are  as  follows: 

(1)  Submit  a  letter  to  the  Per- 
sonnel Coordinator  indicating  your 
intention  to  retire,  and  the  pro- 
posed date  of  retirement.  Copies 
of  this  letter  should  be  submitted 
to  the  appropriate  assistant  super- 
intendent. 

(2)  Write  to  the  State  Teachers' 
Retirement  System,  721  Capitol 
Avenue,  Sacramento,  California, 
notifying  that  office  of  your  inten- 
tion to  retire  and  requesting  the 
necessary  forms. 

It  is  suggested  that  teachers 
seeking  to  initiate  retirement  pro- 
cedings  should,  if  possible,  submit 
a  letter  to  such  affect  by  Decem- 
ber 15,  1960.

Epilepsy  studied 

The  Federal  Association  for  Epi- 
lepsy has  released  findings  present- 
ed at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association's  Advisory  Board. 

According  to  the  material  pre- 
sented, there  exists  a  national  need 
for  better  observation  of  students 
afflicted  by  epilepsy. 

Figures  indicate  that  a  large 
number  of  children  are  being  "de- 
nied the  opportunity  of  fully  de- 
veloping their  abilities  due  to  a 
misinterpretation  ■  of  their  class- 
room behavior." 

Frequent  spells  of  inattentive- 
ness  or  "day-dreaming",  the  con- 
ferees reported,  often  result  in 
disciplinary  action  of  the  figurative 
placement  of  the  child  in  "the  back 
seat  of  the  last  row." 

In  a  frightening  number  of  cases, 
according  to  Dr.  Norris  G.  Haring, 
chairman  of  the  Advisory  Board, 
and  Educational  Director,  Chil- 
dren's Rehabilitation  Center,  Kan- 
sas City,  Kansas,  these  frequent 
lapses  are  actually  pettit  mal  seiz- 
ures. 

Teachers,  he  suggested,  should 
be  warned  to  refer  the  child  to  the 
school  nurse  so  that  arrangements 
can  be  made  with  the  parents  for 
a  medical  examination.

The  twenty  -  four  secondary 
schools  and  the  1500  students  now 
using  the  materials  are  providing 
a  broad  test  of  the  first  text  and  of 
the  laboratory  experiments. 

Background

A.  B.  Garrett  of  Ohio  State  Univer- 
sity to  examine  the  purposes  and 
content   of  high  school   chemistry

courses  with  the  view  to  the  pro- 
duction of  a  "drastically  improved 
course." 

Following  the  receipt  of  the  rec- 
ommendations of  this  committee 
and  also  as  the  result  of  the  ap- 
parent need  for  a  broad  study  in 
this  area,  a  proposal  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  at  Berkeley  to 
undertake  such  a  study  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  National  Science 
Foundation. 

In  recognition  of  the  need  and 
importance  of  such  an  undertaking 
the  proposal  was  supported,  and  it 
was  immediately  decided  that,  in 
addition  to  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia at  Berkeley,  the  Study 
should  have  a  second  center  at 
Harvey  Mudd  College  at  Clare- 
mont,  California. 

This  study  then,  is  a  further  part 
of  the  series  which  includes  the 
Physical  Science  Study,  the  School 
Mathematics  Study,  the  Biological 
Sciences  Curriculum  Study,  the 
Teaching  Resources  Development 
in  Geology  Study,  and  the  Chemi- 
cal Bond  Approach  Project. 

It  is  felt  that  it  will  be  supple- 
mental to  and  not  in  any  sense 
competitive  with,  the  CBA  project, 
and  liaison  has  been  set  up  from 
the  very  beginning. 
Objectives 

The  general  objectives  of  the 
Study  will  be  to  develop  new  teach- 
ing materials  for  the  high  school 
chemistry  course,  including  a  text- 
book, laboratory  experiments,  and 
a  laboratory  manual,  films,  and 
supplementary  reading  materials. 

The  more  specific  objectives  will 
be  to  furnish  the  current  separa- 
tion between  scientists  and  teach- 
ers in  the  understanding  of  science. 

The  rough  draft  of  a  text  and 
the  accompanying  laboratory  ex- 
periments will  be  used  in  twenty- 
four  high  schools  during  the  aca- 
demic year  1960-61. 

Teachers  from  these  schools  at- 
tended a  four-week  session  at 
Claremont  during  the  month  of 
August  in  order  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  these  materials. 

There  will  be  weekly  meetings 
of  these  teachers  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Los  Angeles  areas  with 
staff  members  of  the  CHEM  Study 
in  order  to  monitor  progress,  ob- 
tain information  for  revising  the 
material,  and  continue  to  help  each 
teacher  to  familiarize  himself  with 
the  material.

School  T.  B.  tests  find  new  cases 


The  San  Francisco  Department 
of  Public  Health  has  announced 
that  ninety-three,  previously  un- 
known, cases  of  tuberculosis  were 
discovered  through  a  school  tuber- 
culin skin  testing  program. 
Cooperative  plan 

This  program  is  carried  on  by 
the  Division  of  Tuberculosis  Con- 
trol of  the  San  Francisco  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  with  the  co- 
operation of  San  Francisco's  pub- 
lic and  private  schools. 

All  students  in  the  first,  seventh, 
tenth,  and  twelfth  grades  and  all 
students  new  to  San  Francisco 
Schools,  except  those  in  kindergar- 
ten, are  tested  every  year. 

During  the  1959-60  school  year, 
34,028  students  were  tested,  of 
which  2,267,  or  6.7%  reacted  posi- 
tively to  the  tuberculin  test. 

The  positive  reactions  indicate 
that  the  person  tested  has  been  in- 
fected by  a  tubercule  bacillus  at 
sometime  during  their  life,  but  does 
not  necessarily  indicate  that  such 
individual  has  active  clinical  tuber- 
culosis. 


As  a  result  of  follow-up  exam- 
inations, a  total  of  fifty-four  cases 
of  active  tuberculosis  were  found 
in  those  children  who  reacted  posi- 
tively. 

Of  the  active  cases,  the  following 
breakdown  may  be  made:  nine  in 
high  school,  fourteen  in  junior  high 
school,  twenty-seven  in  elementary 
school,  and  four  in  adult  day  high 
school. 

The  tuberculin  skin  testing  in  the 
schools  has  been  one  of  the  most 
effective  case-finding  programs  in 
San  Francisco. . 

During  the  past  four  years,  two- 
hundred-fifty-nine  new  cases  have 
been  discovered  of  which  one-hun- 
dred-seventy-four were  in  school 
and  eighty-five  were  in  family  con- 
tacts in  the  home. 

The  case  finding  rate  has  been 
2.74  newly  diagnosed  cases  of  TB 
for  1,000  skin  tests  given. 

Chest  x-rays  are  used  to  verify 
or  deny  the  accuracy  of  positive 
skin  tests. 

All  teachers  are  required  to  have 
chest  x-rays  for  both  health  and 
salary  reasons.

In  the  second  semester,  a  five 
week  program  using  clay,  plaster 
and  welded  metal  will  contribute 
to  a  greater  understanding  of 
three-dimensional  form  and  space. 

Following  this  experience,  the 
class  will  resume  painting  for  an 
intensive  ten  week  program  de- 
signed to  correlate  their  previous 
art  experiences  and  to  add  further 
proficiency  in  essential  techniques. 

While  Pre-College  Art  covers  a 
full  year's  work,  a  student  may 
enter  at  the  beginning  of  any  regu- 
lar semester. 

The  Lux  sponsored  CSFA  Satur- 
day-morning art  program  is  simi- 
lar in  type  and  general  purpose  to 
the  Saturday  morning  music  pro- 
gram which  is  co-sponsored  by  the 
Lux  Foundation  and  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Unified  School  District.

Board  is  commended 
for  curriculum  policy 

The  Board  of  Education  has  re- 
ceived a  special  commendation 
from  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  for  its  support  of 
Superintendent  of  Schools  Harold 
Spears'  23-Point  Program  which 
began  this  year. 

The  Chamber  "unanimously  en- 
dorsed the  action  of  the  Board  of 
Education  in  adopting  the  23  rec- 
ommendations set  forth  by  Dr. 
Spears"  which  were  based  on  the 
report  of  the  Curriculum  Survey 
made  earlier  this  year. 

The  new  curriculum  strengthen- 
ing program  has  been  published 
and  widely  circulated  under  the 
title  of  "Preliminary  Reactions  to 
the  Report  of  the  San  Francisco 
Curriculum  Survey  Committee." 

President  Dan  E.  London  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce made  known  the  action  of 
this  organization  in  a  letter  to 
Elmer  Skinner,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Education. 


A  new  school  plan  to  serve  the 
Golden  Gateway  project,  sched- 
uled for  construction  during  the 
next  two  years,  was  explored  by 
the  Board  of  Education  at  the  reg- 
ular meeting  of  November  29,  1960. 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Har- 
old Spears  presented  as  a  possible 
solution  to  the  problem  of  serving 
elementary  school  children  in  the 
redevelopment  area  a  "Scatter- 
School"  plan. 
Something  New  in  Schools 

The  new  school  would  be  unique 
in  the  San  Francisco  building  and 
campus  pattern. 

The  plan  would  be  to  distribute 
classrooms  throughout  the  project- 
area  rather  than  to  combine  them 
all  into  one  school  center. 

Dr.  Spears  indicated  that  two 
adjoining  classrooms  with  proper 
lavatory  facilities  between  would 
constitute  the  sub-units  of  the 
"Scatter-School." 

A  number  of  such  combination 
units  as  would  be  needed  could  be 
scattered  throughout  the  develop- 
ment, hence  the  descriptive  name  - 
type. 

The  units  would  be  part  of  the 
regular  buildings  and  would  not 
stand  out  as  separate  small  schools. 
Office  Control  Unit 

The  principal's  office  and  nurse's 
headquarters  would  probably  com- 
prise another  double  room  unit 
which  would  serve  as  the  central 
administrative  office  to  service  en- 
rollment and  handle  educational 
matters. 


Proper     communication     service 
would  be  set  up  between  this  office 
and  the  various  classroom  units  in 
the  Golden  Gateway. 
Space  for  Recreation 

Since  the  developers  of  the  Gold- 
en Gateway  are  planning  park  and 
play  space  for  children,  use  of  such 
areas  for  school  children  would 
eliminate  the  necessity  of  extensive 
school  playground  developments. 
Economical 

The  minimum  of  overhead  possi- 
ble by  such  a  school  may  become  a 
major  asset  under  the  experimental 
arrangement. 

The  redevelopment  area  is  small 
enough  to  enable  a  principal  to 
move  about  in  a  supervisory  ca- 
pacity among  the  scheduled  units. 
It  is  the  Superintendent's  opinion 
that  the  provision  of  easily  asses- 
sible  school  facilities  in  a  project 
of  this  economic  level  might  very 
well  be  an  attraction  to  live  in  San 
Francisco  rather  than  to  move  to 
suburban  areas. 

Furthermore,  Dr.  Spears  pointed 
out  that  having  small  groups  of 
children  throughout  the  develop- 
ment might  enhance  the  whole- 
someness  of  the  new  redevelop- 
ment project. 

Another  advantage  in  the  "Scat- 
ter-School" approach  would  be  the 
ability  to  match  facilities  to  actual 
enrollment  needs.

The  Board  of  Education  accepted 
the  Great  Cities  Improvement 
Study's  plan  to  assist  culturally 
handicapped  pupils  within  the  Dis- 
trict. 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Har- 
old Spears  proposed  acceptance  of 
the  program  and  the  accompanying 
grant  of  $60,000  after  a  year's 
study  of  the  proposal. 

The  SFUSD  was  one  of  fourteen 
large-city  districts  which  partici- 
pated in  the  study  which  has  re- 
sulted in  the  establishment  of  the 
Great  Cities  School  Improvement 
Study. 

The  program  is  to  be  instituted 
on  a  trial  basis  with  the  assistance 
of  Fund  for  the  Advancement  of 
Education  of  the  Ford  Foundation. 
It  is  the  Fund's  expectation  that 
the  trial  program  now  in  progress 
in  eight  cities,  including  the  recent 
addition  of  San  Francisco  to  the 
list,  will  enable  securement  of  an 
extensive  grant  from  the  Ford 
Foundation  to  support  these  pro- 
jects for  a  continuing  period  of  not 
less  than  five  years. 

The  program  will  assist  the 
SFUSD  in  identification  of  needs 
and  talents;  cultural  assimilation; 
improved  utilization  of  staff;  var- 
ied uses  of  media  of  instruction; 
and  talent  development. 

Dr.  Spears'  report  submitted  at 
the  November  15  Board  Meeting 
indicated  that  a  major  advantage 
derived  from  acceptance  of  the 
new  program  will  be  additional  aid 
in  the  District's  attack  on  reading 
and  language  problems  in  the  gen- 
eral area  of  the  Western  Addition. 

Schools  benefit 

The  pilot  program  will  assist 
students  of  John  Swett  and  Ra- 
phael Weill  Elementary  Schools; 
Benjamin  Franklin  Junior  High 
School  and  Galileo  High  School.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  studied  outcomes 
of  the  Fund's  plan  will  eventually 
benefit  the  17,277  students  of  33 
elementary  schools  whose  popula- 
tion is  entirely  or  chiefly  in  the 
culturally  deprived  classification. 

It  is  expected  that  instructional 
materials  developed  in  this  project, 
and  changes  in  instructional  meth- 
ods arising  out  of  it  will  find  broad 
application  throughout  the  cities 
where  the  problem  of  the  cultural- 
ly deprived  is  critical  and  is  rapid- 
ly increasing  in  severity. 

Application  for  the  inclusion  of 
the  SFUSD  under  the  Great  Cities 
School  Improvement  Study  has 
been  made;  final  approval  of  the 
District's  participation  in  the  pro- 
gram is  expected  sometime  in  De- 
cember. 


Building  program 

Assistant  Superintendent  Robert 
J.  Staffer,  in  charge  of  Buildings 
and  Grounds,  indicated  that  the 
high  school  additions  to  be  com- 
pleted under  the  1956  Bond  Issue 
will  be  complete,  with  all  units  of 
their  total  plan. 

It  was  also  indicated  by  the  As- 
sistant Superintendent  that  the  ad- 
ditions will  be  constructed  within 
the  original  estimates  made  in 
1956,  and  that  a  small  fund-surplus 
may  remain  on  completion  of  the 
units. 

Football  season  praised 

Superintendent  Spears  read  two 
letters  commending  the  excellent 
sportsmanship  displayed  by  public 
school  students  during  the  recent 
football  season. 

The  letters  made  special  refer- 
ence to  the  Championship  game 
won  by  George  Washington  High 
School,  and  were  written  by 
Father-Rector,  Reverend  Patrick 
J.  Carroll,  S.J. ;  and  Principal,  Rev- 
erend Thomas  A.  Reed,  S.J.,  of  the 
St.  Ignatius  High  School. 

Superintendent  Spears  added  his 
commendation  of  the  football  ac- 
tivity and  stated  that  it  presented 
an  opportunity  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  good  relationship  be- 
tween school  districts  which  might 
not  otherwise  be  possible. 

Coordinator  George  Canrinus 
and  Supervisor  Elwood  B.  Lang 
shared  in  praise  for  their  planning 
of  the  1960  Football  Season  sched- 
ule.

Safe  driving  means 
happier  holidays! 

Joseph  Galvin,  head  of  Driver 
Education  for  the  SFUSD,  wishes 
to  remind  students  and  teachers  of 
the  need  for  safe  driving  during  the 
Holiday  Season. 

Mr.  Galvin  pointed  out  that  driv- 
ing a  car  may  be  a  real  pleasure  or 
a  tiresome,  nerve-wracking,  ordeal. 

Safety  depends,  to  a  great  ex- 
tent, on  how  a  person  drives  and  on 
the  condition  of  the  car.  The  driver 
education  leader  states,  "Good  driv- 
ing does  not  cost  any  more  r.i.l  it 
may  save  a  lot  of  worry,  personal 
suffering,  and  financial  loss." 
Program 

Driver  Training  is  offered  to 
high  school  students  and  adults  by 
the  SFUSD. 

Approximately  3500  new  drivers 
were  trained  during  the  last  school 
year  through  the  District's  pro- 
gram. The  course  of  study  is  re- 
quired by  the  State  of  California 
and  is  largely  supported  by  funds 
derived  from  traffic  fines. 

Monies  for  the  program  are  dis- 
tributed to  public  high  schools  in 
the  amount  of  $35  for  each  student 
who  receives  six  hours  behind-the- 
wheel  instruction  and  twelve  hours 
in  driving  observation.  Many  local

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Child  Care  Centers  provide 
holiday  haven  for  many  young 


The  City's  twenty-five  Child  Care 
Care  Centers  will  again,  this  year, 
provide  a  holiday  haven  for  nearly 
1500  San  Francisco  children. 

The  special  program  includes 
youngsters  of  pre-school  and  school- 
age  whose  parents,  of  necessity,  are 
unable  to  provide  supervision  for 
their  children  during  the  daylight 
hours. 

The  youngsters  come  from  homes 
of  modest  means  and  many  of  them 
are  denied  association  with  one 
parent  due  to  death  or  some  other 
misfortune. 

"Home-away-from  home" 

The  child  care  program,  which 
traces  its  origins  to  the  era  of 
World  War  II,  is  supported  by 
funds  derived  from  state  and  local 
tax  sources,  as  well  as  minor  par- 
ental charges. 

Because  of  the  need  of  young- 
sters included  in  the  program,  the 
District's  twenty-five  centers  give 
year-around  service  which  includes 
all  week  days  with  the  exception 
of  Saturday  and  Sunday  and  Holi- 
days of  short  duration. 

The  centers  are  located  in  schools 
or  in  building  units  especially  set 
aside  to  contain  the  program. 

Due  to  the  needs  of  the  young- 
sters involved,  the  centers  must 
provide  lunch,  nourishment,  and 
rest  periods,  as  well  as  a  full  ac- 
tivity program. 

Those  who  care  for  youngsters 
in  the  centers  must  assume  many 
parental  tasks. 


Seasons'  joys 

During  the  Christmas  Holiday, 
which  begins  on  December  19,  1960, 
for  schools  of  the  District,  the 
child  care  centers  make  a  special 
effort  to  provide  a  festive  and  joy- 
ous atmosphere  for  its  young 
charges. 

In  viewing  this  program  through- 
out the  City  during  the  present 
holiday  season,  one  will  find  young- 
sters learning  about  the  joys  and 
customs  of  the  season  as  an  added 
spice  for  the  regular  program  offer- 
ings. 

At  Excelsior  Child  Care  Center, 
for  example,  a  visitor  might  see 
children  making  Christmas  decora- 
tions. 

At  the  Stockton  Child  Care  Cen- 
ter, a  visitor  might  note  the  pleas- 
ant expressions  on  the  faces  of 
sleeping  youngsters  during  the  reg- 
ularly scheduled  rest  period  and 
could  well  assume  that  dreams  at 
this  time  of  year  must  be  especially 
sweet  for  young  folk.' 

At  Potrero  Terrace  Child  Care 
Center,  one  might  observe  diminu- 
tive Santa's  helpers  fashioning 
baked  delicacies  for  a  loved  mother 
or  father. 

Throughout  the  Child  Care  net- 
work, numerous  child  hands  pre- 
pare a  wide  range  of  simple  gifts 
which,  enriched  by  love  and  care, 
will  be  given  as  a  priceless  present 
during  this  season  which  is  so 
characterized  by  generosity,  broth- 
erhood, and  love.

Charles  J.  Foehn  retires  from  Board 

Charles  J.  Foehn  will  bid  adieu  to  the  Board  of 
Education  this  month,  after  ten  years  of  service  to 
the  Children  of  San  Francisco  in  the  capacity  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

Mr.  Foehn  was  born  and  raised  in  San  Francisco. 
He  was  educated  in  both  public  and  parochial 
schools  and  is  a  graduate  of  Humboldt  Evening 
High  School. 

A  vigorous  man  in  his  fifty's,  Mr.  Foehn  has 
served  the  people  of  San  Francisco  in  many  ca- 
pacities. In  1945,  following  membership  on  the 
Grand  Jury,  he  began  a  five  year  association  as  a 
member  of  the  Housing  Authority. 
Decade  of  service 

During  the  decade  of  the  Fifty's 
Mr.  Foehn  served  as  a  commission- 
er on  the  Board  of  Education  by 
appointment  of  Mayor  Elmer  Rob- 
inson and  with  the  approval  of  the 
City's  electorate. 

He  was  president  of  the  Board 
in  1954. 

The  retiring  Commissioner  has 
indicated  that  he  has  considered 
his  association  with  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Public  Schools'  policy  making 
body  as  one  of  the  greatest  of  his 
life  thus  far. 

He  has  remarked  that  his  asso- 
ciation with  the  Board  has  given 
him  opportunity  to  work  with  peo- 
ples of  all  walks  of  life.  He  was 
impressed  with  the  fact  that  those 
with  whom  he  worked,  regardless 
of  position  and  calling,  were  all 
working  toward  the  common  goal 
of  betterment  of  education. 

He  characterized  the  disputa- 
tions in  which  he  engaged  as  being 
of  "honest  differences  of  opinion," 
which,  though  spirited,  have  not 
left  animosity  in  their  wake. 

Mr.  Foehn  states  that  he  is  en- 
thused by  recent  national  interest 
in  education. 

He  also  indicates  a  certain  grati- 
fication from  the  fact  that  his  own 
views  concerning  emphasis  on  the 
three  R's  are  now  popular. 

Mr.  Foehn  has  expressed  his 
faith  in  the  Superintendent's  23 
Points,  based  on  the  report  of  the 
Curriculum  Survey  Group.  He  be- 
lieves that  the  School  District  as  a 
whole  and  the  students  of  the  fu- 
ture, will  profit  by  a  carrying  out 
of  the  curriculum  strengthening 
program. 
Future  plans 

Retirement  from  the  Board  of 
Education  in  January  was,  to  a 
certain  extent,  necessitated  by  a 
new  demand  for  Mr.  Foehn's  serv- 
ice. 

In  1961,  Mr.  Foehn  is  to  serve  as 
Vice-President  of  the  Ninth  Dis- 
trict of  the  I.B.E.W.  which  includes 
the  states  of  Alaska,  California, 
Nevada,  Oregon  and  Washington, 
as  well  as  the  Islands  of  the  Pacific 
area.

Stanford  group  visits 

Thirty-five  participants  in  a  spe- 
cial Stanford  University  Seminar 
conducted  by  Dr.  Robert  Bush 
examined  problems  of  staff  admin- 
istration in  a  visit  to  the  District's 
Central  Office  recently. 

The  course  given  by  the  Bay 
Area  University  is  entitled,  "Ad- 
vanced Faculty  Curriculum  Sem- 
inar." 

Those  participating  in  the  course 
included  people  from  many  lands 
and  from  distant  parts  of  the  Unit- 
ed States. 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Har- 
old Spears  lead  off  the  group  with 
short  and  informative  statements 
given  by  SFUSD  administrative 
leaders. 

Curriculum  Coordinator,  Dr. 
Joseph  B.  Hill,  acted  as  coordinator 
of  the  District's  presentations. 

Dr.  Robert  Bush  of  Stanford 
University,  Course  Leader,  indicat- 
ed that  his  group  were  most  ap- 
preciative of  the  assistance  given 
by  the  SFUSD  educational  leaders. 
The  Stanford  educator  pointed  out 
that  the  visiting  educators  are 
people  with  experience  in  various 
fields  of  educational  administra- 
tion.

TB  control  problems 


San  Francisco  encounters  special 
TB  control  problems,  as  it  is  one 
of  the  five  most  densely  populated 
cities  in  the  United  States,  has  a 
large  number  of  older  residents, 
and  others  who  exist  under  sub- 
standard living  conditions. 

Through  the  first  nine  months  of 
this  year,  new  tuberculosis  cases 
increased  18  per  cent  over  a  simi- 
lar period  last  year. 

It  is  felt  this  increase  reflects 
the  City's  expanded  and  improved 
casefinding  programs,  however, 
rather  than  an  upsurge  in  new 
tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis  remains  San  Fran- 
cisco's leading  contagious  disease, 
despite  a  drop  in  deaths  of  76  per 
cent  in  the  past  10  years. 

Every  18  hours  last  year  a  new 
TB  case  was  reported  here  and  a 
TB  death,  every  five  days. 

About  1,000  residents  have  ac- 
tive TB  but  are  unaware  of  it  and 
could  be  spreading  the  disease  to 
others.  In  addition,  some  150,000 
more  San  Franciscans  harbor  TB 
germs  in  their  bodies,  and  many 
will  develop  active  disease  in  the 
future. 

The  San  Francisco  Tuberculosis 
Association  works  the  year  around 
to  safeguard  San  Franciscans  from 
TB.  Through  free  chest  X-rays, 
the  Association  last  year  found  25 
per  cent  of  all  new  TB  cases  here. 

While  the  patient  is  undergoing 
medical  treatment,  the  Association 
helps  rehabilitate  him.  It  also  sup- 
ports a  sheltered  workshop  where 
cured  TB  victims  may  relearn  work 
habits  and  build  endurance. 

To  find  new  and  better  ways  to 
control  and  treat  TB  and  other 
chest  ailments,  the  Association 
this  year  helped  support  30  medical 
research  projects  in  California  and 
70  others  throughout  the  nation. 

Funds  for  these  programs  come 
from  the  annual  Christmas  Seal 
campaign,  which  is  the  sole  means 
of  support  of  the  San  Francisco 
Tuberculosis      Association.

March  of  Dimes 
sets  new  'attack1 

Basil  O'Connor,  president  of  the 
Nationai  Foundation  of  Medical 
Scientific  Research  and  Profession- 
al Education  and  Medical  Care,  has 
announced  plans  for  continued  re- 
search and  study  of  crippling  dis- 
eases. 

The  organization  which  Basil 
O'Connor  heads  is  supported  by  the 
March  of  Dimes  Campaign  which 
was  originated  by  the  late  Presi- 
dent, Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt. 

The  1961  new  March  of  Dimes 
has  as  its  aim,  prevention  of  crip- 
pling diseases. 

As  currently  used  vaccines  have 
greatly  reduced  the  polio  mortality, 
the  program  now  has  centered  its 
attack  on  two  other  crippling  dis- 
eases, birth  defects  and  arthritis. 

The  magnitude  of  the  problems 
considered  under  the  program  are 
indicated  by  statistics  which  show 
that  250,000  infants  are  born  each 
year  with  birth  defects  and  ap- 
proximately 11,000,000  are  affected 
with  arthritis  or  rheumatic  dis- 
eases. 

The  March  of  Dimes  has  been  in 
progress  for  22  years  and  has  con- 
tributed greatly  to  the  develop- 
ment of  techniques  in  the  success- 
ful fight  against  paralytic  polio, 
through  programs  of  patient  aid, 
professional  education  and  medical 
research. 

Funds  derived  from  the  volun- 
tary contributions  of  millions  of 
Americans  support  research,  medi- 
cal care,  and  professional  educa- 
tion programs.

9th  Grade  junior 
Biology  program 

Stanford  University  has  accredit- 
ed the  newly  instituted  SFUSD  9th 
grade,  junior  high  school,  course 
in  Biology. 

Biology  as  a  laboratory  science 
in  the  9th  grade  is  now  operative 
in  five  junior  high  schools  of  San 
Francisco. 

Curriculum  Coordinator  Joseph 
B.  Hill  of  the  San  Francisco  Uni- 
fied School  District  has  announced 
that  the  newly  instituted  courses  in 
Biology  have  been  accredited  by 
Stanford  University,  as  meeting 
certain  requirements  for  college 
entrance. 

Rixford  K.  Snyder,  Director  of 
Admissions  for  Stanford  Univer- 
sity, has  recently  notified  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District 
that  the  university  admissions  staff 
is  in  unanimous  agreement  that  any 
course  in  Biology  taught  at  the  9th 
grade  level  under  the  conditions 
outlined  would  "certainly  meet 
Stanford  University's  recommenda- 
tion" that  Biology  be  a  part  of  the 
high  school  program. 
Pilot  program 

Herbert  Hoover  Junior  High 
School  embarked  on  a  pilot  pro- 
gram in  Biology  in  September  of 
1959  and  continued  during  the  suc- 
ceeding year. 

This  initial  phase  of  the  new  S.  F. 
Biology  program  established  a  pro- 
totype to  be  followed  and  improved 
upon  by  other  junior  high  schools. 

The  second  phase  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  new  course  includ- 
ed programs  in  four  additional  jun- 
ior high  schools:  A.  P.  Giannini, 
Aptos,  Marina  and  Portola. 


high  school 
is  accredited 

These  schools  began  the  teaching 
of  laboratory  science  in  the  9th 
grade  with  one  or  two  sections  in 
each  school  in  addition  to  one  or 
more  sections  of  general  science. 

Equipment  was  borrowed  from 
several  high  schools  in  order  to 
maintain  the  program  pending  ap- 
proval and  purchase  of  the  equip- 
ment needed. 

State  National   Defense   Educa- 
tion  Act    Funds    are   expected   to 
facilitate  the  new  program. 
Third  phase 

In  September  of  1961,  five  addi- 
tional junior  high  schools  are  ex- 
pected to  be  included  in  the  new 
project.  Planning  for  this  phase  of 
the  program  is  well  under  way  and 
will  include  Everett,  Francisco, 
Horace  Mann,  James  Lick,  and 
Presidio  Junior  High  Schools. 

A  final  phase  of  the  program, 
which  has  been  tentatively  set  for 
the  fall  of  1962,  will  make  the  pro- 
gram universal  to  the  Junior  High 
School  Division. 
Background 

The  program,  which  was  initiat- 
ed during  the  1959-60  school  year, 
began  in  the  classes  of  Lawrence 
Hailing  of  Herbert  Hoover  Junior 
High  School. 

Preparation  for  the  new  biology 
course  was  carried  on  under  the 
direction  of  Curriculum  Assistant 
Richard  Pierce  and  Junior  and 
Senior  High  School  Science  teach- 
ers.

The  Sears  Roebuck  Foundation,

New  Pupils 

It  should  be  noted  that  registra- 
tion of  minor  blanks  are  required 
for  all  new  pupils  entering  San 
Francisco  schools  for  the  first 
time  and  for  all  pupils  entering 
kindergarten. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten,  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  May  2, 
1956  (4  years  and  9  months). 

All  entrants  into  the  first  grade 
must  be  born  not  later  than  May 
2,  1955  (5  years  and  9  months). 
Kindergarten  enrollees 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to 
the  kindergarten  or  first  grade  of 
a  school. 

Therefore  no  child  may  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  kindergarten  or  first 
grade  of  a  school  without  accept- 
able verification  as  noted  above.

The   addition  of  the  new  ninth 
grade  program  is  based  on  several 
premises : 

(1)  Adequate  supplies  and  equip- 
ment will  be  provided  to  permit  the 
teaching  of  the  course  as  a  labora- 
tory science. 

(2)  The  course  of  study  and  text- 
books used  in  biology  in  the  ninth 
grade  will  be  the  same  as  those 
approved  and  accepted  for  the 
tenth  grade. 

(3)  Students  in  the  classes  will 
be  selected  as  capable  of  doing  ac- 
celerated work.

The  Children's  Art  Show  will 
present  its  eighth  exhibition  of  out- 
standing children's  art  at  the  M.  H. 
De  Young  Memorial  Museum  in 
Golden  Gate  Park,  February  and 
March,  1961. 

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  and  Board  of  Education 
and  the  M.  H.  De  Young  Memorial 
Museum  and  Museum  Society  have 
been  the  co-sponsors  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Art  Show  since  1951. 

The  San  Francisco  Second  Dis- 
trict, California  Congress  of  Par- 
ents and  Teachers,  and  the  Inter- 
national Children's  Art  Center  are 
the  newly  invited  patrons  of  the 
exhibition. 

The  1961  show  will  be  the  first 
time  that  the  Children's  Art  Show 
will  exhibit  work  from  both  the 
elementary  and  the  secondary 
schools.  The  exhibit  format  will  be 
designed  to  show  the  public  the 
place  of  art  in  the  Public  School 
program. 

Past  shows  have  received  nation- 
al recognition  and  have  proven  to 
be  an  effective  way  of  interpreting 
children's  creative  expression  in 
painting  and  in  crafts  to  the  adult 
world.

It  is  allied  with  Social  Studies  in 
matters  of  content  for  debate  top- 
ics and  research  methodology. 

District-wide  drama  courses  help 
to  supply  artists  for  California's 
largest  industry,  that  of  Motion 
Pictures. 

Speech  arts,  drama,  and  public 
speaking  are  elective  subjects  in 
both  junior  and  senior  high  levels; 
like  debating  or  forensic  training, 
they  are  part  of  the  subject  area 
covered  by  English. 

Student  government  gives  prac- 
tice  in   many   activities   including 
the  use  of  speech  arts. 
League  competition 

City  schools  are  active  in  many 
competitions  for  speaking  excel- 
lence. Some  schools  participate  in 
the  National  Forensic  League  and 
most  are  active  in  the  Golden  Gate 
Speech  Association  which  includes 
the  schools  of  San  Francisco,  Oak- 
land, and  Marin  County. 

Once,  the  competition  in  debat- 
ing was  confined  to  the  City  of 
San  Francisco  under  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Public  Schools  Debating 
League,  but  now  SFUSD  students 
compete  on  Bay  Region,  State  and 
National  levels. 

Many  awards  of  trips,  scholar- 
ships, and  sums  of  money  have  add- 
ed further  meaning  to  these  con- 
tests, but  the  main  value  is  to  be 
found  in  the  lasting  abilities  de- 
veloped. 

Junior  High  Schools  of  the  SF- 
USD re-established  their  debating 
league  competition  last  year  and 
are  in  the  process  of  developing 
high  standards  previously  charac- 
teristic of  their  work  in  this  regard. 

Value 

Valuable  experiences,  closely  re- 
lated to  many  fields  of  endeavor, 
are  derived  from  the  District's  net- 
work of  training  in  oral  expression 
arts. 

The  program  not  only  gives  bene- 
fits of  poise,  grace,  proper  diction, 
and  practice  in  "thinking  on  one's 
feet,"  but  also  trains  in  composi- 
tion, use  of  logical  processes,  argu- 
mentation, and  gives  practice  in 
research  work,  compilation,  and 
the  arrangement  of  data. 

Successful  record 

A  large  number  of  graduates  of 
speech  arts,  public  speaking,  and 
debating  programs  of  the  District 
schools  have  used  their  school-de- 
veloped talents  well.

Dozens  of  attorneys  look  to  their 
verbal  fencing  in  high  school  debat- 
ing as  excellent  preparation. 

The  English  program  of  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Schools  has  de- 
veloped many  outstanding  people. 

Although  activities  in  debating, 
elocution,  oratory,  and  student  gov- 
ernment, related  to  English,  in  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Schools  have 
not  been  the  sole  factor  of  develop- 
ment in  the  lives  of  many  outstand- 
ing San  Franciscans,  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Unified  School  District  does 
take  some  measure  of  pride  from  a 
belief  that  some  talents  used  by 
these  people  have,  in  part,  been  a 
reward  for  attending  San  Francisco 
Public  Schools.

New  program  ready  to  ai 
culturally  deprived  pu 


The  new  program  for  the  devel- 
opment of  effective  solutions  for 
reading  and  language  problems  for 
the  City's  culturally  deprived  youth 
was  outlined  before  the  Board  of 
Education  at  the  regular  meeting 
of  Tuesday,  January  10,  1961. 

San  Francisco  Schools  and  stu- 
dents will  profit  from  plans  for  ad- 
ditional help  in  reading  which  will 
be  instituted  during  the  spring  se- 
mester of  1961. 
Plans  outlined 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Spears 
submitted  an  outline  of  the  Special 
Reading  and  Language  Program 
for  the  Culturally  Handicapped  to 
be  carried  on  in  the  SFUSD  under 
the  Great  Cities  Project. 

The  project  is  co-sponsored  by 
the  District  and  the  Fund  for  the 
Advancement  of  Education  of  the 
Ford  Foundation.  The  sum  of 
$60,000  has  been  turned  over  to 
the  SFUSD  by  the  Fund  Office  to 
facilitate  the  program. 

Three  outstanding  reading  ex- 
perts will  serve  the  project  as  an 
advisory  board;  they  are  Professors 
William  Iverson  of  the  Stanford 
University ;  Professor  Constance 
McCullough  of  San  Francisco 
State  College  and  Professor  David 
Russell  of  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia. Professor  McCullough  will 
serve  as  Chairman  for  the  Advisory 
Group. 
Project  team 

The  executive  director  of  the 
project,  Isador  Pivnick,  Principal  of 
John  Swett  School,  will  be  respon- 
sible for  administering  the  pro- 
gram within  the  framework  which 
has  been  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Education. 

He  will  coordinate  the  work  of 
the  project  staff,  plan  in-service 
courses,  arrange  meetings  and 
workshops,  and  assemble  and  in- 
terpret data,  as  well  as  do  other 
tasks  which  are  necessary  to  expe- 
dite the  entire  operation. 

The  influence  of  the  project  is 
expected  to  make  itself  felt  through- 
out the  participating  schools:  John 
Swett  and  Raphael  Weill  Elemen- 
tary, Benjamin  Franklin  Junior 
High  and  Galileo  High.  In  the  ele- 
mentary schools,  the  project  teach- 
er will  work  directly  with  all  the 
forty-five  teachers  in  the  partici- 
pant institutions. 

Four  teachers  in  Benjamin 
Franklin  Junior  High  and  two 
teachers  in  Galileo  High  School 
will  have  classes  in  reading  and 
will  work  closely  with  the  project 
teachers. 


Teachers  and  teaching 

Seven  teachers  will  be  assigned, 
full  time,  to  work  with  schools, 
teachers,  and  students  in  an  exten- 
sive effort  to  raise  the  reading  and 
language  levels  of  the  culturally 
deprived. 

Three  elementary  teachers  will 
be  assigned  to  John  Swett  and 
Raphael  Weill  Schools. 

They  will  instruct  classes  as 
demonstrations  for  other  teachers, 
work  with  groups  of  children,  car- 
ry on  activities  which  will  assure 
articulation  and  continuity  through- 
out the  program  and  serve  as  re- 
source teachers. 

The  selected  teachers  will  also 
spend  time  with  others  in  the  Ele- 
mentary English  subject  field,  both 
from  selected-project  schools  and 
other  schools  of  the  District. 

In-Service  work  will  also  be  in- 
volved in  the  agenda  of  duties  as 
well  as  the  organization  of  instruc- 
tional materials. 

The  secondary  school  teachers  of 
the  project  will  each  teach  two 
classes  in  the  morning  at  Benja- 
min Franklin  Junior  High  School 
and  Galileo  High  School  respective- 
ly, and  will  carry  out  consultation 
and  demonstration  work  during  the 
remainder  of  the  day. 

Those  assigned  to  the  secondary 
level  will  also  work  with  teachers 
from  other  schools  in  the  manner 
outlined  above  in  the  case  of  the 
Elementary  Division  Teachers. 

All  project  teachers  will  be  avail- 
able for  reading  demonstrations 
and  meetings  with  other  teachers. 
They  will  carry  responsibility  for 
curriculum  development  and  evalu- 
ation. 

In  addition,  teachers  in  the  pro- 
ject schools  will  place  additional 
emphasis  on  the  teaching  of  read- 
ing throughout  all  the  various  sub- 
jects taught. 

Counseling  aids 

A  School-Community  Counselor 
will  work  with  pupils,  parents  and 
school  personnel  to  bring  about  a 
concerted  school  and  home  attack 
on  the  problems  relative  to  reading 
and  language  confronting  the 
young  people  affected  by  the  pro- 
ject. He  will  also  work  with  other 
community  agencies  in  seeking  to 
effect  the  realization  of  ends  sought 
under  the  plan. 

The  School  -  Community  -  Voca- 
tional Counselor  for  the  Culturally 
Handicapped  Program  will  carry 
on  activities  aimed  at  improving

Board  President 

The  new  President  began  her 
short  statement  of  acceptance  with 
an  expression  of  appreciation  for 
the  dedicated  work  done  by  her 
predecessor,  Mr.  Elmer  Skinner, 
who  served  as  the  1959-60  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board.

The  new  requirements,  which 
insure  greater  pupil  safety,  came 
as  a  result  of  experiences  of  the 
Chicago  school  fire  and  the  Los 
Angeles  fire  safety  test  held  dur- 
ing last  year.

National  Foundation  aids  medical  students     | 


The  National  Foundation,  spon- 
sored by  funds  derived  from  the 
New  March  of  Dimes,  has  issued 
a  report  indicating  that  6,100,878 
dollars  was  allocated  to  medical 
research  during  1959. 

Funds  set  aside  for  this  purpose 
included  1,468,588  dollars  in  grants 
for  research  in  clinical  study  cen- 
ters sponsored  by  the  National 
Foundation.  The  new  emphasis  of 
the  March  of  Dimes  and  the  Foun- 
dation has  been  directed  toward 
problems  involving  birth  defects 
or  arthritis  and  polio. 

A  medical  care  program  spon- 
sored by  the  Campaign  group  ex- 
pended 15,776,625  dollars  almost 
all  of  which  went  to  patient  aid  for 
polio  victims.  A  major  problem 
facing  the  Nation  is  the  shortage 
of  trained  medical  personnel  to 
treat  patients  with  disabilities.  The 
National  Foundation  assisted  8,007 
men  and  women  toward  education- 
al goals  which  would  qualify  them 
to  handle  disabled  patients. 

Among  those  assisted  by  the 
March  of  Dimes  were  411  scien- 
tific research  workers,  more  than 
300  physicians,  2,400  medical  stu- 
dents, 3,029  physical  therapy  stu- 
dents and  892  medical  social  work 
students. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  March 
of  Dimes  is  one  of  three  school 
drives  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  the  other  two  being  the 
United  Crusade  and  the  American 


Red  Cross.  Participation  in  the 
drives  is  on  a  voluntary  basis  and, 
by  law,  must  remain  free  from  the 
exertion  of  undue  pressure.

ceptable work  in  order  to  advance 
from  one  "increment -block"  to 
another. 

"Increment  blocks"  are  defined 
as  periods  of  time. 

Teachers  on  salary  Classification 
I  must  complete  six  units  every 
three  years. 


Those  on  Classification  II  have 
four-year  increment  blocks. 

The  increment  block  for  those 
in  Classification  III  is  five  com- 
plete school  years. 

Six  units  of  work  must  be  com- 
pleted in  each  increment  block  re- 
gardless of  classification:  only  the 
time-span  of  the  blocks  for  each 
classification  differ. 

Teachers  failing  to  complete  the 
required  units  in  the  allowed  time 
are  not  granted  salary  increments 
until  such  unit  requirements  have 
been  fulfilled. 

Teachers  who  have  reached  their 
fifty-seventh  birthday  are  exempt 
from  these  requirements. 

In-service  courses  satisfy  incre- 
ment requirements  in  the  SFUSD 
as  well  as  offer  educational  experi- 
ences. 

In-service  units  are  usable  as  col- 
lege credit  only  within  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District 
and  are  not  transferable  to  other

Board  Policy — salary  credit 

"The  maximum  credit  that 
will  be  accepted  for  salary  class- 
ification purposes  of  teachers 
engaged  in  full-time  teaching 
will  be  six  semester  hours,  or 
six  quarter  hours,  or  the  equiv- 
alent, for  any  one  semester  or 
quarter,  exclusive  of  summer 
sessions.  A  maximum  of  eight 
semester  hours  or  twelve  quar- 
ter hours,  exclusive  of  summer 
sessions,  will  be  accepted  for 
any  one  school  year  for  salary 
classification  purposes."

Applications  may  be  secured 
from  the  Personnel  Office,  135  Van 
Ness  Avenue  for  this  leave  pro- 
gram. 

Those  applying  must  submit 
their  applications  prior  to  March 
1  or  October  1  before  their  desired 
leave  period  would  begin. 

Teachers  taking  sabbatical  leave 
must    serve   two   years    following 
such  leave,  but  presently  need  not 
post  a  bond  as  required  previously. 
Accredited  travel 

Last  year,  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion accepted  recommendations 
made  by  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Harold  Spears  for  giving  credit 
for  travel  under  the  sabbatical 
leave  program. 

The  innovations  which  are  now 
in  effect  include  the  following 
points : 

1.  That  teachers  on  sabbatical 
leave  are  credited  with  teaching 
service  for  salary  increment  pur- 
pose. 

2.  That  the  year's  requirement 
for  a  sabbatical  study  leave  is  re- 
duced from  24  to  18  accredited 
university  or  college  units. 

3.  That  in  the  case  of  approved 
yearly  study  leaves,  under  college 
or  university  supervision,  in  which 
units  are  not  received,  as  in  the 
case  of  thesis  preparation  for  a 
doctoral  degree,  the  teacher  is 
credited  with  one  complete  school 
year  of  teaching  service  for  salary 
increment  purposes. 
Liberalized  program 

The  sabbatical  leave  plan  of  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict has  encouraged  greater  teach- 
er participation  in  the  program 
through  an  extension  of  opportuni- 
ties and  liberalization  of  work  re- 
quirements.

In  order  that  an  immediate 
check-up  of  all  pupils  who  have 
left  school  may  be  made,  princi- 
pals are  asked  to  give  to  their  Su- 
pervisors of  Attendance,  not  later 
than  February  24,  a  Left  Without 
Transfer  slip  for  every  child  who 
was  on  the  school  roll  on  February 
1st,  but  who  has  not  registered 
this  term. 

Throughout  the  term,  all  pupils 
who  leave  school  for  any  reason 
without  taking  a  transfer  to  an- 
other school  should  be  immediately 
reported  to  the  Supervisor  of  At- 
tendance as  Left  Without  Transfer.

The  public  schools  of  San 
Francisco  will  honor  the  mem- 
ory of  Abraham  Lincoln  by  a 
school  holiday,  today,  February 
13,  1961. 

President  Lincoln,  himself, 
lived  in  accordance  with  quali- 
fications he  set  to  describe  good- 
government;  he  was,  in  truth, 
"  .  .  .  of  the  people,  by  the 
people,  and  for  the  people." 
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Pupils,  parents,  and  teachers 
work  together  for  discipline 


The  San  Francisco  Public  Schools 
have  embarked  on  a  new  venture 
of  cooperation  involving  pupils, 
parents,  and  teachers  for  the  pro- 
motion of  proper  student  behavior 
in  accordance  with  Point  11  of  the 
23-point  Curriculum  Strengthening 
Program  in  operation  within  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict. 

''San  Francisco  Pupils,  Parents, 
and  Teachers  Get  Together  on  Dis- 
cipline "  is  the  title  for  a  new  book- 
let which  gives  statement  to  exist- 
ing policies  relating  to  school  dis- 
cipline. The  booklet  will  be  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  District 
schools,  this  week. 

The  Second  District  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Congress  of  Parents  and 
Teachers  actively  worked  with 
school  officials,  teachers,  and  stu- 
dent-groups in  the  formulation  of 
the  new  guide  booklet. 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Har- 
old Spears,  in  describing  the  work, 
has  indicated  that  the  booklet  has 
been  done  in  order  to  aid  in  the 
dissemination  and  extension  of  in- 
formation concerning  existing  pol- 
icies. 

Dr.  Spears  stated  that  the  book- 
let will,  henceforth,  be  a  regular 
item  of  supply  throughout  the  Dis- 
trict and  is  to  be  utilized  as  an 
instructional  aid  for  the  promotion 
of  good  citizenship  and  consequent 
development  of  student  self-re- 
spect. 

The  Superintendent  emphasized 
the  importance  of  proper  student 
behavior  as  being  essential  to  the 
effectiveness  of  instruction  and  the 
learning  situation. 


Something  for  all 

The  new  discipline  guide  is  to 
be  distributed  to  all  students  of 
the  District,  beginning  this  semes- 
ter. It  is  to  be  utilized  by  students 
in  school  and  is  also  for  use  of  par- 
ents and  students  together  in  the 
home  situation. 

Senior  High  School  Permanent 
Record  Cards  will,  hereafter,  in- 
dicate that  each  student  has  been 
made  aware  of  the  important  in- 
formation contained  in  the  new 
and  instructive  booklet.

Fire-safety  alterations 

At  its  regular  meeting  of  Febru- 
ary 7,  1961,  the  S.  F.  Board  of 
Education  allotted  $650,000  for 
the  speedy  alteration  of  school 
buildings  in  accordance  with  the 
latest  information  concerning  fire 
safety. 

The  Board  emphasized  its  wish 
that  the  construction  work  be  done 
as  a  high  priority  project  and  be 
concluded  as  quickly  as  possible. 

Assistant  Superintendent  Robert 
Stoffer,  in  charge  of  Buildings  and 
Grounds,  indicated  that  ground 
work  for  the  quick-conclusion  of 
the  project  had  been  already  taken 
and  that  the  City  Bureau  of  Archi- 
tecture is  prepared  to  facilitate 
the  safety  program  with  the  great- 
est possible  speed. 
Elimination  of  interruptions 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Har- 
old Spears  presented  a  detailed  re- 
port on  plans  for  providing  for  the 
controlling  out-of-class  activities, 
in  keeping  with  Point  16  of  the 
23-Point  Curriculum  Strengthen- 
ing Program  which  is  currently 
being  carried  out  by  the  District. 

The  major  portions  of  Dr.  Spears' 
report  related  to  situations,  pro- 
grams, and  activities  in  the  Senior 
High  and  Junior  High  School  Di- 
visions. 

The  Superintendent  pointed  out 
that  the  Elementary  Division  faces 
little  difficulty  in  protecting  the 
classroom  against  unnecessary  in- 
terruptions, as  compared  with  the 
secondary  school. 

Plans  indicated  the  great  extent 
of  effort  being  employed  in  freeing 
teachers  and  students  from  un- 
necessary classroom  interruptions. 

The  efficient  handling  of  school 
routines  was  emphasized,  while 
greater  standardizations  of  proced- 
ure among  schools  within  the  re- 
spective divisions  was  outlined. 

Throughout  the  eight  page,  sin- 
gle spaced,  typed  report  submitted, 
it  was  evident  that  the  teacher  has 
the  first  claim  on  the  student  and 
that  maximum  use  of  school  time 
for  instruction  is  to  be  safe-guard- 
ed. 
Cafeteria  Operation 

Wendell  Muntz,  supervisor  of 
Cafeterias,  reported  on  the  various 
aspects  of  the  cafeteria  program. 

It  was  noted  that  plate  lunch 
and  ala  carte  items  served  in  the 
school  cafeterias  have  held  to  the 
same  price  since  February  of  1958. 

During  the  past  few  years  vari- 
ous labor-saving  equipment  has 
provided  benefits  to  the  program. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  a  new 
senior  high  school  and  three  new 
elementary  school  cafeterias  have 
been  developed  recently. 


Mr.  Muntz  stated  that  approxi- 
mately twelve  of  the  older  school 
cafeterias  are  in  need  of  rehabili- 
tation and,  also,  requested  that 
consideration  be  given  to  this  mat- 
ter under  the  next  bond  issue  pro- 
gram. 

Cafeteria  Supervisor  W.  Muntz 
took  the  occasion  to  announce  that 
the  San  Francisco  News-Call  Bulletin 
is  to  be  added  to  the  list  of  those 
carrying  listings  of  the  daily  menus 
in  the  school  cafeterias  throughout 
the  District. 
Budget  estimate 

Superintendent  Spears  indicated 
that  preliminary  studies  of  the 
1961-62  Budget  tend  to  show  that 
$52,564,265  is  needed  for  the  next 
school  year.  An  increase  in  the 
Budget,  over  sums  utilized  dur- 
ing the  last  fiscal  year,  is  due  to 
the  growth  of  school  enrollment 
and  to  salary  increments. 

A  slight  reduction  in  the  Child 
Care  Center  fund  for  1961-62  was 
noted  by  the  Superintendent.  He 
pointed  out,  however,  that  the 
lowered  amount  does  not  indicate 
a  lessening  of  the  services  render- 
ed by  the  Child  Care  Program. 

An  increase  of  the  School  Cafe- 
teria Fund  budget  was  also  noted 
although  it  is  financed  entirely 
from  receipts  from  sales  in  the 
cafeterias  and  subsidies  under  the 
National  School  Lunch  program 
and  consequently  does  not  require 
any  tax  levy. 

The  complete   and  detailed  Re- 
port on  the  Budget  will  be  studied 
by  the  Board  later,  this  spring. 
Committees  named 

Commissioner  Moore,  in  charge 
of  the  Buildings  and  Grounds  Com- 
mittee received  Board  approval  for 
his  committee  which  will  include 
Commissioners  Edward  Kemmitt 
and  Elmer  Skinner. 

The  Board  also  completed  the 
Curriculum  Committee  which  is 
chaired  by  Mrs.  Lawrence  Draper, 
Jr.,  and  will  include  Commissioners 
Adolfo  de  Urioste  and  Edward 
Kemmitt. 

The  Board  gave  final  action  to 
the  abolition  of  the  Committee  on 
Publications,    Public    Information, 
and  Personnel. 
Other  Business 

A  lengthy  and  detailed  report  on 
pending  legislation  was  presented 
by  Legal  Advisor  Irving  G.  Breyer. 
The  Board  viewed  each  of  the  forty 
bills  separately  and  rendered  opin- 
ions concerning  each. 

Representatives  of  professional 
organizations  aided  the  purposes 
of  the  deliberations  by  making 
presentations  concerning  the  pend- 
ing legislation.

More  honors  given  schools  and  pupils 


Stanford  University's  "Report  of 
the  Registrar  for  the  Academic 
Year,  1959-60"  attests  to  the  high 
quality  work  being  done  by  stu- 
dent-enrollees  who  are  graduates 
of  SFUSD  Schools. 

The  over-all  average  of  City 
public  school  graduates  has  been 
termed  "successful,"  and  three 
SFUSD  Senior  High  Schools  have 
made  excellent  record  ratings. 

Students  of  George  Washington, 
Abraham  Lincoln,  and  Lowell  High 
Schools  accounted  for  a  2.81  rat- 
ing, on  a  school  basis. 

George  Washington  High  School 
graduates  attained  a  3.02  level, 
while  Abraham  Lincoln  and  Lowell 
graduates  achieved  a  2.71  level. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of 
the  83  public  and  private  schools 
throughout  the  U.  S.  sending  ten 


or  more  graduates  to  Stanford, 
George  Washington  holds  the  high- 
est academic  average  of  any  high 
school  in  the  nation. 

Of  the  54  public  high  schools  in 
California  sending  ten  or  more  stu- 
dents to  Stanford,  only  14  had  a 
higher  academic  average  than  Ab- 
raham Lincoln  High  School  and 
Lowell. 

Figures  indicate  that  the  aver- 
ages quoted  refer  to  records  of  3- 
year  standings.

New  health  study  set 

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  has  embarked  on  a  very 
unique  in-service  curriculum  study 
in  Health  Education. 

Involved  directly  with  the  pro- 
ject are  leaders  from  eight  com- 
munity health  agencies,  as  well  as 
the  San  Francisco  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  S.  F.  State  Col- 
lege. 

The  latest  research  findings  and 
educational  materials  will  be  made 
available  in  such  subjects  as  Men- 
tal Health,  Cancer,  Heart  Disease, 
Nutrition,  Alcohol  and  Narcotics, 
and  many  others. 

The  project  originated  in  the  of- 
fices of  Mr.  George  Canrinus,  co- 
ordinator of  Health,  Physical  Edu- 
cation, Recreation  and  Athletics, 
and  Mrs.  Alice  Duffy,  a  supervisor 
in  that  department.

At  the  Board  of  Education  meet- 
ing of  February  21,  Superintendent 
Harold  Spears  presented  a  detailed 
proposal  for  change  in  the  salary 
structure  of  the  local  School  Dis- 
trict. 

This  report  was  in  keeping  with 
an  earlier  directive  of  the  Board  of 
Education  to  make  such  a  study 
for  Board  use.  It  was  taken  under 
advisement  by  the  Board. 

It  was  recommended  to  retain 
the  three  classifications  of  the  basic 
schedule  with  the  same  require- 
ments for  in-service  advancement. 

An  adjustment  of  the  ratios  be- 
tween classifications  and  steps  was 
proposed.  It  was  suggested  that  a 
ratio  of  1.9  to  1.0  be  adopted  be- 
tween the  last  step  of  Classifica- 
tion III  and  the  first  step  of  Class- 
ification I.  The  present  ratio  is 
1.8  to  1.0. 

The  adjustment  of  ratios  will 
tend  to  correct  the  variance  in 
proportion  which  occurred  with  the 
removal  of  one  step  in  the  salary 
scale,  a  change  which  was  made 
four  years  ago. 

The  City  College  schedule  would 
likewise  be  advanced,  retaining  its 
present  ratio  relationship  above 
the  3rd  classification  of  the  basic

The  Adult  Division  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District 
is  cooperating  with  the  State  of 
California  Department  of  Employ- 
ment in  a  re-training  program  for 
benefit  of  older  workers. 

Mrs.  Nello  E.  Kearney,  coordin- 
ator of  Services  to  Older  Workers, 
of  the  Department  of  Employment 
has  been  of  great  assistance  in  the 
planning  and  development  of  the 
short-unit  programs  of  the  SFUSD 
meant  to  train  large  numbers  of 
people  in  schools  needed  by  the 
employment  market. 

Coordinator  of  Adult  Education, 
Dalton  Howatt  has  indicated  that 
others  aiding  the  new  community- 
serving  plan  include  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Examiner  and  a  citizen's  com- 
mittee under  the  United  Commun- 
ity Fund  headed  by  Mrs.  George 
Bowman. 

A  group  of  twenty-five  older  men 
are  currently  taking  a  short  basic 
course  in  maintenance  gardening. 
Indications  are  that  the  re-trained 
adult  students  will  be  available  for 
employment  shortly.

pate  in  in-service  work  during  the 
summer  months.  The  new  regula- 
tion will  permit  teachers  to  obtain 
credit  in  September  for  work  com- 
pleted on  or  before  August  31. 
Heretofore,  July  1  was  the  cut-off 
day  for  such  credit.  This  prevents 
a  year's  delay  in  salary  and  incre- 
ment adjustments. 

A  tenure  advantage  would  be 
given  to  long-term  substitutes  by 
permitting  credit  of  one  year 
toward  the  probationary  period, 
should  that  person  be  appointed  to 
a  regular  position  the  following 
year. 

A  new  regulation  would  also  ben- 
efit those  administrators  serving  in 
an  acting  capacity.  This  advan- 
tage, for  salary  and  retirement 
purposes,  would  be  extended  to 
those  who  serve  in  an  acting  ca- 
pacity for  over  one  year. 

The  Superintendent  pointed  out 
the  importance  of  maintaining  a 
strong  basic  single  salary  schedule, 
rather  than  to  set  up  special  sched- 
ules for  small  groups  of  teachers 
requesting  such  action. 

The  report  was  prepared  by  the 
Superintendent  following  investi- 
gations and  committee  work  con- 
cerning the  salary  structure.  Coun- 
sel was  accorded  by  Dr.  Willard  S.

A  recently  begun  $4,400,000  high 
school  campus,  designated  as  the 
Southeast  Project,  will  add  a  2,000 
capacity  secondary  school  to  the 
SFUSD's  list  of  seven  high  schools. 

The  Jefferson  School  replace- 
ment, currently  under  construction, 
will  provide  a  new  school  for  500 


students  displaced  by  the  1959  fire 
which  destroyed  the  school's  orig- 
inal frame  building. 

The  Golden  Gate  Elementary 
School  unit  is  marked  as  the  last 
to  be  constructed  school  addition 
planned  at  this  time. 

Only  one  additional  unit,  known 
as  the  North  Beach  elementary 
school  project  remains  to  be  de- 
termined.

Service  of  two  years  will  be  re- 
quired of  each  person  selected  for 
the  program. 

All  participants  'will  receive  a 
pre -orientation  course  at  Teachers 
College  in  New  York  City  begin- 
ning June  26, 1961.  The  experienced 
teachers  will  then  be  sent  to  Mak- 
erere  College  fci  Kampala,  Uganda, 
about  July  15,  this  year,  for  three 
months  further  orientation  and 
training. 


During  the  pre-teaching  period, 
all  trainees  will  receive  travel  ex- 
penses, accommodation  arrange- 
ments, and  subsistence  allowances 
in  the  residence  halls  of  Makerere 
College. 

Qualified  candidates  are  specific- 
ally needed  in  English,  history, 
geography,  mathematics,  physics, 
chemistry  and  biology,  as  well  as 
in  other  fields. 

Applications  must  be  processed 
by  May  1  of  this  year.

Legislative  study 
for  1961,  underway 

A  topic  of  interest  to  those  in 
the  field  of  education  is  proposed 
legislation  affecting  pupils,  schools, 
and  members  of  the  teaching  pro- 
fession. Legal  Adviser  Irving  G. 
Breyer  of  the  San  Francisco  Uni- 
field  School  District  has  prepared 
synopses  of  recent  bills  pending  on 
national  and  state  levels. 

The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation has  also  been  conducting  a 
study  of  proposed  legislation. 

Members  of  the  SFUSD  and 
other  interested  persons  may  ob- 
tain information  concerning  the 
current  legislative  issues  on  re- 
quest from  the  office  of  Mr.  Breyer, 
Room  311,  Administrative  Office, 
135  Van  Ness  Avenue,  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

Information  on  pending  legisla- 
tive issues  may  also  be  obtained 
from  local  heads  of  the  various 
professional  organizations  which 
serve  members  of  the  School  Dis- 
trict. 

Topics  being  considered  range 
from  credential  regulations  to  oth- 
er matters.  A  sample  proposal  is 
that  of  Assembly  Bill  533  which 
would  specifically  allow  recreation 
■'  or  other  designated  per- 
upervjse  pupils  during 
■ 
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Francisco. 

The  Board  of  Education,  at  its 
regular  meeting  of  March  7,  1961, 
continued  its  study  of  the  salary 
structure  changes  recommended  by 
Superintendent  of  Schools  Harold 
Spears  at  its  February  21  meeting. 

Representatives  of  various  pro- 
fessional organiations  offered  re- 
actions to  the  proposed  structure.

Further,  the  Board  passed  a  res- 
olution giving  statement  to  the  in- 
tention of  the  SFUSD  to  cooperate 
in  every  way  possible  in  conforming 
to  Air  Polution  Control  District 
regulations. 

Authorization  was  given  for  the 
submittal  of  an  application  through 
the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion for  the  purchase  of  additional 
equipment  for  the  electronics  lab- 
oratory of  the  City  College  of  San 
Francisco. 

The     additional     equipment     is 
sought  under   a  funding  program 
of   the   NDEA,    National   Defense 
Education  Act.

The  Lowell  team  consisted  of 
Elizabeth  Worley  (Mrs.  Kelly)  and 
Mary  Ada  Pence  (Mrs.  Underhill), 
the  latter  being  a  sister  of  Miss 
Edith  Pence  who  served  as  princi- 
pal of  both  Girls  High  School  and 
Lowell  during  her  outstanding 
career  in  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools.

The  oldest  piece  of  furniture 
owned  by  the  San  Francisco  Uni- 
fied School  District  is  the  speakers' 
stand  of  Lowell  High  School.

Beneficial  acquisitions 

As  a  result  of  extensive  study,  a 
proposal  was  made  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  land  for  a  projected  Junior 
High  School  in  the  Potrero  Hill 
area.  The  project  is  set  to  begin  in 
three  years  and  will  add  a  4%  acre, 
two  and  one-half  million  dollar 
junior  high  school  to  serve  some 
1,300  youngsters  on  the  Junior 
High  School  level. 

Assistant  Superintendent  Robert 
Stoffer  made  known  the  possible 
acquisition  of  a  large  warehouse 
area  to  serve  the  Buildings  and 
Grounds  Division  and  meet  storage 
demands  of  the  SFUSD. 

A  warehouse  of  116,000  square 
feet,  fully  sprinkled,  and  another 
of  16,000  square  feet  suitable  for 
storage  of  vehicles  is  to  be  avail- 
able for  school  use  at  a  cost  of 
10%  of  its  appraised  value. 

The  new  warehouse  facility  is 
expected  to  save  the  school  district 
sums  in  excess  of  $100,000  per 
year. 

High  school  relocated 

The  San  Francisco  Continuation 
High  School,  currently  housed  in 
a  unit  originally  intended  for  ele- 
mentary school  use,  is  to  be  re- 
located and  renamed. 

The  350  pupil  student  body  of 
the  Continuation  High  School  will 
move  to  the  Gompers  Building  sit- 
uated on  22nd  and  Bartlett  Streets 
near  Horace  Mann  Junior  High 
School. 

The  School  will  be  known  as 
Gompers  High  School,  and  will 
continue  to  serve  students  under 
the  continuation  part-time,  pro- 
gram of  work  and  study. 

The  Gompers  unit  was  originally 
a  trade  school,  but  has  been  re- 
conditioned for  more  general  cur- 
riculum purposes. 

The  Mission  Street  site  of  the 
school,  known  as  Continuation,  will 
revert  to  its  intended  Elementary 
Division  use. 

The  action  is  to  take  place  by 
the  opening  day  of  the  Fall  1961 
semester.

The  Board  of  Education  has 
taken  action  to  extend  greater  pro- 
tection from  Are  to  55  elementary 
schools. 

The  action  was  taken  in  comple- 
ment to  a  program  instituted  at 
the  beginning  of  this  year  which 
has  included  work  on  other  elemen- 
tary schools  in  the  amount  of 
$650,000. 
New  Plans 

The  new  program  will  have  an 
estimated  cost  in  excess  of  $1,000,- 
000. 

Three  major  objectives  have  been 
set  under  this  plan: 

(1)  provision  of  full  automatic 
sprinkler  systems  in  18  schools : 

(2)  provision  of  automatic 
sprinklers  or  fire  detection  de- 
vices in  all  janitors'  closets  and 
storage  areas  in  24  schools;  and 

(3)  the  provision  of  sprinkling 
devices  in  corridors,  stairwells,  jan- 
itors' closets  and  storage  areas  in 
13  schools.

Stand  taken  to  retain  present  4-year  requirements 


Dr.  Harold  Spears,  superintend- 
ent of  schools,  has  voiced  his  oppo- 
sition to  proposed  State  legislation 
which  seeks  requirement  of  an  ad- 
ditional year  of  training  for  ele- 
mentary teachers. 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Spears 
has  recently  taken  a  stand  in  op- 
position to  such  Senate  and  Assem- 
bly Bills,  requiring  5-year  prepar- 
ation, as  a  means  of  safeguarding 
the  recruitment  of  new  teachers 
into  the  field  of  elementary  educa- 
tion. 
Action  in  the  Legislature 

The  Fisher  Bill,  SB  57,  originally 
had  provision  for  the  additional 
training  requirement,  and  since 
the  Superintendent's  objections 
were  voiced,  the  bill  has  been  a- 
mended  so  as  to  eliminate  the 
fifth-year  requirement. 

Last  week,  the  Assembly  Educa- 
tional Committee  studied  a  bill 
presented  by  Assemblyman  Bee, 
which  also  sought  to  add  an  addi- 
tional one-year  requirement  for 
elementary  teachers.  Dr.  Spears 
testified  before  the  Assembly  com- 
mittee and  again  stated  his  objec- 
tions to  the  additional  training  re- 
quirement. 


Dr.  Spears  made  known  his 
views  before  the  California  State 
Senate,  meeting  in  session  in  Sac- 
ramento. 

The  Board  of  Education  of  San 
Francisco  officially  encouraged  Su- 
perintendent Spears  in  his  action 
and  has  recorded  adherence  to  the 
policy  stand  indicated  in  the  Su- 
perintendent's speech. 
Well-trained  teachers 

Dr.  Spears  pointed  out  that  Cali- 
fornia teaching  standards  are  cur- 
rently high.  He  added  that  "the 
teachers  of  our  State,  in  training, 
have  no  equal." 

Citing  the  current  District  satis- 
faction with  preparation  given-  to 
new  teachers,  the  Superintendent 
indicated  that  there  is  no  evidence 
to  support  a  drastic  requirement 
change  and  quoted  points  and  data 
which  would  make  such  a  change 
appear  questionable. 

The  SFUSD  system  of  supervi- 
sory follow-up  and  in-service  train- 
ing has  been  successful  in  main- 
taining a  high  standard  of  profes- 
sional performance  of  duties 
among  new  teachers. 

Evidence  has  not  indicated  a 
difference  in  teacher  performance 


between    four-year    and    five-year 

trainees. 

Teacher  shortage 

Considering  State-wide  indica- 
tions of  teacher  shortage  in  the 
Elementary  field,  the  basic  princi- 
ples of  economics  tend  to  show  that 
governmental  bodies  would  do  well 
to  hesitate  to  increase  the  time 
requirements  for  teacher  training. 

To  supplement  those  new  teach- 
ers trained  in  local  or  State  insti- 
tutions, California  must  depend 
heavily  upon  teacher  applicants 
from  other  states  to  fill  Elemen- 
tary Division  ranks. 

It  is  common  practice  through- 
out the  United  States  to  train  ele- 
mentary teachers  through  four- 
year  programs.  Legislation  which 
would  extend  such  training  re- 
quirements would  obviously  have 
an  adverse  effect  upon  California 
teacher  supply  from  other  areas. 

The  Superintendent  indicated 
that  proposed  legislation,  in  part, 
is  predicated  on  the  false  assump- 
tion that  present  teacher  training 
is  highly  ineffective.  He  added  that, 
until  this  is  proven  by  positive  evi- 
dence, there  is  no  reason  for  an

Actions  taken 

The  Board  of  Education  passed 
a  new,  second  phase,  program  of 
fire  safety  to  benefit  elementary 
schools  of  the  District,  at  its  regu- 
lar meeting  on  April  4,  1961. 

Another  important  action  taken 
by  the  policy  body  was  that  of 
making  provisions  for  the  facilita- 
tion of  the  new,  1961-62,  Salary 
Schedule  recommended  by  S.  F. 
Superintendent  of  Schools  Harold 
Spears. 

City  College  of  San  Francisco 
was  granted  permission  to  accept 
funds  offered  by  the  W.  K.  Kellogg 
Foundation  for  the  California  As- 
sociate in  Arts  Nursing  Project 
which  began  with  Board  approval 
of  August  23,  1960. 

The  Board  pursued  its  study  of 
bills  pending  before  the  California 
State  Legislature  and  stated  its 
approval  of  the  Field  Bill,   as   a- 


mended  to  retain  the  four-year  re- 
quirement for  teacher  preparation 
in  elementary  schools. 

Plans  were  discussed  for  consid- 
eration of  names  for  two  new 
school  projects. 

The  President  of  the  Board,  Mrs. 
Edward  Matzger,  welcomed  Com- 
missioner James  E.  Stratten  on  the 
occasion  of  his  first  participation 
at  a  Board  meeting. 

Mrs.  Matzger  described  the  new 
commissioner  as  a  devoted  public 
servant,  known  for  his  service  to 
youth  for  many  years. 

She  instructed  Legal  Adviser 
Irving  Breyer,  also,  to  prepare  a 
motion  in  commemoration  of  Mr. 
Elmer  Skinner's  contribution  to 
the  Board  of  Education.  Mr.  Skin- 
ner resigned  from  the  Board  re- 
cently due  to  the  demands  of  busi- 
ness; he  is  succeeded  by  Commis- 
sioner Stratten. 


J.  E.  Stratten  begins  Board  career 

James  E.  Stratten  assumed  his 
duties  as  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion at  the  regular  Board  meeting 
of  April  4,  1961.  Commissioner 
Stratten  was  inducted  at  a  cere- 
mony in  the  office  of  Mayor  George 
Christopher  on  April  3,  last  week. 

Mr.  Stratten  has  been  active  in 
various  phases  of  education  and 
youth  activity  for  many  years.  His 
interest  in  children  and  youth  has 
carried  him  into  work  on  national, 
state,  and  local  levels  during  the 
last  15  years. 

The  new  commissioner  has  been 
a  member  of  the  Governor's  Advis- 
ory Committee  for  Children  and 
Youth  for  11  years. 

He  has  worked  with  virtually  all 
of  San  Francisco's  municipal  arms 
for  the  betterment  of  the  city's 
youngsters.  He  has  been  director 
of  Booker  T.  Washington  Com- 
munity Center  and  helped  in  the 
development  and  planning  of  the 
present  installation  and  its  pro- 
gram. 

The  B.  T.  Washington  Center  has 
been  in  operation  42  years,  and 
has  been  situated  in  its  current 
location,  on  the  corner  of  Presidio 
Avenue  and  Sutter  Street,  since 
August  14,  1952. 

JMr.  Stratten  has  a  father's  in- 
terest in  children;  his  son  Ronald 
was  a  student-body  president  of 
Lowell  prior  to  his  graduation;  his 
daughter  Yvonne  is  a  high  10th- 
grade  student  at  George  Washing- 
ton High  School. 

Mr.  Stratten  has  indicated  that 
he  has  no  preconceived  set  of  ideas 
concerning  the  improvement  of  ed- 
ucational   opportunities,    and    has

extension  of  the  required  training 
period  for  new  elementary  teach- 
ers. 

Another  point  of  consideration 
relative  to  the  proposed  State  Sen- 
ate Bill  would  be  the  heavy  cost 
estimate  for  implementing  the  five- 
year  proposal. 

A  further  demand  upon  State 
school  finance  would  be  felt  at  the 
college  level,  since  the  amount  of 
time  on  campus,  before  entering 
teaching,  would  go  up  25%. 

The  vast  majority  of  college  stu- 
dents training  for  teaching  are  in 
public  higher  education  institutions 
which  would  mean  that  this  extra 
load  would  have  to  be  borne  by  the 
State  of  California,  placing  a  de- 
mand upon  the  legislative  body  to 
provide  proportionate  school  rev- 
enue. 

Dr.  Spears  has  concluded  that: 
unless  the  present  four-year  pro- 
gram of  training  can  be  definitely 
proved  inadequate,  then  the  bur- 
den of  additional  school  costs  are 
not  justified. 

The  Superintenedent  also  stated 
that  although  fifty  different  cre- 
dentials currently  issued  represent 
an  exaggeration  of  specialization 
within  the  school  operation,  the 
principles  affecting  the  length  of 
training  required  for  elementary 
school  teachers,  contained  in  the 
credential  reduction-bill,  and  the 
lengthening  of  the  preparation  re- 
quirements are  not  solutions  to 
the  problem. 

The  Board  of  Education  has 
gone  on  record  as  supporting  the 
principle  of  the  Fisher  Bill,  in  that 
it  would  mean  more  training  em- 
phasis on  academic  subjects.

Retirement 

Dr.  Ward  M.  Nichols,  personnel 
coordinator,  announces  that  those 
teachers  who  anticipate  retirement 
at  the  close  of  the  spring  semester 
of  1961  should  initiate  action  in 
the  near  future  in  order  that  retire- 
ment payment  may  not  be  delayed 
unnecessarily. 

In  encouraging  such  action,  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  Harold 
Spears  has  shown  great  concern 
for  teachers  making  proper  retire- 
ment provisions  to  serve  their  own 
personal  welfare. 

He  indicates  that  in  some  cases 
teachers  have  come  to  the  end  of 
their  teaching  careers  without  hav- 
ing given  proper  thought  to  this 
matter. 

Superintendent  Spears  says :  "The 
unique  choice  that  confronts  a  San 
Francisco  teacher,  that  of  going 
out  on  State  or  local  retirement, 
is  one  that  may  make  the  differ- 
ence in  thousands  of  dollars  to  the 
employee;  the  decision  cannot  be 
taken  lightly,  but  must  be  prepared 
for." 

Suggested  retirement  procedures 

Suggestions  outlined  for  teach- 
ers in  handling  retirement  prob- 
lems are  as  follows: 

1.  Submit  a  letter  to  the  Person- 
nel Coordinator  indicating  your  in- 
tention to  retire,  and  the  proposed 
date  of  retirement.  Copies  of  this 
letter  should  be  submitted  to  the 
appropriate  assistant  superinten- 
dent. 

2.  Write  to  the  State  Teachers' 
Retirement  System,  721  Capitol 
Avenue,  Sacramento,  California, 
notifying  that  office  of  your  inten- 
tion to  retire  and  requesting  the 
necessary  forms. 

3.  Notify  the  City  Employees' 
Retirement  System,  93  Grove 
Street,  of.  your  intention  to  retire. 

4.  Request  both  the  state  and 
city  retirement  systems  for  assist- 
ance in  determining  which  retire- 
ment program  will  be  more  advan- 
tageous in  your  circumstances. 

5.  If  you  determine  that  the 
State  Retirement  System  will  pro- 
vide greater  benefits  in  your  case, 
you  should  submit  a  letter,  to  the 
Personnel  Coordinator,  resigning 
from  the  school  district.  This  is 
necessary  in  order  that  you  may 
withdraw  your  funds  from  the  lo- 
cal retirement  system  for  deposit 
in  the  State  Retirement  System. 

6.  Submit  the  required  forms 
early  in  order  to  expedite  action 
in  either  retirement  system. 

Because  processing  of  applica- 
tions takes  some  time,  it  is  impor- 
tant that  they  be  submitted  suf- 
3ciently  in  advance  to  enable  a 
proper  consideration  period. 


Transfer 

Teachers  who  desire  transfer 
should  submit  requests  for  same, 
immediately.  Forms  for  this  pur- 
pose can  be  secured  from  the  Per- 
sonnel Office  and  copies  should  be 
submitted  to  the  Assistant  Super- 
intendent concerned,  and  to  the 
Personnel  Coordinator. 

The  request  for  transfer  should 
be  discussed  with  the  appropriate 
assistant  superintendent  at  the 
time  the  request  for  transfer  is 
filed. 

May  1,  1961,  is  the  deadline  for 
making  requests  for  transfer. 

Resignation 

Those  who  plan  to  resign  as  of 
the  close  of  the  1960-61  school  year 
are  requested  to  submit  such  resig- 
nations prior  to  May  15,  1961,  in 
order  that  restarting  of  schools  may 
proceed  in  an  orderly  fashion.

Superintendent  accepts  new 

Confidence  expressed 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Har- 
old Spears  received  an  expression 
of  Board  of  Education  confidence 
and  approval  in  being  reappointed 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  a 
period  of  four  additional  years. 

The  Board  action  was  taken  one 
year  prior  to  termination  of  the 
Superintendent's  current  contrac- 
tual limit. 

Dr.  Spears  expressed  his  grati- 
tude for  the  consideration  given  to 
him  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

He  cited  the  good  working  rela- 
tionships which  exist  between  the 
policy-making  body  and  the  school 
administration. 

The  Superintendent  took  special 
note  of  the  cooperation  extended 
to  his  administration  by  the  Pa- 
rent-Teachers Association,  profes- 
sional organizations,  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  and  the  Downtown 
Association. 

Mrs.  Edward  Matzger,  president 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  spoke 
in  behalf  of  the  Board  when  she 
expressed  pleasure  at  the  prospect 
that  Dr.  Spears'  acceptance  of  a 
new  contract  would  offer  four 
more  fruitful  years  of  benefit  to 
the  children  and  schools  of  San 
Francisco. 
Fire  safety 

The  Board  approved  a  plan  for 
financing  the  second  phase  of  the 
program  of  fire-safety  building 
alterations. 

The  action  insured  progress  of 
alterations  necessary  to  accord  the 
latest  fire  protection  benefits  to 
students  of  the  San  Francisco  Uni- 
fied School  District.

An  all-day  workshop  and  dem- 
onstration was  presented  by  Dr. 
Mary  C.  Austin  and  Dr.  William  D. 
Sheldon,  co-authors  of  the  Sheldon 
Basic  Reading  Series,  which  has 
been  adopted  co-basally  by  the 
State  of  California.  The  meeting 
was  held  at  A.  P.  Giannini  Junior 
High  School,  and  began  at  9:30 
a.m.  Section  meetings  studied  in 
detail  the  use  of  Sheldon  Basic 
Readers  in  grades  one  through  six. 

Dr.  Sheldon  keynoted  the  open- 
ing, general,  session.  He  is  the  di- 
rector of  the  Reading  Laboratory 
and  chairman  of  the  College  Read- 
ing Program  at  Syracuse,  New 
York.  The  reading  authority  also 
serves  in  the  capacity  of  consultant 
to  the  schools  of  New  York  State. 
He  is  president-elect  of  the  Inter- 
national Reading  Association. 

Dr.  Mary  C.  Austin  is  presently 
a  full-time  Lecturer  on  Education 
and  the  Supervisor  of  Apprentice 
Teachers  in  the  Graduate  School 
of  Education,  Harvard  University. 
Dr.  Austin  is  also  the  current  presi- 
dent of  the  International  Reading 
Association. 

A  panel  of  SFUSD  people  as- 
sisted greater  understanding  of  the 
programs  concerned  with  teaching 
reading.

Sterling  M.  McMurrin  has  been 
appointed  United  States  Commis- 
sioner of  Education  by  President 
Kennedy. 

The  new  commissioner  will  serve 
in  the  Department  of  Health,  Edu- 
cation and  Welfare,  as  head  of  the 
United  States  Office  of  Education. 

Dr.  McMurrin,  in  making  his 
acceptance  known,  indicated  that 
he  was  aware  of  many  "educa- 
tional problems  of  great  magni- 
tude." 

The  new  commissioner  cited  ex- 
amples of  these  difficulties  in  terms 
of  a  shortage  of  highly  qualified 
teachers;  adequate  facilities;  the 
neglect  of  the  social  sciences,  the 
humanities  and  fine  arts;  and  de- 
scribed what  he  termed  a  "need 
for  up-grading  the  quality  and 
rigor  of  education  at  all  levels." 

Dr.  McMurrin  stated:  "Above  all, 
there  is  the  problem  posed  by  the 
almost  tragic  role  of  the  teacher 
in  our  society." 

The  need,  he  considers  of  great 
import,  is  that  of  providing  more 
intensive  pursuit  of  basic  research 
in  education  and  the  behavioral 
sciences  and  the  employment  of  its 
results  in  the  solution  of  current 
problems. 

Nine-Point  Plan 

Commissioner  McMurrin  stated 
his  intention  to  give  immediate 
emphasis,  on  taking  office,  to  the 
following : 

1.  The  vigorous  support  of  the 
Administration's  proposals  in  edu- 
cation. 

2.  The  encouragement  of  qual- 
ity and  rigor  in  teaching  and  in 
what  is  taught. 

3.  A  comprehensive  study  of 
Federal  programs  affecting  educa- 
tion at  all  levels. 

4.  The  issuance  of  findings  and 
recommendations  on  educational 
policy  wherever  and  whenever  they 
are  justified  by  competent  research 
leading  to  informed  judgment. 

5.  An  intensified  study  of  edu- 
cation in  the  new  nations  of  Africa 
with  the  intention  of  offering  them 
every  possible  assistance;  the  es- 
tablishment of  mutually  beneficial 
educational  relations  with  the  na- 
tions of  Latin  America;  and  the 
early  completion  of  studies  of  edu- 
cation in  Asian  countries. 

6.  A  more  intensive  development 
of  the  Office  of  Education  as  a  na- 
tional forum  for  the  cultivation  of 
ideas  on  education  by  outstanding 
minds  from  all  disciplines,  aca- 
demic and  non-academic. 

7.  The  strengthening  of  the  Of- 
fice of  Education  relations  with 
State  departments  of  education 
and  institutions   of  higher  educa- 


tion, as  well  as  its  relations  with 
other  Federal  agencies. 

8.  The  strengthening  of  the  Of- 
fice of  Education  as  a  research 
center,  and,  through  the  use  of 
automatic  data  processing,  as  a 
dissemination  center  for  accurate, 
up-to-date  information  on  educa- 
tion. 

9.  A  clear  definition  of  the  mis- 
sion and  organization  of  the  Office 
of  Education,  employing  the  report 
of  a  committee  that  was  estab- 
lished by  his  immediate  predeces- 
sor, Dr.  Lawrence  G.  Derthick. 

Commissioner  McMurrin,  upon 
acceptance  of  his  appointment, 
made  the  following  remarks: 

"The  President  has  greatly  hon- 
ored me  by  this  appointment  to  the 
office  of  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion. I  appreciate  the  confidence 
placed  in  me  by  the  President  and 
Secretary  Ribicoff.  Their  profound 
grasp  of  the  meaning  of  education 
and  their  commitment  to  its  value 
are  an  inspiration  to  the  entire 
nation."

The  Street  Tree  Planting  pro- 
ject in  San  Francisco  has  benefited 
several  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools  by  enhancing  the  neigh- 
borhoods adjacent  to  school  prop- 
erty. 

The  project  is  carried  on  by  the 
Bureau  of  Street  Cleaning  and 
Planning  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco.  The  Street  Tree 
Division  comes  within  the  purvue 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  has  been  active  in  its 
support  of  the  planting  project. 

Mr.  Brian  Fewer,  supervisor  of 
Street  Tree  Planting,  has  process- 
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ed  applications  for  the  service.  The 
Tree  Division  is  located  in  the  City 
Hall  and  may  be  reached  at  HE. 
1-2121,  ext.  665. 

Private  nurseries  have  been  used 
in  the  storing  of  trees,  while  expert 
advice  on  the  type  of  tree  most 
suitable  for  various  districts  in  San 
Francisco  has  been  given  by  the 
Tree  Division.  The  services  offered 
by  the  City  include  soil  checks  and 
climatic  analyses  as  well  as  advice 
on  the  care  and  raising  of  trees. 

Applications  for  program 

The  steps  to  the  realization  of 
plans  for  enhancing  street  areas 
with  trees  include  the  following: 

(1)  Application  for  permit; 

(2)  Obtainment  of  a  mainte- 
nance sheet  on  street  trees  and 
shubs; 

(3)  Securement  of  a  list  of  con- 
tractors for  gardening  and  related 
services  of  maintenance; 

(4)  Securement  of  aid  in  plan- 
ning; and 

(5)  Securement  of  special  ma- 
terials on  the  planting  of  trees, 
including  choice  of  sites,  tree  types, 
suitable  soil,  and  depth  of  plant- 
ing. 

The  program  is  under  the  "Rules 
and  Regulations  for  Tree  Planting 
and  Maintenance  on  Street  Side- 
walk Areas,"  Ordinance  8993 
(2-9-55). 

Planting  cost  is  approximately 
$25;  and  trees  are  5  or  6  feet  in 
height.

Sanborn  article  stirs 
wide  and  long  interest 

A  nationally  circulated  article  on 
procedures  used  by  the  Bureau  of 
Instructional  Materials  of  the  SF 
USD  has  received  noticeable  and 
numerous  reactions.  Hundreds  of 
requests  for  additional  information 
concerning  District  procedures  in 
this  phase  of  SFUSD  operations 
have  been  received  by  Dr.  W.  B.

An    unexpected    interest    from 
large-city  school  districts  was  dis- 
covered by  Dr.  Sanborn.

Dr.  William  B.  Sanborn,  Director 
of  the  Bureau  of  Instructional  Ma-

New  data  sought 

Dr.  John  L.  Roberts,  coordinator 
of  Child  Welfare,  has  released  a 
birthdate  data  reminder. 

Shortly  after  the  beginning  of 
each  school  term  principals  are  re- 
quested to  send  birthdate  data  to 
the  Attendance  Bureau. 

Several  principals  have  request- 
ed that  the  notice  be  placed  in  the 
Bulletin  prior  to  the  close  of  the 
term  in  order  that  the  process  may 
be  facilitated  at  the  opening  of 
school. 

This  notice,  then,  applies  to  reg- 
istration for  September,  1961;  and 
is,  as  follows: 

Registration  of  minor  blanks 
should  contain  the  number  of  the 
birth  certificate;  the  place  and 
date  of  birth  as  stated  thereon, 
and  a  signed  statement  that  the 
person  enrolling  pupils  has  seen 
the  birth  certificate. 

If  a  birth  certificate  is  not  avail- 
able, a  baptismal  certificate,  pass- 
port, affidavit  of  parent  or  guard- 
ian, or  an  official  notification  or 
certification  of  the  birth  registra- 
tion from  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  may  be  used. 

A  hospital  certificate  is  not  ac- 
ceptible  verification.  The  method 
of  verification  should  be  indicated. 

It  should  be  noted  that  registra- 
tion of  minor  blanks  are  required 
for  all  new  pupils  entering  San 
Francisco  schools  for  the  first  time 
and  for  all  pupils  entering  kinder- 
garten. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten,  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  December 
2,  1956  (4  years  and  9  months). 

All  entrants  into  the  first  grade 
must  have  been  born  not  later  than 
December  2,  1955  (5  years  and  9 
months) . 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code,  the  parent  or  guard- 
ian of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to 
the  kindergarten  or  first  grade  of 
a  school.  Therefore,  no  child  may 
be  admitted  to  the  kindergarten  or 
first  grade  of  a  school  without  ac- 
ceptable verification  as  is  noted 
above.

Plans  for  the  project  call  for 
construction  of  two  buildings,  the 
first  of  which  will  be  a  three-story 
unit  containing  a  modern  student 
cafeteria  and  two  dining  rooms  for 
the  faculty. 

This  building,  which  will  also 
contain  music  practice  rooms  and 
lockers  for  day  students,  will  be 
connected  directly  to  the  back  of 
the  existing  main  building. 

The  second  building  will  be  a  res- 
idence wing,  housing  200  students. 
This  six-story  unit  will  also  contain 
a  550-seat  theatre;  and  a  ballroom; 
two  lounges  and  a  snack  bar. 

Wilton  Smith,  A.I.A,  &  Associ- 
ates, architect  for  the  two  build- 
ings, has  designed  them  in  a  modi- 
fied Spanish  Gothic  style  to  blend 
architecturally  with  the  existing 
building. 

Rothschild,  Raffin  &  Weirick, 
San  Francisco  general  contracting 
firm,  will  build  this  $2.8  million 
addition.  Construction  will  be  com- 
pleted by  the  middle  of  1963. 

According  to  Reverend  Mother 
Mejia,  the  building  project  is  the 
first  major  building  project  to  be 
undertaken  by  the  college  since  the 
existing  units  were  built  in  the 
early  1930's.

Flossira  Badger 

A  gifted  teacher  of  music,  she 
brought  melody  to  the  lives  of 
hundreds  of  students  of  the  City 
College  of  San  Francisco  and 
Lowell  High  School.

Renewal  date  for 
HS  exemptions  set 

An  announcement  has  been  re- 
cently released  concerning  the  re- 
newal of  exemptions  from  coverage 
under  the  Health  Service  System. 

The  Health  Service  System  has 
requested  that  the  following  infor- 
mation be  disseminated  to  those 
persons  concerned: 

"Charter  Section  172.1  and  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Health  Service  System  require  that 
all  EXCEPT  veterans  and  doctors 
of  medicine  renew  their  exemp- 
tions on  an  annual  basis,  effective 
each  July  1st. 

"Failure  of  an  individual  to  re- 
new his  exemption  in  the  pre- 
scribed period  shall  be  grounds  for 
automatic  enrollment  of  such  indi- 
vidual in  Plan  I  of  the  Health  Serv- 
ice System." 

Forms  requesting  the  renewal  of 
exemptions  are  being  mailed  by  the 
Health  Service  System  to  those 
persons  now  exempt. 

The  executed  form  must  be  filed 
in  the  Health  Service  System  office 
not  later  than  June  2,  1961,  so  that 
the  Health  Service  board  may  act 
upon  it  at  their  June  meeting.

Two  specially  designed  studios 
have  been  included  in  the  new  Arts 
Building  and  will  house  a  profes- 
sional radio-TV  installation,  care- 
fully planned  with  2  major  objec- 
tives in  mind: 

1)  to  enhance  and  extend  vari- 
ous teaching  skills  beyond  the  con- 
fines of  one  classroom  at  a  given 
time  by  making  the  lecture,  dem- 
onstration, experiment,  informa- 
tion, etc.,  available  to  as  many 
students  and  classes  as  there  are 
television  receivers  on  campus; 

2)  to  provide  a  high  degree  of 
training  in  broadcasting  techniques 
for  those  seeking  to  follow  careers 
in  radio,  television,  art,  photogra- 
phy, motion  pictures,  electronics 
engineering,  journalism,  and  other 
allied  fields. 

The  new  equipment  consists  of  2 
live  camera  chains,  a  third  camera 
with  a  film  and  slide  projection 
system,  the  newest  lighting  equip- 
ment plus  complete  audio  facilities 
— microphones,  consoles,  tape  re- 
corders, turntables — for  both  radio 
and  TV  broadcasting. 

Wide  usage 

When  this  is  accomplished,  it  will 
be  possible  for  the  total  college 
population,  students  and  faculty,  to 
see  and  hear  orientation  meetings, 
rallies,  guest  speakers,  concerts, 
films,   and  graduation  ceremonies. 

The  entire  campus  will  be  tied 
together  in  a  radio  network  with 
outlets  in  the  Arts  Building,  Cloud 
Hall,  Smith  Hall  and  the  Science 
Building  for  Campus  Carrier  an- 
nouncements. The  present  morning 
and  noon  Cafeteria  shows  will  con- 
tinue from  their  new  originating 
point  —  the  Audio  Studio  in  the 
Broadcasting  Wing. 

All  of  the  facilities,  audio  and 
video,  described  will  be  handled  by 
students,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Broadcasting  Department. 

In  addition  to  the  participation 
of  Broadcasting  students,  the  skills 
and  talents  of  students  in  Art,  Pho- 
tography, Motion  Pictures,  Com- 
mercial Art,  Architecture,  Home 
Economics,  Journalism  and  Elec- 
tronics Engineering  will  be  utilized. 

These  students  will  work  in  a 
Laboratory  set-up  in  which  they 
can  make  their  specific  contribu- 
tions to  the  instructional  programs 
to  be  presented.

The  number  of  visitors  coming 
from  abroad  to  see  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Unified  School  District  has 
tripled  during  the  last  ten  years, 
since  1951. 

Visitor  totals  have  advanced 
nearly  9%  over  those  for  last  year. 
Some  219  visitors  have  inspected 
over  one-third  of  the  District's  150 
schools  since  September,  1960.

Radiological  defense 
is  topic  for  seminar 

The  Disaster  Council  and  Corps 
will  give  a  seminar  devoted  to  ra- 
diological defense  counter-measures 
on  June  8,  1961,  in  the  auditorium 
of  the  San  Francisco  Medical  So- 
ciety, 250  Masonic  Avenue,  be- 
tween Turk  and  O'Farrell  Streets. 

The  instructional  session  will  be- 
gin at  7:30  p.m.  and  will  stress 
means  .of  minimizing  exposure  to 
radiation  under  emergency  condi- 
tions. It  will  be  of  special  interest 
to  teachers  with  radiological  moni- 
toring kits.  Subjects  to  be  dis- 
cussed include: 

(1)  Utilization  of  "Radef"  moni- 
toring information  in  determining 
the  proper  counter-measures; 

(2)  Relationship  between  shel- 
ter, movement,  decontamination, 
and  contamination  control;  and 

(3)  Proper  time-phasing  of  the 
counter-measures  (e.g.,  how  long 
should  an  individual  remain  in 
shelter  before  moving  to  a  radia- 
tion-free area). 

In  addition,  the  recent  Operation 
Alert  1961  will  be  reviewed  and 
discussed.

History 

The  military  training  program 
of  San  Francisco's  public  schools 
antedates  the  establishment  of  the 
ROTC  program. 

Early  records  of  Lowell  High 
School  include  those  of  training 
in  military  science.  Monroe  E. 
Deutsch,  University  of  California 
educator,  and  other  prominent  San 
Franciscans  wore  the  Army  dress- 
blue  uniforms  which  equipped  the 
pre-World  War  I  military  science 
students  of  the  Boys  Brigade. 

Since  that  time,  many  outstand- 
ing military  men  and  local  leaders 
have  attributed  part  of  their  suc- 
cess to  abilities  developed  under 
District  professors  of  military 
science  and  tactics. 

Col.  Joseph  P.  Nourse,  one-time 
superintendent  of  schools  (1936- 
41),  started  the  ROTC  program  in 
San  Francisco's  public  schools  in 
1919. 

The  forty-two  year  old  ROTC 
program  currently  has  1,000  stu- 
dents in  the  San  Francisco  public 
schools.

Curriculum  study 

The  Board  of  Education  accepted 
the  fact-filled,  six  volume,  curricu- 
lum study  prepared  by  the  District. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation praised  the  Curriculum  Re- 
port for  philosophy  and  substance; 
and  cited  it  as  a  work  of  monu- 
mental content  as  well  as  size  and 
scope. 

It  was  not  only  described  as  a 
monumental  compedium  of  educa- 
tion, but  as  a  guide  to  the  future  of 
San  Francisco  public  education. 

The  work  was  said  to  offer  great 
promise  for  ever-higher  standards. 
It  was,  further,  felt  that  it  will 
provide  benefits  of  a  balanced  cur- 
riculum; in  short,  it  will  permeate 
the  total  structure  of  the  District. 
Budget  study 

The  Board  completed  its  study 
and  review  of  the  proposed  1961-62 
budget. 

A  final  review  is  to  be  made  by 
the  Superintendent  and  staff  of 
the  District  before  the  budget  is 
to  be  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Education  for  final  adoption  on 
August  8,  1961.

Course  descriptions  of  work  on 
the  secondary  level  include  a  sum- 
mation of  all  junior  and  senior 
high  school  courses  and  a  list  of 
texts  and  other  materials  used  in 
each  course. 

A  compendium  on  social  studies 
includes  three  sections:  (1)  a 
course  outline  for  the  7th  grade 
level,  (2)  audio-visual  aids,  in- 
cluding their  evaluation  and  use, 
and  (3)  a  bibliography  of  fiction 
and  non-fiction  books  related  to 
the  7th  grade  social  studies  course. 

An  outline  and  course  descrip- 
tion of  8th  grade  science  courses 
comprise  material  contained  in  the 
6th  curriculum  book  compiled  for 
Department  use. 

Benefits 

The  report  gives  explicit  defini- 
tion to  courses,  requirements,  and 
standards,  and  makes  provisions 
for  greater  student  achievement 
on  all  ability  levels. 

Safeguards  are  included  to  free 
teachers  from  undue  interruptions, 
unnecesary  clerical  details  which 
detract  from  the  educative  proc- 
esses, and  provide  strict  demands 
in  the  case  of  indifferent  and  un- 
ruly pupils  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
taining a  good  classroom  situation. 

Greater  emphasis  is  placed  on 
all  phases  of  English. 

A  major  advantage,  mentioned 
by  the  Superintendent,  is  the  bene- 
fit of  a  high  degree  of  instructional 
articulation  from  one  level  to  the 
next  in  the  fields  of  mathematics, 
language  and  science.  He  pointed 
out  that  such  articulation  is  a 
benefit  possible  only  in  such  a  uni- 
fied school  district  as  that  in  San 
Francisco. 

Virtually  every  phase  of  the 
school  system  is  affected  by  the 
work  and  is  consequently  upgraded 
in  excellence  and  service  to  pupils. 

Counseling  procedures  were  mod- 
ified to  facilitate  better  service  to 
school,  parent,  and  pupil. 

Appreciation 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Spears 
in  presenting  the  curriculum  ma- 
terials made  specific  references  to 
the  contributions  made  by  Dr.  Hill, 
curriculum  coordinator,  his  assist- 
ants, and  members  of  the  adminis- 
trative staff. 

The  Superintendent  also  express- 
ed his  pleasure  that  the  work  in- 
volved virtually  all  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  school  district;  and 
added  that  he  was  gratified  by  ap- 
proval given  to  the  effort  by  the 
faculties  of  the  schools  of  the  Dis- 
trict.

Two  SFUSD  people  to  teach  on  board  ship 


A  family  teaching  team,  em- 
ployed by  the  SFUSD,  will  have  a 
sea-borne  "postman's  holiday"  this 
summer. 

In  February  of  this  year  the 
Arizona  Statesman  carried  a  feature 
article  under  the  heading,  "Teach- 
er-Ambassadors." 

The  illustrated  story  centered 
on  the  activities  of  William  and 
Ahleen  Tresnon  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Unified  School  District  who 
annually  conduct  a  course  of  study 
on  shipboard  for  hundreds  of  Asian 
students  enroute  to  American  col- 
leges. 

The  unique  educational  program, 
sponsored  by  the  American  Presi- 
dent Lines,  serves  many  students 
under  Fulbright  and  other  founda- 
tion grant  programs. 

Often  the  Tresnons'  course  is  an 


introduction  to  the  United  States 
and  its  higher  education  institu- 
tions for  those  bound  for  over  135 
college  campuses  in  36  states. 

Leaders  in  this  special  field  of 
education,  the  Tresnon  family  will 
again  participate  in  this  program 
during  the  summer  of  1961;  and 
will  offer  linguistic  and  guidance 
benefits  to  hundreds  of  visiting  stu- 
dents.

Of  iaestimable  value  to  the  mag- 
num opus,  manifested  in  the  six 
volumes,  was  the  work  of  over  1500 
teachers  who  participated  in  144 
meetings  on  curriculum  matters 
relative  to  the  report's  areas. 

Aside  from  this,  it  may  be  said 
that  every  teacher  in  the  District 
participated  in  one  or  more  of  the 
general  meetings  which  furthered 
the  work. 

Several  workshops  were  held 
which  included  contributions  to  the 
study  presented;  and  many  of  the 
SFUSD's  in-service  courses  have 
borne  a  relationship  to  the  mate- 
rial. 

Important     contributions     were 
also  made  by  field  administrators, 
curriculum  assistants,  and  depart- 
ment chairmen. 
Background 

The  strengthening  of  the  cur- 
riculum throughout  the  District 
has  been  done  by  several  signifi- 
cant efforts  since  1958,  when  the 
Superintendent  offered  his  initial 
plan  during  the  presidency  of  Jo- 
seph A.  Moore,  Jr. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation were  instrumental  in  work- 
ing on  the  report's  policy  matters. 
Numerous  meetings  of  the  S.F. 
Board's  Curriculum  Committee  as- 
sisted virtually  all  aspects  of  the 
project. 

Mrs.  Lawrence  Draper,  Jr.,  is 
chairman  of  the  Curriculum  Com- 
mittee, for  the  calendar  year  of 
1961,  which  includes  Adolfo  de 
Urioste  and  Edward  Kemmitt. 

In  1960,  Commissioner  Adolfo  de 
Urioste  chaired  the  Committee 
which  included  Commissioners 
Charles  J.  Foehn  and  Mrs.  Edward 
Matzger. 

In  1959,  Commissioner  Elmer 
Skinner  headed  the  Curriculum 
Committee  which  included  Com- 
missioners de  Urioste  and  Matzger. 
Prior  to  1959,  the  Board  did  not 
have  a  standing  committee  on  cur- 
riculum, per  se. 

Onetime  Commissioner  John  G. 
Levison  also  assisted  the  study. 
Combined  efforts 

Extensive  participation  by  mem- 
bers of  the  SFUSD  has  made  the 
curriculum  materials  perhaps  the 
most  extensive  done  at  any  time 
in  the  history  of  public  schools. 
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
